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all How Patiſmus Son and Heyr to the King of Bohemia, arrived in 
Theflaly ; How he was entertained by Dioniſius the King „ who 
kept his Court at the City of Thebes : And of a ſtrange Adven- 
ture that befel to Oſitis, one of Dioniſius his Knights. 


N the moſt rich and famous Country of Theſſaly; 
raigned a King named Dionifius, whoſe diſcre« 
tion in Government, and fingular wiſedome in 
Sz Rulingſo mighty a Ration, made the ſplendant 
@ Came of his Renown, to ſpꝛead it ſcif to the ut- 
termoſt Confines of all the Moꝛld: and mot 
Countries made continual Trattick thither , by reaſon of the 
gend and equitable Laws he had inſtituted, foz the Peace and 
quiet of his whole Country. 
Amongf the reſt of his external bleCings , whereof he en⸗ 
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ing ing Beauty, and rertuous gifts of Olivia his Queen ; by whom 
bc had one onely Daughter named Laurana: whoſe rare Beauty 
fo far exc&eded all other Ladies, that ſhe was eſteemed, in thoſe 
parts of the woꝛld, the onciy Paragon fo2 Beauty; beſides the 
vertuous qualities, and pꝛecious gitts of Nature, where with 
der minde was aboundantly adoꝛned, did ſo much extol her hich 
tcommendat ions, that many Pꝛinces of far Countries, did tra 
rel thither to attain her Lore. Inſomuch, thit by cent inual 
atteſs cf many ſtrange Uniphts, the Court ct Dionitius daily 
encreaſed in dignity: who gare moſt court ecus entertainment 
to at, as beft befitted tc ir htuis, And attoꝛded with his meſt 
bounteous wiledome. 

Amonoft the reſt of the Knights that came to be epe-witneſ⸗ 
ſes of the beauty of Lau ara; it foꝛtumed the young Pꝛince Pa- 
1:\mu*, Bon and Bey; to the King cf Bohemia, to arrive in the 
Confines of Theſſaly, being accompanied with dirers Nobles 
sf his Fathers Ccurt. Who having befo2c heard of the fame 
of Dioniſius, the courtecus entertainment he gave to ſtranocrs, 
and the erte ding beauty of his Daughter Lau ara, determined 
to travel thithcr , and tryhis foztune in parchaFing ber love; 
as alſo to be partaker of his bounty: being dzawn thereunto, be 
a vertuous inclination to imitate his eramples, And calling 
unto him one of his Knights . named Onſtus, willed him to go to 
Dion.114 his Court, and ccrtific his Pajefty, that he was defi - 
rous to viſit him; if ſo be it would pleaſe his Pighiicls to aeceyt 
of him as a Gueſt. 

O.ittus making all poCible ſpeed , ſcon arrived at the City of 
Thebes, where the King then kept his Court ; and being ad- 
mitted his pꝛeſence, delivered his Peſſage. Which when D.0- 
niſius auderfisod, he told Ociftus, that he would very willttioly 
gratulate the Pꝛinces kindntſs: and wit hall, defired him to 
certifit his Lo2d, that he ſwould be moſt heartily welcome: 
Whereupen Oriftvs departed, and Dion ius patſently commati- 
ded his HRoblemen to be in readintis the next bay, toꝛ he purpo⸗ 
led to mat the Pꝛince — and theretoꝛe cauſcd all pꝛepa⸗ 
ration that might-be in readinsſs, foz his mo2e ha:

om Early the next mozning, Didniaus attended by his Nobtlity. 
uty rode fo2th to meet the Pꝛince, ſome the miles from the City; 
ole whom having met, he moſt lovingly embꝛaced; and welcomed 
thc with exceeding great courtefie, Paiiſmus marvelling very much 
th at this uncrpeacd kindneſs in him, ſaid: Moſt high and mag 
ich niſi tent King, J being altogether unwozthy cf this vont cr: 
ra ce ding favour , moſt humbly intreat your par don to my pꝛe⸗ 
ual ſumption; deſiring you to impute my rawꝛnels to my Pouth, 
tip which hath attempted this boldneſs , without any hope, in the

da. to his Court that might be; wherewith they joyfully departed 
the towards the City, 
cs As they rode by a Mods ſide, they heard a moſt cricvous 
nc groan in the Thicket thereof ; whereupon Dioniſia commanded 
rs, his Knights. to beſet the Md on every ſide ; bimſelf, Pariſmus, 
ed and divers Koblemen, entred the Thicket , whers they found 
e; an armed Knight moſt gricvouſly wounded: At which pittiful 
by ſpectacle, Dioniſius alighted from his hozſs ; and vicwing his 
ng face, knew him to be his truſty knight Ofris, whom he mot 
to dearly loved: Then with all ſped he commanded dim to be con- 
fi- veyed tothe Court, that his own hyũt ians might lock to him, 
pt and binde up his wounds. In the mean time, the King, Paru- 
mus, and divers other Knights, made diligent ſearch in the

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J love, being well wozthy thereof, fo2 his vertues do far exceed 
many mens; of whoſe faith and fidelity, A have had ſufficient 
trial, and a mo2e loyal Knight cannot be found. By this time, 
they were tome to the Pallace gate, uhere was the Queen, 
with all her train of Ladies, ready to welcome Pariſmus ; which 
was ſuch a pleaſing ſight to behold, that the Pꝛince with the 
ſudden view of their beauty, was d2iven into a deep ſtudy, from 
which he was rerired by the Queen who moſt eratioufly came 
and welcommed him, ſaying: In all kindencſs,FJ bid your Yo- 
nour welcome into Theſſaly, where we will endeatour to re- 
quite your fricndſhip in comming unto us. : 

Moſt vertuous Pꝛinceſs, quoth he, fo2 this pour honourable 
favonr, both my ſelt, and all that is mine, ſhall be continually 
bound to do vou all dutiful ſcrvice. The ercat gloꝛy of the Pal 
lacc, made Parumus to martel ; and the honourable entertain⸗ 
ment, the ſumptuous Banqucts, the rare Puſick, and gallant 
Shoes, too tedious to rchcrfe, made him think, that Fame had 
altogether darkened the honour of that place; ſo that all his ſen⸗ 
ſes were greatly refreſhed with the variety of ſeveral delights, 

At ſuch time as King D otiſiu:, and the Pꝛince centred the 
Court, Lau ana hearing of the Pꝛintes comming, ſtanding at 
der Chamber window, viewed them well; and knew, oꝛ at lcaſt 
thought that to be Pariſmus, that came with her Father and the 
Queen, attended by a gallant Train of nights; end calling 
her Maid Leda unto her, the ſaid: Sureiy thit is the famous 
Anight Pati mus Pꝛince of Bohemia, that commeth with mp 
Father. Uerily, quoth Leda A think ſo ; foz a moꝛe gallanter 
Anight did A never behold: wherewith the crinfon colour in 
Lawacac chcrks began to revire ; which Leea perceiving, ſaid: 
It would become our Court well, to htc his pꝛeſente tentinu⸗ 
ally:fo2 by all likelfhod,it cannot chuſe but a niht of ſo oad- 
Ip pꝛopoꝛt ion, muſt needs be endued with as excellent gifts, 
But, andſwered Laurana, this Court cannot long continue ſuch 
Gacſts : whcreupon the pꝛeſently going to Dinner, felt on a 
fudden, a kinde of alteration in all her parts, which ſeemed ve⸗ 
ry ſtrange unto her foꝛ even then love began to kindle in her 
tender heart, which as pet ſhe did not well underſtand: but _ 
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denly grew to a burning heat, as ſhall hcrcafter be declared, 
She uſed ſel dome to go ab2oad, unleſs pꝛivately foz retreation; 
and ſuch was her chaſte diſpoſition , that ſhe delighted in no⸗ 
thing but vertuous meditations, 

To relate the Conference the King and Pariſmus had, were 
too tedious, and impertinent to the Yiſtozy, But the Prince, 
much marvelling he could not ſce Laurana, ſo famous fo2 her 
Beauty, was hereby dꝛawn into many decp cogitations ; by 
which thoughts,and the remembzance of the late journcy he had 


paſſed oncly to behold her Perſon, and now could not be aſſured 


bc had ſeen the Beauty he expened ; was fallen into ſucha ſad 
ſtudy, that in a manner, he neither heard what was ſpoken , noz 
regarded where he was, At the laſt, reviving his ſcnſcs that 
were dulled with paſſion, he ſuddenly ſighed ; and, fearing leſt 
his heavincſs had been noted, ſmiling laid: Your Ma jeſty may 
peradventure note my ſadnes;the remembꝛance ct your Knights 
in jury, maketh me ftmdy, how hc ſhould be ſo gricvouſly wound- 
ed, and no man found that ſhould ac the ſame ; which woꝛds he 
onely ſpake to excuſe himſelt. 

Surcly, anſwercd the King, ſome man by ſecret treachery 
hath w2oucht him that harm ; which, without doubt , at moꝛe 
convenient time, we ſhall finde out the truth thereof ; which J 
would effect with all ſpeed, but that J hope to be aſcertained by 
himſelf, whom my Phyſit ians ſay, is in good eſtate of amend. 
ment: with theſe, and many other ſach like ſperches, they paſt 
away the time fo2 the pꝛeſent. 

Dinner being kully ended, Dioniſius, Pariſmus,and the Queen. 
walked into a moſt plcaſant Garden; and ſhoꝛtly after, he was 
entertained with a moſt coſtly and rare Banquet, pꝛovided in an 
Arbour oz Banquett ing⸗houſe, ad ſoyning to a Oꝛobe, fraught 
with many plcaſant Birds; whoſe ſweet harmony, much auc- 
mented the pleaſure of the place; all things being moſt artifict- 
ally contrived foꝛ delight: which when Pariimus beheld, he then 
be gan to think with himſcif ; how he ſhould ſce the Pꝛinceſs 
Laar ana fo2 whole ſake he undertook his travels; whole amia- 
ble pꝛeſente would have refreſhed his tyꝛed ſenſes, and likewiſe 


ervel thoſe inward cares, where with he was per plexred. : 
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But when he ſaw none but the King and Nucen, he began to 
ware much troubled in his minde; to think what might be the 
cauſc, that the whole Fame had lone ſince come to his know- 
ledge, was not to be ſeen ; that by conffrained mirth, he paſt a- 
way the time in ſuch banquetting ans other paſtime. as the King 
entertained him withall ; which was ſuch, as he much wondꝛed 
at. And Night being come, with all ſtatelineſs that might be. 
he was conduged to his Lodging; which was moſt lumptuouſl y 
adozned with moſt coſtly and rich Hangings, that the place ſee- 
med anew Paradice foz there wanted nothing, that might ct- 
ther delight the sar, oz eye. As foz Lodgings fv2 his Noble. 
men, Unights, and followers ; thep were placed inſuch manner. 
that theyſcemed by thctr ſcituations, to be Guardians to their 
Lo2ds perſon : Paving then taken his leave of the King and 
Queen, he bet ok himſelf to bis reſt. | 
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How Patiſmus having ſojournec · ſome dayes in the Theſſalian Court, 
being fruſttated of ſeeing the Princeſs Laurana z imparted his mind 
to Ociſtus ore of his Knights: By whoſe means he came to haye a 
fight ot het; and what atterwards happened. 


called to him Ociftus, the onely man whom he 
truſted, and asked of him, how he liked the 
Court of Dioniſius ? Py Lo2d, quoth he, the 
continuance J have had therein, might be 
ſufficient to cxcuſe me fo2 eenſuring thereof :; 
but to ſatisfieyour demand: I do eſteem and 
think cf it, as a moſt renouned and honour: 
able place. But ſaid Pariſmus, what if thy K o2d ſhall here pur- 
chaſc that which ſhall be woꝛſe then death unto him, unleſs he 
have remedy, what would thou think - J would my Lo2d, 
laid he, ſpeak my opinion. if F knew whente the oꝛiginal of that 
evil ſhould pꝛoc d. From myſelf, ſaid Yarifmus, foz thus it is:

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the honourable repoꝛt that is ſpzcad of her Beauty and vertucs⸗ 
which dꝛiveth me into many thoughts, be tauſe J cannot behold 
that beauty; therckoꝛe J impart my minde to thee, as the onelv 
man J truſt ; and unleſs J can by thy means have ſoinc hope cf 
comfo2t. J will both curſe the hour of my Hat ivity. and remain 
hereafter in continual gricf ; therefoze counſel me what J were 
bcit to do herein. 

My Lo2d, ſaid Oriſtus, fincc it hath pleaſcd your Mig hnelſs ſo 
much to favour mc, as to chulſc me to beyour aſſiſtant hercin ; 
A will moſt faithf:uiiy, and ſpedily, do to the uttermoſt to 2c- 
complilh your deſire. J p2ay the then do it. ſaid Pariſmur, with 
all ſped ; fo2 my rciilels paſſtons require counſel, J hate, ſaid 
Orilius, ſome acquaintance with Lo2d Remus, who is preatly 
favourcd of the King, continually reſident in Court, and well 
beloved cf alli; by whoſe means, J do not doubt, but both to 
have ſome certain knowledge cf the Pꝛinceſs, as alſo ſan to 
bing vou toherſpioech ; and accozding as you hate put me in 
truſt, ſo wil J uſe all the meancs J can to purchaſe your Hieh⸗ 
ncls content, | 

Moſt part of the Night being paſt, Pariſmus betak himſelt 
to his reſt, and Orittus to his Lodging, In the Mozning, Dio- 
nifius ht ing early up, uſed his accuſtomed manner to viſit his 
Sucſts; and comming to Pariſmus Chamber. hc found him net 
there, but walking in a Gallery thereto adjorning; and ſalu⸗ 
ting him, faid: Noble P2inee, if vou are not weary with your 
late journey, J would cntreat your company to go on Hunting 
this day, fo2 that J have appointed to meet a Noble friend of 
mine, at the Foꝛreſt of Red Deer; fo2 fo it is called, by rea⸗ 
ſon of the aboundance of thoſc Beaſts that the Country b:cev- 
eth; where yon ſhall ſce what paſtime the Pounds can make: 
which Pariſmus kindely accepted, Ocittus he ſtaved behinde, to the 
end he might cffec his pur pole; and walking in the Garden, he 
chanced, accoꝛding to his deſire, to meet with Loz2d Remus; 
who having ſaluted him, ſatd, he was glad toftnde him at lei⸗ 
ſure, to have ſome conference with him, to renew their ac- 
quaintance: Do walking into a ſolitary Arbour, talking of di⸗ 
vers matters. it chanced the Pzinceſs Lautana, thinking tore-

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create her ſeit in the Garden, foz that ſhe thought all the No: 
bles had been gone on Hunting with the King her Father, chan- 
ced to come, accompanied with her Maiden Leda, unto the ſolt- 
tary plac where Lozd Remus and Ociſtus were then talking; 
and eſpytng the Lozd Remus, whom ſhe pꝛeſentiy knew ; Pp 


Loꝛzd, quoth ſhe, J had thought you had been on Hunting thts 
dap; but A ſee your minde is buſted with ſome other exertiſes. 


Poſt Noble Pzinceſs, quoth he, if J had gone on Hunting, A 


ſhould have left this honourable Lo2d, my Noble friend, with⸗ 
out company ; ſo that J thought it my duty , to keep him from 
better ſtudies, with my homely talk: So the Pꝛinceſs kindsly 
ſaluting them, told Ocittus , he was welcome to her Fathers 
Court, and therewith departed, 

Nuoth Ocattus, Py Lo2d, is this the Pꝛinceſs Laurana, of 
whom I have heard ſuch rare commendations in Bohemia Jt 
is, ſaid he, the veryſame ; and the moſt vertuous and courteous 
L adp, that liveth this day: who very ſeldome commeth ab2oad, 
but continually giveth her minde to pꝛaaiſe excellent qualities, 
amongſt other vertuoas Ladics. Daring this their talk, they 
had walked about the Pallace ; to the end, that Ociftus might 
behold the ſtatelinels thereof : who having ſeen all things, and 
knowing which was Laut anacs Lodging, was in ſome meaſure 
comtoꝛt ed by that knowledge. 

Thus the day being ſpent, and the King returned from Yunt- 
ing, Patiſmus came toOrittus, and required of him, it he had heard 
of Lau ana; and what comfozt there was foz2 him » p Lo2d, 
qvoth he, J have beheld her, and heard her heavenly voice ; who 
ts able to aſtoniſh any man, with her excceding beauty, rcla- 
ting unto him all the conference he had with Loꝛd Remus; which 
did grtatly re joyte him to hear, and ſo betook himſelf to his reſt;

light to behold him: Parſ-vsſ&ing her gone, began to rep2ovc 
himſelt of folly , that by his raſhneſs had depꝛived himſelf of 
her ſight. 

5y that time he had walked there a god ſpace, Oriſtus came 
to tell him, that the King expeaed his comming into the great 
Chamber; which cauſed him to depart, giving a ſad 1ak to the 
window, as unwilling to leave the ſight thercof : recounting to 
Ocitius how koꝛtunately he had beheld Lau ana, By this time, 
they were come to the Bing; who ſaluting Puriimus, defircd 
his company to go viſit Oirns: At their comming, they found 
him verychxrful , which rejoyced Dioniſius to for ; whereupon 
comming to him, told him; that he, with the young Pꝛince of 
Bohemia, was come to viſit him, and to be certified cf the oc- 
caſion of his misfo2tunc, J peild my humble thanks, ſatd Oui. 
tis to pour Pajeſty, and tothat Noble Pꝛince, fo2 the care vou 
have of my welfare ; being ſozry that by my mil⸗ adventure, vcu 
ha ve been all diſquicted. 

Bat to ſatisfic your Highneſs herein, thus it was: The ſame 
day your Excellency found me ſoꝛe wounded, J being up ſome 
what early, walking at the nether end of my Oꝛchard, eſpied 
an armed Knight, halling and pulling a beautiful young Pai 
den, in moſt rude and diſcourteous manner ; and not withſtan- 
ding the manifold entreat ies ſhe uſed, would not leave his cru⸗ 
elty, but uſed theſe ſperches unto her: Content. thyſelf to be 
thus uſcꝭ at my hands, and take it fo2 a favour that J uſe the 
not wozſc ; foz the injury thy Bꝛother hath done me, will I re- 


venge on thee. | 


Why, ſaid ſhe, it was not mp offence , noꝛ pꝛotured by my 


knowledae: be is a Knight, and bearcth arms, revenge pour 
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ſcif on him, and do not attempt to diſhonour me, that am a Pat. 
den, but rather take my lite; that thereby J may be rid from 
the ſhame you intend to my honour. Nay, pꝛoud Damzel, quoth 
bc, if thou thinkeſt the ulage J intend, a ſhame, J will the ra- 
ther do it to vexe ther. 

I liftencd as long as J could to hear their talk, and morking 
which way they tek, J went in, and with all the ſpeed J could, 
armed my ſelf, and kollowed after them; but could not ovcr-take 
them, bcfoze they were gotten into the Wood ; where by the try 
of the Damzel, J found him ready to accompliſh his Uillany ; 
thꝛeatning moſt ercivouſiy to tozment her, if ſhe did not yeild 
unto him. Traito2, ſaid J, what moveth ther to uſe this Lady 
thus diſcourteouſly- it ill beſeemeth a Gentleman, and a Knight 
as thou feemeſt to be, touſeſuch rigour to a diſtreſſed Uirgin, 
Dir begonc, ſaid hc again, oꝛ J will quickly ſend thce againſt 
thy will, and then tell thee my reaſon : Wherewith the Palden 
deſired me, J would pitty her eſtatt; telling me, that ſhe was 
Daughter unto a Knight, belonging unto the King cf Salma- 
tia ; and was by this Knight, violently taken from fo2th of hcr 
Fathers Garden, none being by to ayd her; and b2ought unto 
that pez cſtate , by the cruelty of that wicked homicide , who 
meant to diſhonour her: defiring me, if J were a Knifoht , and 
not bent to be inhumane, that J would rcleafe her from his 
tyꝛanny. Wherewithal, his minde being puft up with Uillany, 
he ran upon me, and J defended my ſelt; wo had not encountred 
long together, but there (Cacd fo2th of the Md. two ether in 
Armour, being as it ſcemed, of my adverſaries acquaintance ; 
and violently running upon me, without ſpeaking a woꝛd, left 
me in that eſtate you found me: But when the two laſt came 
fozth, the Paiden fled away; and whcthecr they found her a gain 
oz not, J know not. This my Soberaign, is the true occaſion

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departed to Laurava, telling her, that ſhe intended to p2ovide a 
Banguet fo2 the new-come States, and therefoze willed her to 
give oꝛder to have the ſame perkoꝛmed: which neus rejorced 
Laur ana to hear, hoping there to fx the P2ince of Bohemia; to 
whom ſhe bare an in ward love, and deſire cf acquaintance: ſo 
that haſtening all things to a rcadincſs, and adoꝛning her {cif 
in moſt eoftly oꝛnaments, fhe erpened the wiſhed time ct their 
comming. 

When Supper was ended, the Queen commanded a Gen- 
tleman, to invite Diomſtus, the Bing cf Hungaria, the Pꝛince 
of Sparta, and all the reſt, unto a Banquet, in an crcœding 
ſtatcly Gallery, where they were by the Queen moſt ro) ally cn- 
tcrtained: All in gencral, admired the exceeding Beauty, and 
comely ftatciineſs of the P2inceſs Laurana ; and they almoſt 
fed themſelves as much with her ſurpaſſing Beauty, as with 
the Datntics that were p2cpared. Lavrara, en the other fide, 
marrelled, that among all thoſe kntahts, ſhe could not bchold 
the Pꝛince of Bohemia ; which had d2awn her into manifcid 
togitat ions, yct concetved hope ſhe ſhould afterwards be aſſu- 
rd of the truth. 

By that time the Banquet was ended, and all ready to dc- 
part, they were ſtayed by the ſound of moſt hirmonicus Mu⸗ 
fick ; whichuncrp:aed noiſe, made Diomſius to wonder: But to 
dꝛive him out of thoſc thoughts, the Maskers cntred , in this 
cquipage.

beholders. Next, followed two To:ch-bearers, and two Eu⸗ 
niches, apparelled as the fozmer , and playing on ſeveral In⸗ 
ſtruments; then came two Uniohts apparelled in Tawny, - 
moſt richly adoꝛned: nert them followed t wo other Toꝛch⸗bea⸗ 
rers and Eunuchs, apparelled as the firſt ; after whom fol- 
lowed t wo other knights, apparelled in Tawny as the other: 
And la@ came — two Eunuches apparel⸗ 

3 led. 
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led, and playing on ſcveral Inſtruments: after whom, fol: 
lowed Lozd Remus, apparelied in Carnation like Parilmus, 
but not in ſuch goꝛgrous manner: Att together marching thꝛite 
about the Gallery , whiles their Muſick ſounded. The Afſem- 
bly well liked this Mask, eſpecially Dionikus ; who wondzed 
cf whence they were, fo2 that he was altogether tgnotant ; and 
nothing ſuſpecting they were of his own Court, ſaid to the 
Pꝛince of Sparta: There is a young P2ince in my Court, 
that is now lick, other wile A ſhould have thought he had been 
chicf amongſt them, The eyes of the whole company, were bu 
ſied with beholding their comely perſons, and their ears delight 
cd with the ſweet ſound of their Muſick. L aurana adviſedly be. 
held thoſe Knights, thinking vertiy Patiſmus was one in the 
company; foz the knew not of the Peſſage he had ſent the King 
her Father. While ſhe was in the midſt of this meditation. 
Patiſmus came with great reverence , to take her by the hand to 
dance, which ſhe courtconfly accepted; Lozd Remus tak the 
Pꝛince of Dparta's ſiſter ; Lo2d Ociftus another Lady of Spar- 
ta; and ſo likewiſe the reſt. 

The firſt meaſure being ended, Pariſmus reberont ly falutcy 
Lau ana, with theſe ſpeches : Moſt vertuous Princeſs, pardon 
mec.fo2 pꝛeſuming totrouble your ſacred carcs with my ſpeeches; 
to2 the vertuc of your beauty hath: over-maſtered my affections, 
and my pa? life is devoted to your ſervice , deſiring vum to ac- 
cept mc fo2 your pee ſervant, though attogrther unwo;thy : And 
though the ſmall trial you have of my truth, may diſconrage 
pou to credit me; yet not withſtanding my mwonthineſs, J de- 
fire von to empioy me any way, thereby to try how wething J 
will be to merit your favour. Sit, quoth Laurana, J thank vou 
fo2 your kinaneſs , neither can'J blame vom fpeches. if pour 
meaning be god, But as J am inrwo2thy te eutertain ſuch a 
Servant, ſo would J not willingly truſt him J mo net; but 
hereatter, when your difoniſe is banifhcd; as Þ Gall fe: gad, Þ 
will entertain pon. 

Noblc Lady, ſaid: Pariſmvs, Þ have taken this habit, onelp 
thereby to be fo happy, as to male maniitſt my affection to dc: 
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of my god meaning, you will ſay ; Me that p2offcreth his ſer⸗ 
vice, would refuſe to do it to any but your moſt woꝛthy ſelt. 
Str, quoth ſhe, as J know yon not, ſo J am ignoꝛant cf your 
meaning; and therefoze count me not ummannerly, to make no 
mo2e c{timation of your p2offered courteſie, Pariſmus being rea- 
dy to ſpeak, the ſctond Praſure ſounded ; which being ended, 
Lo2d Remus began to parley with Lady Iſabella, ſiſter to the 
Pꝛince of Sparta. Courteous Lady, quoth he, J being un⸗ 
known, p2offcr my hamble ſerviceunto pour ſel, unto whoſe 
pcrfections J am ſo wholly bamd, that uniſcſs tt pleaſcth you to 
accept of my loyalty, J ſhall confume my wearifome dayrs in 
ſozrow. Sir, quoth the vertuons 1!abel)a, your undi ſer ved kind- 
neſs J know not how to requite; and J ſhould be very ſozry, 
il by my occaſion pon ſhould be gricved; and this J faithfully 
affure vou, that as occaſion ſhall ſcrve, J will hereafter enter 
tain you. 

All this while, Pariſmus was talking with Laurar a; uſing 
thcſe ſpeeches : Pot admirable P2inceſs , becauſe J am dif- 
guiled, yon may think my woꝛds to pꝛocæd rather of courſe, then 
of true affection ; but J afſure you , never did any with trucr 
3cal, utter his fainting wo2ds , noz mo2e abho2 unfaithfulncſs, 
then my ſolt doth: bring aifo unknown to you , you may think 
my boldneſs top2oced, out of hope not to bi diſcovered ; but 
to acquaint you with my name, it is Patiſmus; who have foꝛſa⸗ 
ken my Country, and friends, to ſerve pour vertuons ſelt, and 
do you ſer vice: But ſince my comming into your Fathers 
Court,J could never be ſo happy until this moſt foztunate hour. 
as to en joy your p2eſence ; which is the onely comfo2t whereon 
my happineſs dependeth: Therrfo2s, Divine P2inceſs, weigh 
my intent in the Ballante of Equity, and let me by your com: 
foztable anſwer berevived, % 

My Noble Lo2d, replied Laurana, A heartily thank you fo2 
taking ſo much paines fo2 my fake, being un woꝛzthy thereof ; 
and aifo unable to be ſufficiently thankful unto vou, foz the 
lame: And whereas you ſay, Pour happitteſs reſteth in my 
power, tt A can any way pꝛocure yon” content, to theutter- 
molt of my endeatour, J will do ff, Pariſmus was ſo — 
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uith the heavenly voice of Laurana, that he could have wiſhed no 
other happincſs then to en joy her pꝛeſence: and was by her kind 
and modeſt anſwer ſo mach comfo2ted, that he reſolted no mi⸗ 
ſcry 02 calamity whatſoever, ſhould divert 02 alter his true and 
loyal aftcctton. 

Lauran:, on the other ſide, whoſe minde was ne ver betoꝛe in 
thꝛaldome, began now to be ſofar tied in the bonds cf friend- 
ſhip and god liking to Pariſmus that ſhe was altogether unwil⸗ 
ling tolcatchis company, By this time, the reſt of the Pas- 
kers having ended their ſperches, the ſound of the maſick made 
them remember their third meaſure ; which being ended, Pa 
riimus kiſſing the Pꝛinceſs hand, with a heavy ſich, left ber in 
the place where he found her; and being ready to depart, Dio- 
miius comming unto them, ſaid: Poſt courtcous Knights, J 
know not what entertainment to give vou, becauſe you are un⸗ 
known to me; but requeſt this at your hands, that vou will ac- 
t ept of a Banquet my Daughter hath pꝛovided: which woꝛds 
t auſed Pariſmus to be willing to veild his conſcnt,becauſe it was 
of the Pꝛinceſſes doing, whoſe pꝛeſence was the wert pꝛiſerva⸗ 
tive of his lite. Your Ma jeſty. anſwered Parumus, maketh us ſo 
kinde a p2offcr, that we cannot. be ing bound at your command, 
deny Pour requeſt : So unmasking himſcif, he came with great 
re verente to D oniſius; who knowing him, embꝛaced him ; and 
ſaid. he was glad he had tio wozſe ſicknels then that; conte ling 
he was mach indebted unto him, fo2 honouring his Ccurt with 
his Paſtime. So ſaluting ail the company, the Bnight that 
ccriccaled himſelt ſuddenſy departed the — the 'reaſon. 
all bc declared — 

All the Adembly greatly commended Pariſous, being much 

delighted to behold his Tertitous behal four, who was indeed, 
wozthyto be actounted the Pyinec ot courtcfic. The Queen then 

told him, ſhe had been his ſecret counſel⸗kœ per, and he hum- 
diy kiſſiug her hend returned her thinks: And being come to 

the plate where the Bariquit was pzovided, Dioniſius told them; 
he would leave them to be entertain by the Queen and Laura- 
na whileſt he went to accompany his other Gueſts : which Pa- 
riſmus was very glad ot, and Laurana likewiſe ; who mA 
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while had ſo ſurfetted with beholding his comely perſon , that 
the deep imp2eſſion of love was now fully ſetled in her heart, 
But Pariſmus, not fo2getting to ſalute the Saint he ſerved, with 
reverence kiſt her; thanking her that ſhe vouchſafed to take the 
pains , to pꝛepare entertainment foz ſuch undcſerving Gueſts ; 
uſing many other ſpeeches , which delighted her to hear , and 
him to utter; and they were ſo far delighted one in the cthers 
company , that it was little better then death to think of part 
ing; ſhe not knowing that his love was grounded upon ſach 
a firm reſolutfon, noꝛ he thinking ſhe would ſo kindly accept his 
p2offercd ſervice, During the time of the Banquet , an indiffe. 
rent judging eye, might diſcern their love, by their loks ; that 
all the company began to ſuſpea, that, which afterwards pꝛober 
true. Every one with kinde ſalutatfons being parted to their 
ſeveral Lodgings, Parſmus told Onſtus what kinde and unde- 
ferved favour he had received at Lauranaes hands; which exceed⸗ 
ingly rejoyced Oriſtus z and the very recital thereof , affcard the 
Pꝛinces heart with exceeding joy. 

Laurara making all the haſte ſhe could, tobe rid from the

his wo2ds p2oceed of cuſto:me, oꝛ affection ; A that was foꝛmerly 
at liberty, am now become captive to mine own affections, and 
enthꝛalled to a ſtranger, What of that - peradventure he is 
in the ſame minde Jam; neither have J any cauſe to doubt, 
but that his woꝛds p2oceedeth from the god will he beareth me; 
and that the intent of his comming tomy Fathers Court , was 
onely fo2 my ſake, as hcſaith: Picht J be happily aſſured of 
theſe doubts , then would my diſquict minde reſt highly conten- 
ted; and until that time, J ſhall but ſpend mp dayes in endleſs 
tare and heavineſs, Jfhis wozds pꝛoceeded from the depth of 
true affection, then will he till p2oſecate theſate he hath begun ; 
neither have J any caaſe to ſuſpect his honourable meaning. 
This caonſidered-, ſhe farther 5 will content dy 
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well as J can, and ſek _ —— thereby to be aſſured, and 
rid ve heaxt of theſe doubts.

R loniſius was early up, as his cuſtome was, to 
CP to viſit his Gueſts ; and buſie in entertain- 
ing them with all the royalty that might be, 
2 Pariſmus being like wiſe troubled in minde, 
moꝛe then any knew, walked into the Gar: 
A den, under the window of Lauranaes Lodg⸗ 
ing, being fruſtrated of all other hope to ſe 
bis beloved ; where he had not long peram- 
bulated, but was ſan eſpicd of Lau ana; who being delighted 
with his fight. called Leda, and willed her to make ſome excuſe 
into the Garden where he was walking, to ſ& if his comming 
into that place were fo2 her ſake, oꝛ no. 
Leda thereupon taking a fair Cloth in her hand, went into 
the Garden, as if ſhe intended to gather ſome hearbs, and had 
not ſen him.

Do you not, quoth he, know Pa iſmus if you ſ& him 
No ſir, replied Leda. I am the man, ſaid he, and thou b2inceft 
me that comfo2t , by repoꝛt ing that my Piftreſs thinketh woll 
of me, as if thou hadſt ſaved mp life ; and J cerney entreat 
a favour at your hands, which it you grant me, J ſhall reſt bound 
unto youfo2 the lame. My Lo2d, ſaid Leda, J humbly deſire

was the Knight that concealed himſelf ; who the Night befo2e, 
ſeing Par.ſmus ſo much honoured and beloved, could not endure 
to ſtay any longer, fo2 that he enbied him ſtill as an enemy. Pa» 
riſmusſ&ting him, called to minde his laſt nights ſudden depar- 
ture ; yet diſſembling as though he had not known him, he ſpent 
the reſt of the day in company ol Dioniſius.

Pariſmus was ſo rabiſhed with this courteous reply, that he 
eſteemed himſelf to be the fozt.nateſt man living; a thoyſand

e never felt any joy comparable to this his ſweet meditat ton: 
hen he ſhewed Oliſtus the ſacred Lines, and ſweet Peſlage Lau · 
ana had ſent ; willing him to be ready to go with him to the 

place appointed, but unſeen,leſt that the Pzinceſs ſhould biame 

him fo2 not fulfilling her command, Thus ſpending the day, 
which ſ&med to be longer then two, he again returned to his 

Chamber, thinking each minute a year , and a thouſand times 

wiſhing the appꝛoach of the appointed hour. Laurana in the 

mean time being not unmindekul ok her p2omiſe, onely atten⸗ 
ded by Leda, was gone down into the Garden, by a do that 
opened out of her Lodging: where being come, Cynthia was 
pꝛoud to give light unto her Pajeſtical p2elence ; and by the 
clerneſs of her ſplendour , had any beheld her, ſhe might have 
ben eſter med to ſurpaſs the comelineſs of Diana, walking in he 
chaſte conceits. Fy 
Patiſmus fomewhat befo2e the hour, was likewiſe cone fo2th 
in his Night-gown, with his Swoꝛd under his arm; and com- 
ming to the Gate he was wont to go in at into the Garden, 
found it ſhut, and having no other meanes, he got orer the Mall, 

and was gotten into a ſecret place, to entertain Love with a 

ſurfctting delight: But when he beheld his Divine Goddeſs 

enter into the Arbour , his heart was ſo lurpꝛi ed with joy with 

her pꝛelente, that at his comming to her, he could not utter a 

woꝛd; but with great reverence taking her tenderly by the ſokt 

hand, which he was afraid to touch without her leave, at laſt he 
ſatd: Poſt vertuous Lady, ſince it hath plcaſed ypu to grant 

me this exceeding favour, J here vow, that J will not ſpcak a 

woꝛd, no2 ac any thing which ſhallnot accoꝛd with your minde. 

y Lo2d. ſaid Lau ava, had J not pꝛeſumed upon pour vertue, 

I would not thus have come hither. Which kinde ſpech ſo much 

emboldened Patiſmus that he emb2acedher in his arms, and kiſt 

her; and ſitting down together, folded each in the others arms. 

Patumus began to recount unto her his love, and how that his 

comming to Theſſaly'was onely to do her ſcrvice , rowing ne- 

ver todepart, if ſhe would not accept him fo2 her poz ſervant ; 
with many other kinde p2oteſtations., p2oceeding from his un⸗ 


ties, 
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ties, could not chuſe but accept of his love; uttering theſe com⸗ 
foztable ſpe ches. | 

My L od, fo2 that J am perſwaded of the conſtancy of your 
love, and fo2 that you votichſafe to'p2offer ſuch kiudneſs to mr, 
that have not deſerved the ſame, J will manifeſt that which 
rather J ſhould conceal; fo2 that you may ſuppoſe my ycildingſo 
ſan, might p2occed of light⸗bꝛed affection ; but my Loꝛd, J af- 
ſure you, that at ſuch time as J ſaw you comming into this 
Court, my heart was then ſurp2t3ed; pocured as J think by 
the Deſtinies, that ever ſince J have vowed to reſt yours aſſared 
to command, ſo that you no way pꝛetend my wꝛong and there⸗ 
koꝛe committing all that is mine into your hands, J here aire 
you aſſurance of my true and tonſtant love. Thus they ſpent the 
Night, in kinde ſalutations and courteous embꝛacings, to the 
unſpeakable joy and comfo2t of them both. Leda all this while, 
walking about the Garden; and carefully la king about her, c- 
ſpied a light in Oliviaes Chamber, whereof ſhe gave the two L o 
vers intelligence. Patiſmus thought that news unwelcome, but 
being neceſſitated to depart, he ſadly tak his leave: Deſiring 
to know, when the would vouchſafe him her p2eſcnce again; 
which the told him, ſhould be at his appointment, koꝛ that ſhe 
was now his to diſpofe ot: So with many aſwet embꝛace they 
parted, Laurana went to her Chamber very melancholly,becauſe 
ſhe had ſoſon loſt his company, and tould not be aſſured leſt any 
misłoꝛtune might befal him; yet was ſomewhat comkoꝛted in 
thinking of his faithfal p2omiſe, 

Paiiſmus quickly got over the Wall, and was fenſafely tome 
to his Chamber, where he recounted to Oriſtus his happy ſuc- 
ceſs in love; asking his counſel how he might pꝛocure Dionifivs 
god liking, to conſummate the marriage bet wirt them; which 
firſt he thought to motion Himſelf ; then he thought Dionifius 
would not like thereof, without the conſent of his Father firſt 
had; and withwll might blame Laurana of undutikulneſs, if he 
knew it were with her pꝛivity. Agatn, he t it beſt, to ſend 
Oriſus into Bohemia, to give his Father Knowledge thereof;

Being in this perplexity, he could not fo2 the pꝛeſent reſolve 
upon any thing; but walking in the Garden, to eaſe his heart 
with ſome recreation, he mct the King ; and with him, was the 
King of Yungarf?, the P2ince of Sparta, and $.canus Son to 
the King of Perfia, though unknown, The King fo2 moze 
bonourablc entertainment of his Gueſts , made one moſt ropal 
Banquet foz all in general.

dit at ions: And ever aftcr that, Sicanus inwardly envicd Pa- 
riſmus in his heart. a 

Dinner being ended, the Knights ſpent ſome part of the After- 
non in Dancing; which being ended, ebery man betak himſelf 
to what exerciſe liked him beſt, Pariſmus and Loꝛd Remus ac- 
companied the Pꝛinteſs Laurana, and the Lady Iabeila, to 
their Lodgings; which made Sicanus to fret inwardly, that 
P ariſmus, his onslp enemy as he thought, ſhould obtain the poſ- 
ſefſion of Laurazacs lobe; which might debar him of his wiſhed

Pariſmus ſꝶ ing Lo2d Remus talking to Iſabella, ſaluted his 
| 5 2 Lagrana 
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Laurana with theſe ſpeeches : Py dear Lady, although J con- 
feſs my ſelf far unwozthy of that kindneſs you have alrcady 
grant me; yet J humbly requeſt one favour moꝛe at you r 
hands, which is, that you would vouchſafe to meet me to moꝛ 
row at night, in that happy place where J reecived the firſt aſſu- 
rance of pour comfo2table kindneſs : fo2 my paſſions are ſo ex 
tream, that my life would periſh, were it not onely maintained 
by enjoying your love ; where J would impart a ſecret unto vou 
that now J hate no time toutter. 

By Lo2d, ſaid Laurano, you ned not uſe ſuch intreatics to 
her, that is not unwilling, neither hath ſhe power to deny your 
requeſt, The Nucen comming into that place where they were, 
cauſed Paciimus with a heavy ſigh to depart, and Lo2d Remus 
with him, bet wirt whom there began a firm league of fricnd- 
ſhip. Now Lozd Remus did bear great affcaion to the Lady 
Itabella, and had oftentimes ſolicited his ſuit unto her, which 
ſhe in a manner vtelded unto; which made Pariſmvs the rather 
chuſc him fo2 his companion, by keeping him company to hare 
the ofner acceſs unto Laurana, The King of Hungaria, the 
Pꝛince of Sparta, and Sicanus, were walked into the Garden, 
where they were encountred by the King: Unto whom the 
King of Hungaria began to declare, how that the Pꝛince of 
Sparta and himſclf had a matter to treat with his Majeſtp, if 
he would vouchlafe thom audience, from the mighty Bing ot 
Perſia: who having a orcat defirc to be allied unto him, and ha- 
ving heard manifold repoꝛts of the vertuous Laurana, had ſent 
them to intreat a Parrfage bet wirt her, and Sicarue, his Sen. 
and Heir of Perſia, who was there pꝛeſent with them, though 
until that time un willing to make himſels known. 

Dioniſius then moſt kindly embꝛaced him, telling him, that he 


thought htmſelf much honoured with his company: And that 


ſince it pleaſed his Father ts treat of alliance betwirt them, he 
would willingly give his conſent, ſo that he would firft get his 
Daughters god will, whom he would not willingly match con⸗ 
trary to her liking, pꝛomiſing to uſe his commandement unto 
her fo2 the perfozmance thereof, Foz which Sicanus thanked 


bim, Zhus having ſpent the day - this and ſuch like talk, ſup- 
per 
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per was ready: which being ended, they betok themſelves to 
their Lodgings.

Low Dioniſius ſent for Laurana, and deelared to her the cauſe of Si. 


canus comming ; and how ſhe made it kuow n to Patiſmus, and 
gave him full aurance ot hei loye. 


Arly in the moznine, Dioniſius ſent a meſſen⸗ 
ger, to will Lanana to tome unto him: Lau- 
rana mar velling at her Fathers ſudden ſen⸗ 
ding fo2 her, ſuſpected that he had heard 
ſome news of her love to Pari{mus ; other⸗ 
wiſe ſhe could not tell what the cauſe 

| might be: But making her ſelf ready, ſhe 

vzeſently tame to him; and having rercrently done her duty, 
he uſed thcſe ſpeeches to her. 

Laurana, mp chieteſt care is, to ſe the married acco2ding to 
thy ſtate which hath made me ſend fo2 the, to know whe: 
ther that thou hat already placed thy affection,o2 no: otherwiſe 
there is tome into this Countrey, a Knight of creat eſtate, and 
honourable parts, Don end Heir to the King of Perſia, who 
contealed himſelt until yeſternicht ; in whoſe behalf, the Kir'g 
of Pungarta, and the Pꝛince of Sparta, are tome from his Fa- 
ther to crave the in marriage, Now if thou cant fancy him. 
thou ſhalt highly honour thy ſelf, have an honourable Pusband, 
and rejoyce my heart to ſe& the ſo well matched befo2e my death. 
which will come very ſhoztly: J he ve given my conſent, fo it be 


with thy liking; fo2 ſo dearly J love the, that J would as well 


habe thy fancy pleaſed, as mine own mind ſatisfied : therefozc 
let me know thy mind, 

Laurana anſwered , Py dear L02d and Father, J humbly 
thank you foz the manifold benefits received by your favour, be⸗ 


ing yet at liberty from al, knowing it my duty to have your con- | 


ſent, befoze J would p2eſums to match my leit; truſting that A 
wan ſo place my affectons, as ſhall be agreeable to pcur = 
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ſure. Mell, do ſo then, laid her Father, and this was the cauſe 
I ſent koꝛ vou. 

Laucana departed with a heavy heart, wiſhing that the time 
of Pariſmus comming were at hand, that ſhe might impart this 
news unto him, which grieved her, and ſhe knew would not 
pleaſe him, reſolving with her ſelf never to give conſent, 

After dinner, Laurana, by the commandement of Olivia the 
Queen, accompanied the Ladp Iſabella, by means whereof Sica- 
nus had cccaſion to court her; whom he found to be of ſo mild bc- 
haviour, and yet ſo far differing fcom his mind, that he law no 
likclihwd of attaining her love. 

Mis impoꝛtunate demands (which he buil ded upon her Fa- 
thers pꝛomiſe, and his own hope of allurance ſhe anſwered ſs 
wiſely and court eouſl y, that his lobe thercby increaſed, but his 
hope was no whit augmented, that ſer ing ſuch a vertuous refo« 
lation, oz in a manner abſolute dental to his ſuit, he was per⸗ 
ſwaded that Pariſmus was the onely man that hindꝛed his love; 
which the rather vered him, becauſe he ſaw his vertues ct every 
man commended, and himſelf by the beauty of his excellent 
cifts diſgraced, that ever after he ſought all means he could to 
woꝛk his harm, And fearing leſt he ſhould be fruſtrated of his 
crpecation, he began very narrowly to pꝛy into the behaviour 
of Laurana towards Patiſmus, that they could at no time talk, if 
he were in company, but he would be attentive to their ſperch⸗ 
es; no2 ſeldome were they at any time together, but he would 
be in their company, diſſcmbling a countenance of great friend: 
ſhip to Pariſmus; having the greater occaſion to croſs their 
loves, becauſe of the motion he had made to Diomfius, and of the 
Kings ſpechto Lautana. In this ſoꝛt he continued his jealous 


bchaviour, yet far from the leaſt hope of pꝛocur ing Lauranacs fas 


vour. 
The wiſhed time of theſe two P2inces appointed meeting 
being come, Pa:iimus ſecretly leaping the Wall which parted 


him krom his delight, found Leda all alone attending his com: 
„ming: And asking ot her where her 


Miſtr is was, ſhe told him 

that ſhe ſtayed in her Chamber foz him, which the thought to be 

the fitteſt vlace fo2 their _ conference, foz that ſhe — 
| 2 no 
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now fully aſſured ot his honourable meaning. So dirccting him 
the way, he quickly found Lau ana, who was conic to the ſtairs 
head to meet bim; whom hc kindly ſaluted, and ſhe as lovingly 
welcommed him, pending their time in ſweet greetings, but 
far from auy thought of unchaſtneſs, their imbꝛacines being 
grounded upon the meſt tertuous conditions that might be: and 
ſitting together upon the beds fide, Laurara taking Patumus by 
the hand, the tears ſtanding in her eys, told him all the ſperches 
which her Father had uſed unto her, and of S:canus his lore, re- 
pcating to him all that had paſſed bet wirt them: Uhich cx- 
treamly erictcdParitmus to hear;net that he doubted her change, 
but fo2 that he was thcreby diſappointed of. the firſt grant from 
Dionmus, Whom he was fully perl waded would hare citen his 
cenſent. 

Dear Lady, ſaid Patiſmus, ſince theſe miſchances ere unfo2- 
tunately happened, J know not how to remedy them: but it 
reſteth oncly in your power, cither by grant ing him love, to de⸗ 
firoy me ; 02 ſtil continue your favourable kindneſs towards 
me, and thereby purchaſe the diſpleaſure of your Parents, which 
would be mo2c ę rie vous unto me then death, 

Py Loꝛd, rcplied Laurana, you need not uſe theſe ſpeeches, 02 
any way trouble your mind; fo2 J pꝛomile and pꝛoteſf, that 
the loſs 02 diſpleaſure of my friends, noz any other miſcry oꝛ 
to2ment whatſocrer, ſhall make me any way infringe that pꝛo⸗ 
miſc J have made to you; fo2 your love is mo2c dear unto me 
then my lifc : but J deſire you to tell me how J may any way 
woꝛk pour content, and J will do it. Poze ſhe would have ſpo- 
ken. but the Chꝛyſtal tears that fell from her cys, and extrram 
hearts ſozrow to ſee Pariſmus ſo ſad, ſtopped her ſpeech ; who 
{ikewiſe was dzawn into ſuchadmiratton to think of her kind- 


ncſs, that he could uſe no woꝛds to comfozt her, but with hes 
che ks wiped away the wet tears that bede wed her face, and be⸗ 
ſtowed ſwet kiſſes on her coꝛal coloured lips. At laſt he ſaid, 
Dear Laurana, dear Laurana, J would defire you not to think 
that J any way call your loyalty in queſtion ; but uſcd theſe 


ſpeches onelPto aſſure you, that whatſoever plcaſcth you, J ac- | 


count my greateſt bliſs ; But ſince you touchſafe to grant — 
: | a that 
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that favour, to be content to cndure your Parents diſpleaſure 
fo2 my ſake, that am unwozthy of that kindneſs, J will hereaf- 
ter ſo fully reſt at your command, to do whatſoc ver lieth in my 
ſmall power, that you ſhall ſay, Pariſmus is not unwilling, at- 
though unable to be ſufficiently thankfull, ' 

Thus thinking tw much of their ſtoln time ſpent about theſe 
unpleaſant news, they began to uſe wo2ds cf mo2c comkoꝛt, 

2cceding from the kindeſt friendſhip that might be: Foz ſo 
pleaſantly ſweet were their lovely joys, and true hearted mean⸗ 
ings, that it far ſurpaſſed the admirable kindneſs cf Lovers, 
but might be tearmed the true ſabieas cf perfect pleaſures ; 
wherein theſe two harmleſs ſouls continued the greateſt part of 
the night with ſuch joy, that had dicanus, whomeſt envitd Pariſ- 
mus, ſten and beheld them, he would nerer have attempted to 
part ſuch kind friendſhip, 

Now the diſmal hour of their parting being app2oachcd, by 
reaſon of the light which the Sun began to give unto the cham- 
ber Patiſmus taking Laurana in his arms, dꝛawing ſweet bꝛeath 
from her lips, told her, That now, to his hearts grief, he muſt 
leave her to be courted by his enemy Sicanus; relating unto her 
the long Wars that had paſſed bet wern their Fathers, and ths 
late Peace that was concluded, and how that he knew Sic anus 
at his firſt comming into Thefſaly : He deſired her to let him 
underſtand ſuch news from her as did concern their love, which 
the pꝛomiſed him ſhe would; and withal, that ſhe would never 
yeld to lobe him that was an enemy to Pariſmus but would hate 
her own heart, if it ſhould but think a thought to wꝛong him. 
Thus with a thouſand times embꝛacing one another, they part 
ed, he to his lodging, and ſhe to her reſt,

How Sicanus hired three Tar:ariavs to murthet Pariſmus, asd how 
he was taken up by cetiain Out · lav s and had his fe pieſerved: 
What ſorrow Lauraua made for his iols and what beſel at Dioni 
Gus his Court, 


he nert moming, Sicanus ſought all the means he 
= could to ſolicite his love again; but Laurana uſed 
d the matter inſuch ſoꝛt, that the kept her Cham⸗ 


no occaſion to ſpeak to her, which made him al⸗ 

— mad. And ſte ing himſelt᷑ fruftrated of his deſire that way, 
his mind being apt koꝛ any impꝛeſſion, began to deviſe how he 
might either finde ont the cauſe of Lavranacs ffranceneſs- o2 rc- 
venge himſclf on Pariimus, whom he thought was the onely man 
that hindꝛed him in his love. And ſtudying how to bzing that 
about, he began to weigh how greatly Parumus was eſteemed of 
Dioniſius, and that his vertues made him ſo well beloved of all, 
that to offer him any abuſe openly, every one would condemn 
him, and thereby bis honour ſhoutd-the-moze increaſe, and he 
himſelt᷑ be evil thought of by Diomſius, and condemned by Laura- 
na, and yet not withſtanding be nothing the nearer his purpoled 
determinat ton. 

At length giving his mind ober unto all wickednels and cru- 
elty, he thought the beff courſe he had, was to murther him by 
Come treachery. Theretoꝛe calling anto himth:& of his ſcr- 
vants, being Zartarians, he uſed a long circumſtance ot kind 
ſpxches unto them, pꝛomiſing, that if they would deviſe ſome 
means, how to revenge him on an enemy that had done him 
great injury, he would pꝛefer them unto great dignity, when he 
returned again into his own Countrey ; and in the mean time, 
he would gite them a thouſand pounds amongſt them, foz their 
maintenance. 

Theſe Uillains, greedy of gain and pzeferment, being at that 
pꝛeſent yoꝛ and ne&dy, ſwoze that they would perfozm 3 
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ever he commanded them, ſo they might know the man. Sica« 
nus then giving them the money, told then that it was Pariſ- 
mus, who had of late done him a monſtrous in jury; (at whoſe 
name the Uiliains began to ſtare one upon another, as though 
they had repented them of their p2omiſe ) and that, when as he 
rode fo2th en hawking, as his cuſtome was,) they might wait 
an oppoꝛtunity until he was alone, and then accompliſh their 
intended murther without ſuſpicion, Theſe Uillains. fuliy 
bent upon their intended miſchief, (being Peathcns, and there- 
foze the mo2c eaſily d2zawn, with the hope of reward, to any 
treachery, ) waited their convenient time with unmoteable 
rcſolution, 

Par mus being all that day in company of the King and 
ether Nobles, having given his mind to quictneſs, fo2 that he 
was fully aſſured of Lauranaes favour, nothing doubting the 
treaſon of S canus; told Dioniſius, that he intended to go on 
Hawking, dcſiring him to bouchſafe to ſee His Faulcon flie : 
which Dioniſius pꝛomiſed todo, fo2 that his Yawk was cſtem- 
ed the beſt of al other. Likewiſe, Sicanus, the Ming ot Punga⸗ 
ria, and the Pꝛinte of Sparta, would bear him company, 

The next moꝛning very early, King Dioniſius, Pariſaws, and 
the reſt of the company, add2eſſed themſelves to tha t paſtime : 
and having ſpent moſt part of the day, towards the Evening, 
Patiſmus loft his Yawk, which he loved exceding wel, being 
pꝛotured by a tempeſt that ſuddenly aroſe ; and thereby being 
wand2edfrom the reſt of his company, chanced to hear the noiſe 
of her Bels, as he thought, in the wod hard by; where he could 
— ride, and theretoꝛe alighted from his Hozſe, and got in on 

ot. 

Ye was not entred far, but thoſe villains that Sicanshad hi⸗ 
red, having followed him all that day ; and now thinkfng and, 
finding this the fitteſt oppoztunity to execute tbeir purpoſe 
were come into the Mod, and hard at Pa iſmus heels: Who 
el pying them, lawking with chaſtly countenances, as he thought, 
and with their weapons abont them, (the villains inder d being 
amazed with his very countenante,) began to call to remem⸗ 
bꝛanse the late miſchance that Oticis had received in the a a 
4 ace 
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place; but that thought was ſon ext ina fo2 that he knew them 
to be Sicanus ſervants, At laſt, he asked them if they had not 
ſen his Hawk - they anſwered not a wo2d, but one of them ſta⸗ 
red about, as if he heard her near at hand; which cauſed Pariſ⸗ 
mus to lałk diligently the ſame way: but he in the mean time 
dꝛawing his ſ\wozd, ſtrak Pariſtnus ſo violently upon the head, 
(being bare headed, by reaſon of the heat) and the blow having 
nothing to mitigate the fo2ce thereof, ſo greitouſly wounded 
him, that he fell to the earth; then, befo2e he could recover him 
ſcif, and withal being without a weapon, fo2 otherwiſe thoſe 
thꝛe could not have withſtod his koꝛct, they had given him two 
o2 thꝛet mo2tal wounds; whereupon, ſe ing ge was now not a. 
ble to reſiſt them, they began to conſult what they ſhould do with 
his body. 

In the mean time, Pariſmus having gotten bꝛeath, began to 
intreat them to ſpare his life , fo2 thꝛeats in ſuch a caſe would 
not pꝛevail, pꝛomiſing to reward them with great kindneſs, it 
they would not murther him; perſwading them withal, that this 
their ded would be known, fo2 that ſuch wickedneſs is com⸗ 
monly revealed, and alwayes greivouſly puniſhed; and he that 
had ſet them about that villanous acion , would al wayes hate 
them in his heart, though outwardly he might pzctenda ſhew 
of friendſhip ; telling them likewiſe that he was a P2ince, and 
able to pꝛeter and pleaſure them; p2zomiſing them, that they 
ſhould not ned to fear Sicanus diſpleaſure, if they would ſare 
his lite; and how all men would hate them koꝛ deſtroying him, 
but on the other ſide, men would commend them, fo2 being ſo 
pittiful as to ſpare his life, that had never offended them, Al 
theſe perſwaſions could nothing pꝛevail, but without making 
him any anſwer, thꝛuſt their [wo2ds into his body in divers pla⸗ 
tes; and thinking him to be dead, they covered him with Moſs 
and Leaves, leaving his carkaſs fo: to be devoured by ſome 
wilde Beaſt: Vis Yd2ſe they found tied without the Mad, 
but him they unbzidled, and let go, to avoid ſuſpicion; their 
own weapons they ſunk in the bottome of a dep Pol of water, 
that was by the Ms ſide, and ſo departed, not being diſco- 
vered, 02 ſaſpected by any, = 

While 
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While they were ſtriving with Pariſmus in this ſozt. ft chan- 
ted that there was a Knight , as he ſeemed by his armour , that 
heard the noiſe, and haſting by gueſs ſo well as he could to the 
plate, at length he came where Pariſmus lay covered ; and loking 
about, he could ſe no body, but might perccive the earth trodcn, 
and all to beſmeared with bloud, and the Moſs toꝛn up and re⸗ 
moved from its uſual place: whereupon diligently ſearching a- 
bout, he eſpicd the lump of Pols and Leaves whereunder Pariſ- 
mus lay covered, which was the onely pꝛeſer vat ion of his life ; 
fo the Poſs lying cloſe about him, kept the Minde from his 
wounds, otherwiſe he had periſhed, 

The Knight removing the Leaves, found the body of the gad- 
lieſt man that ever he beheld, moſt greivonfly wounded, and gaſp⸗ 
ing fo2 his lateſt bꝛeath ot᷑ lite; which ſo molified the Knights 
heart, that (though he was of a cruel diſpoſition) he uſed all the 
means he could to reſtoze him: and labouring to recover his 
ſcnſes, he perceived bꝛeath to ſteal foꝛth of his Noſthzils, which 
perſwaded him there was hopes of life; thcrefoze taking Paril- 
mus in his arms, he conveyed him to the place of his abode, which 
was within thoſe Mods. Now you muſt underſtand, that this 
Knight was one of the company of thoſe Outla wes that kept in 
that Wod ; being d2iven to lire in ſuch an obſcure ſo2t, fo? fear 
of puniſhment fo2 divers outrages they had committed; and ta⸗ 
king kelicity in that kinde of life, continued a creat fraternity 
amongſt them: Being the very ſame that had wonnded Olicis, 
one of D. oniſiusda nights, as is befo2e rehearſed, Amonoſt whom 
we will [cave Pariſmus, to declare what happened to Dioniſius. 

Who greatly maryelled, that when the day was ended Pan- 
mus was not returned; which made him and the reſt, Sicanus ex⸗ 
tepted, diverſly con jeuure; moſt thinking that he was gonc a⸗ 


tray, and being unacquainted, might be gone to the Pallace, 
not knowing which way to return to the place where he left 


them, Sicanus like wile, ſer med as careful as the reſt; yet at laſt, 


bp the nights appꝛoach, they all departed towards the City: 
and at their arrival, Diomiſius very earneſtly enquired fo2 Pariſ- 


mus return, but could hear no news thereof, 
Being hreeat much per ple red in 1 „he imagined, 
chat 
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that Pariſmus might be gone ſo tar in ſearch ot his Hauk, that he 
could net attain to the City that night, and therefozc might 
lodge by the wax, and ſo return the next moꝛning. Thus with 
this hopeful perſ waſton, being perl waded fo2 the pꝛeſent, they 
betak themſel ves to their reſt, $Sicanus being gladded with the 
news et Pariimws want, called thoſe his aſtacinates unto him, 
and cnuuired what they had done ⸗ who certificd him cf all their 
villanous exploits, and hom cunningly they carried it, to avoid 
ſuſpit ion; to whom hc yetded many diſhonourable thanks, foz 
that their impious fag, 

Thus all continued in gad hope untill the next moꝛning, which 
being come, and moſt of the day ſpent , there was no ſuccesful 
news of Pariſmus return; and all his ſcrvants were come, onely 
the Pzince was ſtill miſting. Dion ſius being there with won- 
derfully greived and troubled in minde, ſpeedily cauſed a hund ed 
Knights to make all diligent ſearch and enquiry that might be, 
to hear of him; who were all moſt willing, bearing an inward 
love to the young Pꝛince, above all the Knights that ever arrt- 
ved in Theſſaly, The Bohemian Knichts like wile made ſuch 
lamentat ion fo2 their Lo2d ; that it was ſane blazcd though 
Court and City, thit Paciſmus was not returned from Yawk- 
ing; which comming to Lauranaes hcaring, at the firſt repoꝛt 
thereof, ſhe was ſo toꝛmented in her thoughts, that ſhe could 
hardly retrain from diſcovering her lobe, by extream complaints; 
as alſo, by the manitold queſtions, and cnquirics ſhe made with 
whom he went - how long they miſt him ⸗ and where + when - 
and how they loſt his company - Being d2iten into a thouſand 
ſund2y doubts of his ſafety, and ſhewing an extrao2dinary care 
of his welfare ; thus by deviſing what ſhculd become of him, che 
could enjoy no quict no2 content: But her orcateſt comfozt 
was, that ſhe ill hoped ſhe ſhouldhear ſome news of his return 
by ſuch Knights as were gone in ſearch of him; amongſt whom 
were his own Knichts, whoſe care ſhe thought would be greater 
then any others fo2 his-p2eſervation. 

Oriſtus likewiſe tok his want in ſuch heavineſs.that he ſe med 
fo be frantick with extream ſozrow, And Sicagu', having now 
accompliſhed the thing he purpoſed , uſed oftentimss * viſite 
aur ana, 
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Laurana, and earneſtly pzoſecuted his fozmer ſuit ; wherewith 
Laurana was ſo much greived , to remember any other love then 
Patiſmus, oꝛ to think that any other ſhould offer Pariſmvs that 
w2ono, that ſhe ſhewed her ſelf ſo vertuouſly diſdainfal to the 
Perſians ſuit , and ſemed ſo little to regard his woꝛds and pꝛe⸗ 
teſtat ions, that he began to deſpair of obtaining her god will: 
yet he was ſtill comfo2ted in this, that he had her Fathers con- 
ſcnt, which might be a means to pꝛocure her liking; beſides;he 
thought the greatnels of his birth, might be a means to further 
him in his ſuit. 

Dioniſius, Olivia, and the reſt, were much troubled at Pariſ- 
mus loſs ; whom they all demed to be faln into ſome diſadben⸗ 
ture, otherwiſe they couldnot imagine what might be the occa- 
ſion of his ay: ſo that the whole Court in general, was d2iten 
into ſuch ſadneſs, that it ſi med not like the ſame it was wont 
to be; eſpecially the Kingand Queen tek ft ſo heavily, that 
their joy was wholly turned to ſozrow,and their pleaſant coun- 
tenances into ſad loks : But yet all continued in hope to hear 
ſome news of him, by thereturn of ſuch as were cone in ſcarch. 
of him; but moſt of them returning in th2e oꝛ four daycs , fru- 
ſtrated all their hopes. 

Otiſtus being yet behinde, at laſt returned; having bydilicent 
enquiry found oat the Dteed whereon Pa mus rode, who was 
taken upſome twenty miles diſtant from the place where thele 
Villains had lett him. This augmented their oricf, when they 
ſaw all that were in ſcarch of him returned, with no cod news; 
and that Oriſtus, the laſt of their hopes, inſtead of joyful tydincs 
b:inging kurther cauſe cf ſozrow they were fully aſſured (by his 
finding the Boſe whercon he rode, and he by no mcanes to be 
heard of ) that he was fain into the hands of ſ1ch as had mur⸗ 
thered him; 62 by miſ-adventure , might be de voured by ſome 
wilde Beaft, that had ſeized en Him unawares ; that in genc⸗ 
ral, all made ſuch ſezrowfo? the loſs of ſo vertnous a Pꝛince, 
that it was to be wond2edat , a man in ſo ſhoꝛt a time of ac- 
quaintance, could behave himſelt᷑ ſo vertuouſly, as to be ſo well 
beloved of all. 

Lau: ana 6xempting her ſelf from r quiet, and baniching 4 
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her minde all mirth and joy; withal, hearing the news Oriftus 
had b2ought, fell into ſuch an extream paſſion of grief , that foz 
a cod ſpace ſhe continued as one wholly dep2ived of life; and 
not withſtanding Leda and the reſt of her Ladies uſed all the gkil 
they had, yet could they by no means recover her; whereupon 
with wzinging their hands, tearing their hair, end with gerei⸗ 
vous acclamation , they made ſuch an out cry, that the bzuit 
thereof came to the hearing et the King and Queen, and all the 
reſt; by which otctaſion a new ſozrow began, far above compare: 
by that time the King and Queen were come into the Cham⸗ 
ber, the Pꝛincels began ſomewhat to come to her ſcif, when 
heavily litt ingup her eyes, fetching a greivous ſigh, la ked up- 
on her Father and other, with ſuch a pitiful countenance, 
that at the ſight thereof they could not refrain from tears; and 
fill earneſtly loked about her, to ſee if Pariſmus were yet retur⸗ 
ned: At laſt being fully recovered, Dioniſius asked her what 
might be the cauſe of this her ſudden ſickneſs - telling her, if it 
lay in his power to comfo2t her, ſhe might be full aſſured he would 
not deny her any thing. Lawara kneeling doun, thinking to 
hare ſpcken ſomeu hat; was ſo overcome with the remembꝛance 
of her dear friends want, and ertream ſoꝛrow ſo fully peſſe ſt her 
heart, that her ſpeech was turned into tears, which fell in ſuch 
abundance from the chꝛyſtal fountain of her eyes, that the Kino 
and Queen not able any longer to behold her ſo2row, left her to 
the care of Leda andthe reſt of her Ladies. The King being de⸗ 
parted, ſhe diſmiſſing the reſt of her attendants except Leda,bc- 
can to lament in this manner. 

Unhappy wꝛetch that J am, to what a miſerable ſtay am J 
bought, having loſt my greateſt comfozt , and the onely main⸗ 
tainer of my bliſs ; without whoſe comkoꝛtable pꝛeſence, J nci⸗ 
ther can, noꝛ will en joy my unfoztunate life. Noble and moſt 
vertuous Pꝛince, what is become of you © what miſadventure 
hath bekaln you: what tyzant could be ſo barbarous as to do 
you in jury: what creature ſo inhumane as to wiſh vou harm oꝛ 
what minde ſo malit ious as not to wiſh your gud: Wo is me, 
foz the loſs of my Pariſmus; heavineſs ſhall be my delight, care 
and ſozrow my compantons,till my Pariſawsreturn,, Oh but my 


heart

heart gives me he will never return; he is ſurely dead by ſome 
untimely accident, oꝛ he would not all this while have been ab- 
ſent from me. My deareſt Pariimus, would J were with you 
whercſoever you are, then would my heart be at quiet; then 
would J be happy; then ſhould J be rid from fear, griek, care, 
ſoꝛrow, and pain; toꝛ in you onely is my comtoꝛt, joy, pleaſure, 
quiet and delight. 

In thiſe and ſuch like plaints, ſhe would have continued 
ſtill, but that Leda comfozted her with all the perſwaſions that 
{hc could deviſe ; telling her, that ſhe ought not to creire ſo 
mach, fo2 that he might ſafely return again; and that he might 
abſcnt himſelf, fo2 ſund2y and ſpecial cauſes net yct known to 
her : uſing many other devices, to dzaw her from that cxtremt- 
ty of ſozrow ; in which cate ſhe continually remained, but yet 
ſome what comfo2ted with hope of his return, being thereunto 
perſwaded by theſpeches of Leda; who uled the ſome onely o 
all wage her Piſtris ſoꝛrow, ſhe her ſelt fearing ſhe ſhould never 
ſ him again. 

Pariſmus remaining all this while amongſt the Outlawes, 
who kept themſelves in a Cave which they had ſecretly and 
artificially made under the ſide of an Hill, in the middeſt of a 
Wod, where they could hardly be found by any; and therckoꝛe 
there they thought themſelves very ſecure ; theſe were the very 
ſame that had wounded the Knight Oſiris, and had with them 
Dina the Uirgin, in whoſe reſcuc Ofiris was hurt: yet by O- 
ſiris adventure, ſhe was p2eſerved from the outrage the Knight 
intended to her: fo2 thoſe Dutlaws being without a Captain, 
they therefo2e thought themſelves to be equals, which happened 
well fo2 the U irgin; fo2 one of them that came fo2th with the 
noiſe of Oſiris and the others fight, tak ſo god a liking to her, 
that he rep2oved the others incivility ; telling him, that it 
were a villanous ac to deflow2 a Utrgin, that had not affen⸗ 
ded him; by whoſe perfwaſions he. deſiſted from further cruel- 
tp, and carried away the Uirgin to their Cave, where ſhe. was 
appointed to dꝛeſs ſuch. p2oviſions as they bꝛought in; which 
the willingly did, to defend her ſelf from further injury, Pa- 
tiſmus comely p2opoztion made o ſo well liked of all of _ 
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who ſeemed to them to be a man of cad account, by his apparel, 
and in time they thought might do them many pleaſarcs there- 
foze they commanded this Uirgin to uſe all her skill and cn- 
dea vours, to recobcr him and heal his wounds; who within two 
daxes, by her diligent care, had b2ought him to his ſenſes, and 
be began toſpcak to them; which rejoyced them to hear. Tho 
being thus recovered, wondꝛed into what place he was b2oucht, 
becauſe it was dark, and in a Care ; having in his p2eſence a 
company of rude, and ſhag⸗hair d fellows , and onely one we- 
mau, he was halt perſwaded he was mctamozphoſed: But re- 
taining his manly courage, he boldly demanded cf them, how he 
came into that place and what they wert that had thus pꝛeſer⸗ 
ved his lite At laſt, he that had bzought him thither, told him; 
that walking into the Mod, being direced by a noiſe that he 
beard, he found him covered with Poſs and Leaves, al moſt paſt 
all hope of lite; and pitying his condition , he had bꝛought him 
unto that place, being all the habit at ion they had fo2 that they 
were ſach as wanted wealth, and were dꝛiven to take that courſe 
of life to maintain themſeltes; and that he was by the dil igent 
pains of that d ir gin, bzouoht unto the god eſtate he was in; al- 
lo that they purpoſed to elea him fo2 their Captain, foz that they 
thought very well of him. 

Paciimus thanked him, telling him withall; that he was a 
Traveller, and having loft his way in thoſe Mods, met with 
ſome of their company, as he thought, and was by them left in 
the caſt he found him, without any cauſe of offence thet he had 
done them. Thus ccaſingto commune any further with them, 
e began to meditate, how foꝛtunateiy God had oꝛdained him 
to be p2eſerved, by them that had defiroyed many; to lire in 
hope to be revenged on Sicanus, that had fo diſhonourably inten- 
ded his ruine. Therctoꝛe ſeeing himſelf in gad cate cf reto⸗ 
very, he uſed all kinde means he could, to purchaſe the gu d opi⸗ 
nion of the Dutlaws ; whom he durſt not truſt, becaufe their 
mindes were addigedto villany ; but moſt of all he marvelted, 
why ſo beautiful a Damozel ſhould frequent their company - 
On a time, when Panſmus fa all the Out laus gone ont of the 
Cave, and he left alone with Dina, he enquired of her of * 
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ſhe was - and why ſhe lived there ⸗ Paving alſo marked her 
behaviour towards them, he dtd admire her vertues; whereby 
ſhe refelled the wicked behaviour of thoſe rude people, She told 
bim that ſhe was Daughter unto a Knight cf Salmatia, whom 
one of thoſe Outlaws had violent iy taken forth of her Fathers 
Oꝛchard, in revenge of a w2ong he ſaid her b2other had done 
bim; diſcourſing to him the whole manner of her commine thi⸗ 
ther: whereby Panſ nus underſtad, that the was the very ſame, 
in whoſe reſcue Ohr s was hurt, 

Bythis time the Datlawes were come in, whereby the Uir⸗ 
gin lekt ett her ſpeech, b2inging in with them gad ſtoꝛe of mo⸗ 
ney, which they had taken from honeſt paſſengers, Pa-1ſmus 
although he lay tery weak, yet marked well the ir behabiour 
which made him mar vel that men could be fo inhumene, as by 
their own reports they ſeemed to be; wiſhing himſclf with Lau. 
rana, who he thought would actuſe him of diflopalty, oꝛ that he 
madc choiſe of ſome other: If te did not ſo miſdo:1bt him, then 
the loꝛrow he thought ſhe endured fo2 his lols, which might ſome 
way come to her knowledge, ſo galled him to the heart, thit his 
inward paſſions would not ſuffer his out ward phiſick to do him 
any awd, And the continual eare he was in, did much hindcr 
his health; being likewiſe as much tozmented-with the grant 
Dion ſiushad made to Sicanus, concerning the marriage bet wirt 
him and Laur ana; who he thought might now be enfozced to 
peild her conſent , being out of hope of recovering him: This 
griet᷑ far excœ ded all the ret, and the whole company began to 
note his fo2row ; fo2 he was ſcarce able to contain himfelf in 
the bounds of reaſon. 

In theſe perpleritics he continued the ſpace of th2& months, 
in all which time he could not fally recover his health: Where 
we will leave him, to ſpeakof Dioniſius; who by trac of time 
having mitigated the rememb2ance of Pariſmus want, moft of 
his knights being returned home into Bohemia, Oriftus onely 
ercepted, who by no means could be perĩ waded to leave Theſſa- 
ly; betauſe there he had loft his Lo2d ; began to confer about the 
marriage of Laurana, beingoften impo2ztuned by Sicanus ; who 
who cauſed the King of Hungaria, and Pꝛince of Sparta, 
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be earneſt ſoliciters in his behalt; at whoſe inftance, Dioniſius 
pꝛomiſed to give them anſwer the next day: therefoze ſcnding 
fo2 Laurana he demanded of her, how ſhe fancied Lo2d Sicanus ? 
who was a moſt honourable Gentleman, and one every wap 
wozthy to be beloved; telling her, that he had given his full con- 
ſent, and theretoꝛe it ſtod not with her vertue toſem ſtrange, 
oꝛ ſhewher ſelf undutiful, Laut ana hearing her fathers ſpeeches. 
being much amazed, ſtod ſtill and gave no anſwer a gad ſpace at 
laſt kneting down, ſhe began in this ſo2t:J moſt humbly intreat 
your Ma jeſty, to veurhſafe to hear me with patience, and not to 
impate any thing J ſhall dere at yourYighneſs hands to undu⸗ 
tifalneſs: Jcannot as yet fancy the Pꝛince, though Jconfeſs mp 
ſelf far unwozthy the honoz he p2offereth me, but have pꝛeſumed 
upon your favourable pꝛomiſe, not tomarry me to any contrary 
to my liking, to refuſe the offer Sicanus maketh ; fo2 that my 
fancyperſwadeth me, he ſhall bzing ſome ſoꝛrow to your High. 
neſs, and all the reſt of this Court and Country: As alſo, foꝛ 
that J am unwilling to yoke my ſelf with my betters ; but ra⸗ 
ther, it your Ma jeſty will needs have mc marry, to match me to 
ſome honourable Gentleman, of my degree ; but moſt of all, mp 
deſire is to continue this my happy lite; wherein J intend. with 
your gracious liking, to ſpend the remainder of my dayes, 

Dioniſius wondꝛing to hear her anſwer, began to ware ſome- 
what angry with her, and told her ; that it was his pleaſure ſhe 
ſhould marry with him, and he would have it ſo. My dear Lo2d 
and Father, quoth ſhe, becauſe I am wholly yours to diſpoſe of, 
J humbly crave that J may have a moneths reſpite to adviſe my 
ſelf, and then J will accompliſh your demand ; to which he 
conſented, andſoleft her. Laurana being alone, began to medi⸗ 
tate of the lad condition ſhe was in, ſtudying how ſhe ſhould a- 
void this impoꝛtunate Perſian, and kepher pꝛomiſe inviolable 
to Patiſmus; determining rather to deſtroy her ſelf, then conſent 
to marry him ſhe accounted her dear Loves enemy: and thus 
firmly reſolved, ſhe departed to her Lodging, 

Sicanus the next Mozning attended Dionilius anſwer, who told 
him; that his Daughter had given her conſent, upon condition, 
that he would grant her a moneths reſpite , to conſider of her 
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duty therein: wherewithall he was highly contented ; being 
now fully aared, as he thought, ot his deſire, and theretoꝛe be- 
gan moꝛe boldly to viſit Laurana ; who little eſtemed his frienv- 
chip, though ſhe uſed him kindly, but far from any ſhew of love. 
to avoid ſuſpicion in him ol that we intended.

Uen as theſe things, were aging, it happe- 
ned ( contrary to dic anus expectation, who 
now thought all things ſo burted in fo2- 
getfulneſſe, that his treachery could by no 
means be revealed) that the Tartarians , 
which murthered Pariſmus , began to con- 
tend about the money Sicanus had given 

yy them; inſomuch that one of them rok the 
other ſuch a blow on the head, that he had well near lain him. 
and would have ſirok him again, but that by chance Oriſtus 
comming by, rep2oved the other that had ſtrak his fellow, 
and defended him that was already wounded, from furthcr 
harm; and divers other of Dioniſius nights comming toge⸗ 
ther, they convayed him that was hurt into a Chamber, and the 
other was carried betoze the King, tobe cramined upon what 
occaſion he did ſtrike him: whoanſwered Dion ſius, that he 
would not be examined cf any but his own Pꝛince; which made 

Dioniſius the moꝛe tarneſt to know the cauſe:he therefoze willed 

Loꝛd Remus to intreat Sicanus to come unto him, to end a doubt 

which none but he could decide, Sicanus marvelling what the 

cauſe ſhould be, immediately came; but ſeingone of the Tar- 

tarians which he had hired to murther Patiſmus ſtanding befoze 

the King, began to mildoubt, * to the guilt ineſs of his 
con: 
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confeience) chat his Treaſon! was bewzived : Met withſtand. 
ing, he demanded Why he had fo worded his fellow + The Ull⸗ 
lain being amazed re Tre His 285 To trau to examine him, 
and not rather torture him rpabily ten what to fay ; 
bat in that little rf tet et e 4 That he 
hid done him wꝛong, and that was the cauſe he had rok him.

Uitlains confeUlion ) ifkewiſe d2ew, and aſſailed the Perſian 
Knights ſo fiercely, that many of them were wounded, and Sica- 
nus himſelf had there died, had he not ficd, And not withlkanding g 
Dioniſius Iaboured all that he rould to patiſie this upꝛoat, yet be- 


koꝛe he eontd-do it, thꝛie ok Sicarus Knights were flam, and the 


reſt ed with their Pater. 

After the tamnlt was appeaſed, Diomſius began to rramine 
the matter more narro wiy, and found by all tircmmnttancrs, that 
the Cartartan hav cid true. Sicanus with great hazard of his 
te having efeaped vat of the Court, with fo ſome koꝛty in his 
company. 
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— g aſhamed, (as knowing himſelf guilty of the taa) 
with all the hake that he tould, got to the harbour where his 
ſhips kay, and [pil holed Tatl, not onee taking his leave of 
the King; which was a ſufficient perfwaſion to all, that Pariſ- 
mus by his means was murthered, the remembꝛance whercof 
began their ſozrowafreſh, 

The Bing of Hungaria, and P2ince of Sparta, being much 
aſhamed of Sicanvs behabiort, in whoſe company they came, de⸗ 
ſired Dioniſius not to impute his tmpiety any way to their diſho- 
nour, fo2 that they would ever abho2 him fo2 that morffrous 
att, anp reſt ready to deferid him, ik vver he would ſtand in need 
of their atd, to revenge this injury ; who determined to ſtay til 
with Domtiue, to dꝛive out of his mind (ik they cduld) the te⸗ 

zuntt of this milchantc. Doniſur being moſt extreantly 
overtome with rage and erief, began to take the murther of 
parts withfach ſoꝛrow, that he determined to ſpend the reit 
ef hes days out 'of the-compmy of all mn. Ano the nert mon- 
ine,” it 3 hinder his pur pole, having dilgut⸗ 
ted himſelf in Palmers weeds, that he tould not be known, he 
departed ſecretly from the Court; and ſirſt tek his courſe to 
travel into Bohemia, to hear whether Parrſmus Father had 
kno pledge of the death or his Don, oꝛ no. Dimmer time being 
tum, Dionifivs wus wanting, which made the Auen mart, 
toꝛ that he wos not wont to be abſent; bet thinking he was gone 
alone to meditate, made no great enquiry: After Dinner going 
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Divers Knights went in ſearch-of him, but could not finde 
him; and yet ſaw him, but knew him not; foz they often met 
with him in his Palmers diſcuife , and asked him foꝛ himſelf; 
which made him oftentimes in minde to return, but his fozmer 
determination continued firm, 

Thele news of Sica!i's departure, and of Diorifics want, 
happened in two daycs, pet neither of them; was come to the 
knowlcdge of Lauiana, tho abſented her ſelf from all company, 
by reaſon of the cĩtreme care ſhe cndured fo2 Par iſmus. And Le- 
da, out of the tender reſpects and diligent care to pꝛeſerte her 
health, had all this while kept Sic auus treaſon and Pa iſmus mur- 
ther, from her knowledge; but contrary to Laur anaes theught, 
and Ledaes expegation, Oliv:athe Quien came to her Lodging, 
wzinging her hands and making moſt erieveys lament ation; 
and eſpying her, ſaid: O Daughter, what ſhall betide us - that 
Uillain Sicanus having murthered Pariſmus, hath now likewiſe 
deſtroyed thy Father, Laur ana hearing her Mothers ſpeeches, 
ſtod as one amazed; not once ſitting, ſpeaking, oꝛ moving her 
cye; at laſt, thinking it was ſtrange news to be true, ſaid as 
followcth, Dear Pother, J truſt theſe un welcome netvs can- 
not be true, noꝛ that your Gꝛate ſpeaketh ot truth Whereup- 
on the uten told her all that had happened tobamus by Sicanus 
p:ocurement-; where with Lamana, not being able to hear the 
reſt that her Mother would have ſpoken , immediately tell down 
dcad amongſt the Ladies, whoendeatoured to recover her, but 
were not able to bꝛing her to life again, by the ſpace of half an 
hour; which began a new ſoꝛrow among them, ſhe ſerming to 
be paſt all hope of recoverp: Thus all being tired with ertream 
aricf, gave their. mindes no reſpite to confider the adterſity 
they were in, but Kill cont inued making ſuch lamentaticns, as 
the place ſeemed a deſolate habitation of ſozrow, Laurana at 
length comming to her ſelf , could not ſuddenly utter a wozd, 
fo2 the extremity of care had ſuch full poſſefſion in her heart, 
that ſhe could neither eaſe it by lamentation noꝛ tears; and all 
the whole company. were conſtrained to employ their beſt endea- 
vours to remedy this p2eſent evil, the laſt of their hope: foz if 
He had perifhed, the heyz of Theſſaly had ben loſt, © * 
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Lo2d Remus being a man of great Wiſdome and Policy, 
began to weigh the fickle eſtate of the People. and Country ; 
who having been a long time ſubject unto Peace, therefoze was 
not able to endure the bꝛunt of Mar; and that it was pꝛobable 
Sicanus would ſ&k to revenge himſelf againſt them, and take, if 
he could, out cf their hands the Pꝛinceſs Lawana, hep2 apparant 
to the Crown, and thereby oct the Kingdome into his poſſefl i⸗ 
on, which.the ThcCalians would never endure, Revolving 
theſe thoughte in his minde, he came to the Queen and the ref 
of the Nobles, and requeſted her and them together, to have 
ſome regard to their country, and not to ſhew themſcltes un⸗ 
p20vided to defend themſelves from further miſchief: Mhoſc 
counſel was very well app2oved of by all in general, but eſpe- 
cially by the Que n, who withthe conſent of the Peers , made 
him Lo2d Regent et the Country. Upon which charge com- 
mitted to him, he pꝛeſently gave oꝛder fo2 maſtering of men, and 
fo:tifying of Caſtles and places of Defence , appointing Cap- 
tains and Goternours, under whoſe charge he committed thoſe 
places; and within a ſhoꝛt ſpace bꝛought all things to ſuch per: 
kedion, that the Country was well foztified, and able to reũſt a 
potent enemp. 

The Nan being diverfly toꝛmented in thought, was now. 
by return of ſich as were gone in ſearch of the King, aſcertatned 
that he was no where within the bamds of Theſſaly alive, and 
thcrefoze afſuredly thought he was dead ; which ſo fnwardly 
to2mented her, that ſhe gave her ſelf onely to mourning, not 
giving her minde one minutes reſpite of quiet: in which ſtate 
foz a time we will leave her.

Which Lau ara perceiving. and diowing dem with⸗ 
all, began to. feoba ſudden alteratien in al her pats, that the 
was not quiet till che had kound means to commune with hem:

quoth che, whom Pariſmus did think well ot: and with that ſhe 
wept vgain, Pariſmus kneeling down,ſaid : Then 
to your Pighneſs, will J domy Peſſage, foz unto you J was 
ſent. Lo2d Parumus growing in ſome god liking of me, and ha- 
ving received my oath to be his faithful Peſſcnger ; willed me 
to give yourYighneſs this Jewel, whereby pou ſhould be aCurcd 
be was living, but conſtrained to abſent himſelf, fo2 cauſes/that 
he will let you hereafter underſtand : he deſireth you to let him, 
though unwozthy , enjoy but the leaſt of your vertuous p2omt- 
ſes, and he ſhall ever hereafter account himſelf to habe reteired 
his life and liberty from yon. .

faithful friend, And calling Leda unto her, told her the neus 
the Palmer had bought re joycing with ſuch vertuous kind- 
neſs, that Pariſmus thought himſeif the happieſt man living, to 
en joy the love of ſo loyal and conſtant a Lady, Laurana com- 
ming to him, told him; that ſhe was ſo much bound unto him 
fo2 bʒinging her this happy news, that ſhe did not know which 
wap ſufficiently to recompente him fo2 his pains. And were it 
not, quoth ſhe, but that J ſtand in ſome thereof, as being 
to god to be true, I ſhould reſt in ſuch happy content by thy 
newes, that no adverſity whatſoever ſhould cauſe my ſozrow,

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When he was out of ſight, he began to meditate of the ver⸗ 
tues of Laurana, and therein twk ſuch felfcity, that-befoze he 
was aware he met with Oriftus, who had ben walking ſolita⸗ 
rily abzoad, in ſuch heavineſs, that it would hate cauſed any 
man to have pitied him. Parimus ſ&ing him, was once in a 
minde to have revealed himſelf to him onely; but bting-paſſed 
by him, he could not chuſe but turn and lak after him, his heart 
being touched with ſuch kindneſs : But the remembzante of 
the loſs of Dioniſius did ſo much reive him, that waſting the 
time vith thoſe thoughts, unawares in a heavy dump he was

When he was alone, he began to condemn himſelf of hard- 
beartedneſs , that ſ ing the moſt conftant and vertacus Lady 
living, to mourn fozhis loſs, and he being ſate and in her fight, 
would not make himſelfkmown to her, thereby to put a per iod to 
her grit; but yet his comfozt was great on the ot her fide, that

Dionhus as befo2e is ſaid, Having met with many of his own 
Unights that went inſcarch of him, was almoſt, though re- 
memb2ance of the ſozrow he knew would ariſe by his abſence, 
altered from his fozmcr detcrmination-; yet temembzing Pa- 
rimus murther, which he knew could:notchaſe but come to the 
knowledeco of his old friend the King ot Bohemia, whereby his 
honour might be called in queſtion, of which he was ſealous, 
he therefoze reſolutely determined to travel thither ; and ha⸗ 
ving ſojourned many dayes, he arrived in Bohemia; where 
lighting (nto companp with an * Palmer ot that Coun⸗ 

trep, 
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tren, he enquired of him, what was the nets at the Bohemian 
Court Vhs taking Dioniſius to be but a Palmer, told him 
That the news was erty of the Pꝛinte Pariſmus; who being 
in the Caurt ot Pioniſius King of Theſlaty, was there murther⸗ 
ed, oꝛ hy ſome cther treaſon deſtro ed; but by whom, e2 ho, it 
was not known : by means whereof, there was ſuch heavy 1a- 
mentat ion in that Coantrey, and eſpecially in the Court, that 
he thought the like had never been heard of in any plate. Which 
repoꝛt cauſed Dioniſius to grieve exceedingly ; and was ſo much 
toꝛmented in mind, that he rcfatted there to abide imknown to 
anp, until he ſaw how. the King of Bohemia would dig cſt his 
grick, and aifo ta hear the general repoꝛt that would be atten of 
dim, fo2 that he did nat revenge the death of the P2ince on Sica- 
nus, wien he had him in Thefſaly ; as alſo, to ſe the event of 
. Yaving ood ſtoꝛe af Money aum Jewels, he got him a lodging 
in an ancient Burgamaſters houſe, where fo2 his money he was 
Eindiyp uſed. His uſual cuſtome was, every day to go to the 
Kings houfc ; where he heard nothing to.comfo2t him withal, 
but ſaw the Kino, his old fricnd, in moſt heavy plight fo2 his 
Dons death: Al the joy he had, was, that he heard all men, not. 
wit hſtanding the drath ol their P2ince, repoꝛt vety hondurably 
ot him; that he continued ( as he thought) ſecure, yr day 
known, oꝛ of any ſuſpected fo2 the man he was: But at the jaff, 
thus contrarily ft happened, 

The Buzoamaſter having dil igently obſerved the behaviour 
of his Gueſt, found him far differ ing from all other Palmers, in 
perſon and qualities; and beſides, ſeeing the vaily charge hc 
was at, hegen to ſuſpect him, having ſach ſtoꝛe of Coyn to main⸗ 
tain that charge: Do that when Dioniſius went to his lodging, 
he would liſten at his Chamber dot, to het his ſpeeches, and 
myrk his babavionr 5: where! he: oftent times heard Diorifius be- 
wailing bis: cſhate in moſh heavy platnts; namiug himſelt, any 
oftentimes. naming: Panſmuts; and en à time he doclated the 
ſame to a ohleman ot the Kings Court : Who ſecretly repai⸗ 
ring to the urgamatters houſe, and having obſerved the Pal- 
mers behabiour, did ſaſpauihim to be ſome Dyie, 1 
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him, and cauſing him to be caſt into Pꝛiſen, without any exa⸗ 
mination. 


This unexpected accident cauſed Dionifics to wonder, fear: 
ing left he ſhould be known ; but pet he thought that could not 


be, therefo2e with patierice he endured this imp2iſohmenit, con- 
tinuing in that moft vild place, amongſt Rogues and Raſcals, 
being exempt from the clear light of the Sun to tomfozt him 
wit hal, by the ſpace of ſix days, by reaſon that the Noblemar; 
which laid him there was gone about atfaits of his own: IT: 
his return, he certified the King of ſnch a ſufpicions perf

Upon this, Dioniſiv- was fent fo2 ; who being earitrten, tbl 
the Kino, That the occaſion cf his comming into thi*t Toart- 
trey, was to no fil intent; but if tt liked i n pꝛi⸗ 
batcty, he would declare unte him the whole t of His com⸗ 


ming. The Ring hearing his ſp&ches, commanded all to be⸗ 


; wherenpon D oniſſus difclofed himtelt. 

The King of Bohenif knowing him, being amazed at his 
ſtrange diſguiſe, ſuddenly taught him in his arms, anvembza: 
ted him with great kindneſs, Deoniſius then vectared unto him 
the heavy lofs of Pariſmus, and his own ſudden departure out of 
TheCaly ; requeſling him, that he world joyn with him ac aint 
Sicanus, to revenge the death of ſo Noble a Pꝛinte; which the 
Bohemian King moff willingly conſented untg: So with theſe,

let us leave Dionihus to be entertained by the Kft of 
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How the King of Perſia, at his Sons intreaty-brought a mighty Army 
of Peifiansinto Theſlaly; And how the Lord Remus ile w a mul- 
titude of them artheir landing. Alſo, bow Parilmus paired boch 
Horle and Armour, from a Koignt of Petſia. 


2 O taner was Sicanvs returned into Perſia, but 
he kully reſolved, either to obtain Lawara in 
Parriage, 02 waſte all Theſſaly with continual 
War; wheretoꝛe he came unto his Father, and 
2 told him : That being in D:on1ſus his Court, 
he was accuſed by t wo per jured & illains, fo2 the death of Pa · 
riſmus, Son to the King of Bohemia; upon whoſe at tuſat ion, 
Dioniſius having befoze pꝛomiſed him his Daughter, denied ber 
unto him; and had he not eſtaped by flight, he had been ain in 
the pꝛeſente of Diomſius, with th: of his nichts, who loft their 
lives in defence of his perſon : Whereupon knerling down, he 
moſt humbly intreated his Father, ſpeedily to raiſe a potent Ar: 
my, to revenge the dilgrate and wꝛeng he had received. 

The King of Perſia by his countenance diſcovercd the in- 
ward fire of the heart, and without any conſiderat ion of the 
truth of his Sons repoꝛt, he pꝛeſently vowed to revenge thoſe 
in juries, oꝛ elſe b2ing perpetual infamp to his peſterity: And 
to that effec, commanded-a might Army to be icvied in rgadi: 
neſs ; which was ſo innumtrable, having called all his Centri⸗ 
butaries together, that it was the might ieſt Army that eter 
went out ot Perſia ; he alſo pꝛovided a michty Navy of Ships, 
which being rigg'd and fitted, they with all the haſte that might 
be; the winde favouring thetr defione, hoiſcd ſat!, and made koz 
the Country of Theffaly. 

A po Fiſherman of Theſſaly, that was abꝛosd at Sea, e⸗ 
ſpying ſuch a mighty Navy at Sea, with all ſpxd bꝛought woꝛd 
to the Court, and certified Olivia the Queen thercof ; who deſi⸗ 
red the Loꝛd Remus to uſe the uttermoſt of his endeaveurs fo2 
the defence of his Country ; to 5 fidelity the charge thereof 
was 
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was wholly committed : Ye ſuſpeuing, as befoze rehearſed, ſuch 
a miſchief, of a ſadden raiſed fixty thouſand Fetmen,and t wen⸗ 


ty thouſand Yozſemen,- being all expert ſouldiers; and ſetret⸗ 
ly conveying themto the Maven, where heknew the 'Perſians 
would land; who thinking themſeites ſeture, and that they 
might land without tontradigicn , had ſent ſome twenty thou⸗ 
ſand Perfians on ſho2e ; which Lo2v Remus and Oc:tius pertei⸗ 
vino, ſuddeniy iCuecd out upon them, and being diloꝛdered, were 
unable to reſiſt the Theſtaltans; who tomming upon them uma 
wares, ſit w the preateſt part ot them: Which' when the King 
of Perſia ſaw, being full of rage andfary; violently thzuſt all 
his Ships into the Harbour, and withall ſpied1anded his whole 
Army; in which time of landing, the Theflalians had de ſtroy⸗ 
ed ol the Perſians to the mmtber of thirty chouſand: inſomuch, 
that the colour of the waters were turned dutd purple; which fo 
vered the King of Perſia and his Don Sicanus, that cauſing a 
Trench to be made toꝛ the foꝛtitying the plate of their landing, 
without any further trouble, they ſafely. landed the re mainder 
of their Army; which was fo huge a maitetave that the L oꝛd 
Reus, though he wana man ofan invincidtt courage and-the 
Theſfalians; being lait ahandfat in reſ pou st ſ michry a 
began to be ſome what diſcomtoꝛted; anvtherefoze retreat to 
the Cityof Thebes, to defend that from the-fozcc of theſe*Per- 
ſians ; who were ſutic iently p2ovoked-to anger, by theflau 4 
ter the Thefalians had already made amongſt wem {andfe2tt- 
fied the ſame with al kinds af pzoviſions, It being itvineidle. 
unleſs it be deſtroyed by famine; '' 10 

The Queen lee ing her ſelf thus dittreſled neverthelels chew⸗ 
ed ſuch magnanimous courage, that the like had not been ren 
in a woman; which ſtirred up ſuch a reſolution in the hearts of 
her Subieas, that they determined to fight it out till the laſt 
man, rather then peild to the toꝛce ot their enemies. = 

The King of Perſia having landed his Army, began to march 

into the Country, where they coutdſcarce finde viduals to ſuf- 
fice ſuch a multitude; the Country being large, and tull of De- 
ſarts, Fozreſts,3 Milderneſles: At laſt, they came to the Plains 
of Pharſalls where in times paſt. * warres ol 


C(æſar 
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Cæſat and Pompey, being of ſuch a huge length and b2eadth, that 
— ars thought to exceed. all Plains in the ald fo2 largeneſs 

and bigne(s. on the one fide whereof canneth the River Pene- 
gs.from the tat of Pount Diympus. In this Plain the Peril 
ans encamped themſeives, towards the further end thereof, be- 
ug not above twelve mites diſtzut from the City of Thebes, 
whither they might eaſily march, and ſwn return, and therefoze 
foztified that place fo2 their carriage, Immediatety Sicanus, 
with an hund ed thoufand Perſians made towards the City, 
which the Watchmen perteiving, fred their Beacons : But 
o Re nus and Onfivs gave pzeſent commandment, that theres 
ſbould be no ſign do ſhots neave (n the City, whereby the Enemy 
might know that thep had any nottce of their comming. Whers 
we will leave them within i the City, making alt pꝛeparat ion 
that might be to withltans the Enemy, and Sc at the walls 
begirting the ſame, to ſpeał of Pa: i(mus.

ited, and whom that Traitoz Sicanus did intend to murther:

Do @co® Pen Pariſmus came to Sicanus Camp, he waved 
\ * 7 7 bis Spear above his head, thereby challenging 
NEE ſe the Knights in Scanus company; where with one 
* WES ſingling htmlelf from the Army, came with his 
GS D pear ready couch d againſt Pariſmus ; who ſet- 
ting Spurs to his Yozſe, ran at him with ſuch 
fo:ce that his Spear paſſed quite thꝛeugh the knights body, and 
there withal he fell down dead: Then Pariſmus, catching with 
ſuch nimblencſs that the whole Army ſtod in admiration there⸗ 
of, the vanquiſhed Knights Spear, he waved the ſame the ſame 
the ſecond time about his head : At the ſight whereof , another 
Perſian Knight ran at him; whom the noble Pa liſmus likewife 
ſo valiantly encountred, that he overthzewboth Hozſe and Pan 
tothe ground; in which fall the Knight bꝛoke his lee, wherecf 
he died, F 
Sicanus ſing two of his Knights thus foiled, commanded 
one Brufter a mighty huge pꝛopoꝛt ioned man, and eſte med to be, 
ercepting his two bꝛethꝛen, one of the beſt Knights in Perſia, 
to encounter that Knight ; who comming fozth on a mighty 
hozſe, met Pariſmvs with ſuch violence, that ſhiveringthe ſpels 
of their Lances into the ap2, Patiſmus loſt one of his tirrops ; 
and 3rulter lap ſenſeleſs backward upon his Yozſe crupper, but 
with the ſpzinging of his Yozſe was raiſcd into his @addle ; 
and by that time he came to himſelf , he ſaw Pariſmus flouriſh: - 
ing his Swozd, which made him draw alſo ; and bet wirt 
them began ſo bzate a combate, that their Armour began to ſlye 
in peites, and the bloud by reaſon of their wounds, iſlued out of 
many places, eſpetially from the Perſian Knight, whom Pa i mus 
fo fiereely aſſatled,that he dꝛabe * onely to ward ſuch blowes

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as Parumus lent him; which Pa:iimus eſpping, taking the ad⸗ 
vantage, ſtrvk a fo2cible blow at his arm, and parted the ſame 
quite from his bod. OI 
The Perſian ſe ing himſelf d2ought to that low eſtate, tor: 
ned his Yozſe and fled towards Sica aus Camp; which fo amazed 
Sicanus, that he thought the Black Kriight , foz ſo they called 
him, to be ſome monſter in the ſhape of a man, ſent to toꝛment 
them; who not withſtanding theſe his combats, (@med to be as 
freſh as he was at the beginning : Till attending it any gk 
make any further acault. e 
The Nuen of Thefſaty, Laurana, the young Quien et Mui; 
gar ia, Lo2d Re us, Oc / us and Oui, having knowiedge.of 
comming at theſe Perfians to the City; were gotten to the 
of a Tower to behold their Camp: And at their firſt comming, 
they beheld the arrival of Pa ih fm the Black Armour, and 
the thꝛe noble combats he fought with the Perſian Kni 8 
which made them marrel greatiy what that Knight might be, 
who had ſo valiantly lain thꝛæ of their Enemies. UWhilcft 
they were in this meditation, Lawana having well marked the 
Black Knicht, began to imagine that it might be Pariſmus; but 
again, ſhe t that it was impoſſible: At laft, ſhe ſaw a 
great trop of Knights afſail him all at once; which made her 
call and cry help, help: her ſenſes being ſo tranſpozted with tear 
and remembzance of Pariſmus, that the neither thought ol the 
place where ſhe was, noꝛ in whole company, Lo2d Reaws and 
Oriſtus, ſꝭ ing this heroick and woꝛthy Knight in ſuch diffrefs, 
iCued fo2th of the City with twenty thouſand Yozſemen ; and 
commanded fozty thouſand of the bet Souldiers, to come out 
at another Gate on the back ot the Perſians, under the conduct 
ofanother noble Peer. All this while the Black knight ſo gal- 
lantly and coura giouſly defendedhimſelf,that betoꝛe the Theſſa- 
lians came to his refcue, he had flafn above foꝛty Perſians ; 
but unable to oppele ſo great a multitude, he at length loft his 
weapon; and had there been taken p2iſoner, but that Loꝛd Re- 
mus ffluing ſuddenly upon the Perſtans, made a great laughter 
amoneft them, and quickly ſet the Black Knicht at liberty: Þa- 
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ving recovered his Hozſe, and being cheered with the üght of 
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ond Kemus, and his truſty Knight O'iftvs, with his 0 
made ſuch havockamoned the Perſians , that none durſt aide 
his comning ; and whereſoever he went, he made a lane tos the 
reſt to tolo him. 

The Perũans by this t ime having joyned all their forces to⸗ 
gether, thꝛonged by ſuch multitudes upon the Theſlalians, that 
they were conſtrained ſomewhat to retyze but in their retreat 
the Black uicht tent the Ghoſts of many Perſians to Beil; 
and behaved himſelf with ſuch magnanimity, that all the whole 
Army was amazed at his valour. By this time the Thefſalf:n 
Fotmen aſſatl ed the Perſians on the other ſide, which d2ove 
them into ſach a fear, that thouſands of them were determined 
toflee ; but ſeeing no hope of ſafety by flight, were ſo amazed, 
that their fozce was quite turned into cowardiſe : Which the 
Lhefaitans percetving, aſatled them with ſuch fury, that in a 
ſho2t ſpace, they had deſtroyed a great number of them, that all 
the earth was ſtained with their bloud. The Black Knit js = 
perſued his ene mies with ſuch fury, that bythe voath 
Perſians, he was gotten into the middeſt of their Army, — 
he found ð canus encouraging his ſouldiers; and kne wing him 
by the richneſs of his Armour, ran at him with ſuch fo2ce, that 
with a mighty blow he beat him quite from his Yozſe ; and hed 
tt not benfoz thetwobioth:en of Bruſter who attended on him, 
he had been troden to death, The Black Knight Kill ruſhing a» 
mongſt the thicket of the Perſtans,came where O: ifivs was im- 
hoꝛſed, and gretvouſly aſafled ; who ſ&@ing him in that diſtreſs, 
laid on his blowes with ſuch ſwiftneſs and fary, that happy was 
he that could get farthctfrom him; by which means Oriſtus re⸗ 
covered his hoꝛſe. Thus all the day the Battel continued, to 
the terrour of the Perſians, comfozt of the Theſſalians, and 
honour of the Black Knight ; who behated himſelf with ſuch 
magnanimity and courage, that both the Perſians and Thel⸗ 
ſalfans admired his valour. Likewiſe the Nucen and Laurara, 
who all this while beheld the Battel , could not otherwiſe but 
— the Black knight, to be the vaifanteſt Knight in the 

21d, 

Thus the dap being ſpent , * Thellalians — — 
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treat, which the Perſians were glad of;onely the Black Knight 
went away diſcontent, becauſe he thought he Had not pet ſufft; 
ciently recompenced his kinde loves favours: Afterwards , he 
ſecretly conveyed himſelf, unſeen of any, unto the Mod where: 
in his Cave was, Where we leave him to be entertained of 
the Outlawes; and to be cured of his wounds, by the Uirgin 
I ſpake of befo2e., 

Lo2d Remus and Ociftus having retireytheir Fozess into the 
City, ſought fo2 the 1Black Knight , bat couldnot finde him; 
which made them marvail what was become of him, whole be⸗ 
haviour had been fo magnanimous, that he was taken not ice of 
by the whole Army: But ſe ing their expegations fruftrated in 
ſe ing him, they nave oꝛder fo2 ſuch as were hurt 02 matmed ; 
and having muſtered their whole Army, found but a thouſand 
Theſlalians miſſing : and after, with great joy went to the 
Palace, where they were joyfully received by the Nucen and 
Laurana : And relating the whole tircumſtance of that days ex⸗ 
ploit, their chieteſt diſcourſe was of the woꝛthy foztituve of the 
Black Knight. - 

Sicanus on the other ſide, ſeeing himſelf ſoʒe bzuiſed with the 
fall he received, and all his Perſians ſo weakned, and ſuch a 
multitude of them lain; departed towards the Camp on the 
Plains of -Pharſalta ; being not able to lodge befo2e the City 
Waals, by reaſon the ground was ſo wet withthe bioud ol the 
Perſians ; who lay in ſuch heaps, that had not the Thefſalians 
the next day conveyed their Bodies into a dep pit, the ſtench 
of them would have annoyed the whole City. 
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CHAP, XI. 

How the King of Perſia removed his Camp from the Plains of Phar- 
ſala. and beſieged the City of Thebes, How Dioniſius, the Kirig 
of Bohemia, the Prince of Sparta, and the Kiug of Hungaria, lan- 
ded in Theſſaly, with ſeveral Armies. And what aftetwatds haps 
Feed ta Parifmus, called the Black Knight; With a famous Bats 
tel fought be:ween the Peiſians and Theſſalians. . 2 


he King of Perſia ſœ ing his Son thus folled, 
and ſoꝛe hurt, with ſuch a number of Perfians 
lain, by a ſmall company ot Theſſalians, his 
© men being thꝛer to ene; was fo. inwardly vered 
and enraged, that he gave commandement to re⸗ 
move all his Foꝛces unto the City; which was ſo innumera- 
ble, that within thzee oꝛ four dayes, all the City was round be⸗ 
girt with Souldiers. The king of Perũa lay upon a Hiſt, hard 
by the City, in a Tent moſt richly and rarely contrived ;:and all 
the Tents of his Contributartes round about him, which made 
ſuch a gloʒious appearance, as though a mighty muititude of ſe⸗ 
veral Nations, had been gathered together to deſtroy the whole 
Earth. Which when the Theſſaltans beheld, they ton jeuured, 
that unleſs Ged ſhould ſend ſome cxtraozdinary ſuppites to 
releive them, it was impoſſible foz them long to withifand ſo 
powerful and potent an Enemy; but pet they perſiſted intheir 
cod opinion they conceived of the King of Bangaria and inte 
of Sparta; who were gons into their Countr ien ite xaiſe ſout: 
diers to ayd the Quten and Laur ana, and the” time ot᷑ their mo. 
miſed return was al moſt come. 3 t : der. 
The King of Bohemia likewiſe, having knowledge st the 
Perſians being in Theſialy , being urged; with dope 0 re⸗ 
venge his Dons death, muſtered up all his fers and gathered 
out of them a mighty band ol expert ſouldters: who were mof 
deſirous to deal with the Perſians, becauſe of all nations they 
bated them moſt, The one halt, marched under the conduc ol 
Dioniſius; and the other fifty * [ he led himſelf; —

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having al things in a readineſs, within a ſho2t ſpace ace they arrt- 


ved on the Coaſt of Theſſaly, Diouius by his Spies being ad⸗ 
vertized where the Perfian Camp lay, conveyed his men ſe- 


cretly into the Mad where Pariſm: Cube was: andthe King 
of Bohemia with his fifty thonand, marched over the Plains 


of Phartalta, and encamped themſci ves near unto the City, 
hard by the Perſians ; of whoſe app2oach the King of Perũa 
had(pedy-ntellfcence, The ſame day the P2ince of Sparta 
had landed thꝛeeſcoʒe thouſand men at arms, all under his own 
conduct ; and encamped on the other ſide of the Perſians, Alſo 
the: of Hungaria with fifty thouſand men, had likewiſe 
pitched his Camp on the back of the Perſians: ſo that they vere 
cuviranevcomd. with Bohemians, Vungarians,and Spartens, 
and bcfoze them the City: which much amazed the Perſians: 
nevertheleſs, by reaſon of their multitudes they thought them- 
ſelves ſecure.

ter, likely to be ſurpꝛiſed and taken by the Enemies; and ſach 
a multitude of blouuy⸗ minded Perſians , unto whom he never

Dion ſius hearing this news, was ſo comfozted therewith, 
that he went unto his Souldiers, and ſent a Beſſenocr unto 
the Bohemian King, that he would hate ſome conference with 
him, the King of Hungaria, and the Pzince of Sparta, about 
giving a ſudden onſet upon the Perfians, who were mightily 
troubled, when they heard the King. of Mungaria and Pzince of 
Sparta were come againſt them, The Pellenger returned an- 
ſwer, that they were determined to gire the onſct. the next moꝛ⸗ 
ning. Patiimus bp this time had fully recovered his health, there⸗ 
foe being till deſirous to revenge himſelf on Sicanus; as alſo, 
to be afſured in what eſtate his beloved Laurana was ; thinking 
himlelf to lack in perfozming his pꝛomiſed vow, armed himſelf 
, in 
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in the black Armour, and haſted towards the City; where he 
was no ſaner come, but he ſaw a ſudden and unerpeced altera- 
tion; which ſo toꝛmented him, to ſc the perſon of his beloved 
encompaſſed with ſacha multitude, that he determined without 
any further conſideration, to aſſault the whole Army , and die 
nobly amidſt her Enemies, 

But calling to minde the fo2e-paſſed lobe bet wirt him and 
Laurana, he thought it an ungratcful part to deſtroy himſelf, 
whom ſhe ſo tenderly loved; thcerefoze taking to himſelf a 
moꝛe ftatd reſolution , he came into the Perſians Camp and 
viewed the lame: Next he eſpied the G2en Tents, and thither 
he went ; and comming to one of the Souldicrs, demanded 
whoſe Tent that was - who told him, it belonged to the King 
ef V1mgaria: From thence he went to the White Tent, and 
asked de a Souldier whoſe that was who anſwered him, that 
it was the Pzinces of Sparta: At laſt he eſpied the Red Tent, 
which he very well knew to be his Fathers ; which cauſed an 
rrtream fear to poſſeſs him, doubting left his Father ſhould be 
aiſo come againſt the Thefſalians : and comming thithcr , he 
demanded of one of his Fathers Kniohts , the cauſe ot the com⸗ 
ming of the Bohemian King info Theſſaly, The Knight pꝛe⸗ 
ſently thinking him to be the woꝛthy Black Knioht , of whom 
ſach general commendation had been given, told him the whole 
cauſe of their comming ; and withal, that the Hungarians and 
Spartans were on their ſide : which news ſo revived Pariſmus, 
that his joy ſeemed to creed, 

The Perſians all this while, viewed the behaviour of the 
Black Knight ; and likewiſe the knowledoc of his being there, 
came to the hearing of the whole field; which cauſcd many thou: 
ſands to foꝛſake their Tents and follow him: which he no fe⸗ 
ner behold, but getting himſelt into the midſt of the Plain, be- 
tween the two Camps, he waved his Spear above his Creft , 
challenging the Perſians: Who beholding their terrour come 
again to to2ment them, tad ſtaring one upon another, At 
laſt, one Bran: a mighty ſtrong Knight , belonoing to the 
Bolpho2e of Thꝛace, one of the Contributaries, buckled on 
his Armour and mounting —_— tame ont to meet the =_ 
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BlackKnioht ; who no ſaner eſpied him, but putting ſpurs to 
his Hoꝛſe, encountred the Perſian with ſuch fary, that with the 
blow of his Spear, which hit him full in the ight cf his Berer, 
and ſhivering into ſmall peices ftrek into his Bꝛain, wherewith 
hc tumbled from his Yo2ſe dead: which the Perſians ſ&ing, 
none of them would come fo2th at that time; ſo that the Black 
Lnicht departed greatly diſcctitented, that he could make no 
further p2of of his valour , leaving thouſands p2atiing him: 
ſome commendina his perſon, ſome his comelincſs, ſome his 
courteſic, and all his pꝛoweſs. And as he was going towards 
the Cave, he clpied ſeveral Regiments of ſoldicrs lye hidden 
in thoſe Weds, which made him wonder creatly ; but u ould 
not enquire of any,becauſc he knew them to be his own Sub jcas 
by their Enſignes. So p2itily octting into the Cave, he decla: 
red to the Outlaws what a multitude of ſouldicrs were come 
tnto the Country, 

Whileſt he continued his diſcourſe, one of the Outlawes 
came in, and certificd them, that there was an Army of men 
in the Wed ; and withal affirmed,thit D:orifus the King was

riſmus could not chuſc but credit him: being now ſtricken with 
ſach an in ward joy, that he was on a ſadden ſo jocond and plea⸗ 
ſant , that the Outlawes wendzed to ſe ſuch an alteration, ha- 
bing never befo2e in all the time of his being amongſt them, ſern 
him ſo merry. 

Uery early the next moꝛning, the Bohemtans, Yungarians, 
and Spartans, by the ſound of a Dꝛum which they heard with⸗ 
in the City, underſtod that their Fozces were in readinels to 
ſallcp foꝛth theretoꝛe they marched all at once againſt the Per⸗ 
ſians, being upon a godly Plain, about half a mile diſtant from 
them. The Armies being joyned together, there began the 
bloudieſt Battel that erer was ſ&n ; the Perſians being in 
number five to one, kept their Body ſo cloſe and entire, that 
although thep aſſailed them in th:e& ſeveral places, pet the 
tonkederated Foꝛces of Bohemia, Sparta and Hungar ia, were 
ſomewhat woꝛſted. By this time the Thefſalians iſſued out of 


amongſt them; which he p2oved by ſo many likel iha ds, that Pa- 


the City, and ſo fur iouſliy aſlatled the Perũans, that — 
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of their Ghoſts were ſent to Eliſtum : The fight continued fo2 
the ſpace of two hours, in all which time, neither party had av- 
vantage of other; and the Perſians kept ſo cloſe together, that 
the adverſe party could not bzeak their ranks, Alſo, by this 
time Dioniſius had joyned with them, and fcll pell mel upon the 
Perſians ; which ſo amazed them, that thcy knew not which 
way to turn themſelves: Dioniſius having ben in his youth a 
moſt valiant and couragious Knight, ſetting ſpurs to his hozſe, 
ran fartoufly againſt a Perſian Commander, and with his lance 
ſtruk him th2ouch the body; then began the Perſians to be 
ſomewhat diſcomũ ted, and there was ſuch ſhivering of Lances, 
clatterfngof Armo2,ſounding of Trumpets, beating of Dꝛums, 
and neighing of ho2ſes,that all the City was affriohted with the 
noiſe thercof, 

Olivia, Laurana, and the reſt of the Theſſalian Ladies, were 
gotten on the top of a Tower to behold them; at which tery in⸗ 
ſtant they eſpicd the Black Kntoht comming with all ſped tg- 
wards the Camp; who hearing the noiſe of the Battel was 
come to ſatiate himſelf with the bloud of the Perſians, ruſhing 


 tnamonoſt the thickeſt, The firſt he met withal he ran quite 


zough the hody, and cut off anothers head; then the Perſians 
began to thzong about him by multitudes , whoſe ſtrong and 
invincible fo2ce they were not able to withſtand ; laying ſuch 
blowes upon them, that he that was nert him, o2 within com- 
paſs of his ſwozd, periſhed, The newes of his comming, was 
ſan known; which ſo encouraged all on the Zheſſalian party, 
that they were reſolutely determined to die 02 conquer, 

The Blsck Knight having continued an hour o2 moze in this 
cruel fic ht, having ſlaughtered many of the Perſians , wated 
his »wo2d above his head; which the Theſalfan Yo2ſemen 
per teiving, made a head after him; and by his valour diſo2dee« 
red the Perſians, and were gotten into the middeſt of their 
WB? ttalia, and with him the King of Hungaria, Oriſivs, and the 
P:irc2 cf @parta, whom he very well knew; where thouſands 
of the Perſians died, by the unconquerable foztitude of theſe 
matchleſs Knights, 

At laſt, theſe four encountred W of the 93 
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two ek them being the bzethzen of Brufter, two of the valianteſt | 


Knights that erer were in Perſia, exceœ ding the ozdinary ſta- 


ture of men, the onc named Brandor, and the other called Ra. 1 
men. The Black Knight encountred with Brandor , the King | 


of Hungaria with Ramon, and the Pꝛince of Sparta and Oui. 


ſtus, fought with the other two ; between wbom began ſuch a 


cruel battel, that the earth was all ſtained with the bloud that 
illued from them. In this cruel manner they continued fo2 the 
ſpace cf halt an hour, which cercedinoly enraccd the Black 
Unight, to ſee himſelt reſiſted by one Perſian, that all his ſen⸗ 
ſes were turned into fury ; and taking his lwoꝛd in beth his 
hands, he ſtrok ſuch a blow at B: andot, that with the foꝛce there⸗ 
of his Swoꝛd broke, and the leſler end thercof in the re⸗ 
bound ſtrok his Moꝛſe, that he fell down under him; and 3ran- 
dor fell down from his Hoꝛſe, as if he had been dead; which the 
Black Knight cſpying, ſnatched his S woꝛd from him, mount: 


ing thereon; and putting Spurs unto him, ran at Ramon with 


ſuch kury, that had he not avoided his blow, he had greatly en⸗ 
dangrred his life, and ſo he left him. The P2ince of Sperto, 
the Bing ol Pungariz, and Oriſtus, fill kept together. Thzice 
afterwards, did the Black Unight reſcue Douſius from the 
Perſians ; and as often did he mount his Father, har ing his 
Yozſe ſlain under him: Such noble Aas and valiant Exploits 
did he there perkoꝛm, that my dulled Pen is not able to expꝛeſs 
the lame; inſomuch, that the Perſians lay flauohtered upon 
heapes, and the carth was died into red with their bloud. When 
it crew towards night,. Oſiris came in with his t welre thouſand 
Hoꝛſe; which freſh ſupply made ſuch a laughter amongſt the 
Perſians, that they were foꝛced to uſe their uttermoſt skil to 
defend, and not offend ; and contrary, the Thefſalians were ſo 
mightily encouraged. that they ſeemed no moꝛe diſcomfozted 
chen at the beginning, 

The Black Knight all this while ranged up and down amidſt 
the thickeſt of the Perfians , being d2iven hither and thither by 
the pꝛels of the Souldiers; at laſt, he came to the plate where 
the Perſian King was, who ran at the Black night with his 
Spear, and burſt the ſame ; but the Black Knight would — 
ſtrike 
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ſtrike at him, but bowed his body in reverence to him; which 
made him wonder. Alſo he met with Sicanus, with whom he 
could not meet bekoꝛe, and being glad he had gotten a ſight of 
him, he determined either now to end his like, oz die himſcif in 
pcrſait thercof ; therefozc bꝛandiſhing his Sword, he ſtrak at 
S canus with ſuch kury, that he made the fire ſtart out of his eyes: 
Sicanus likewiſe gave ſuch a violent thzuſt at the Black Unighe, 
thit lighting near the buckle of his Armour, it picrced into his 
ſive Wwherewith the Black Unight being cloſed with dca- 
nue, caught hold ct his Bever with his left hand, and with the 
pommcl of his S woꝛd ſtrok him ſo riolentiy that the buckics 
burſt, and his Berer and Helmet fell from his head, and the 
blow having paſſage by the weakneſs of his Armour, b2uiſed ſo 
his face, that he fell from his Yozſe ; and had not Bandor and 
Runon been by, with other of the Contributaries, he had the ſe⸗ 
tend time ſuffcred by the Black Kniohts hands: Which lo en- 
raged the Black Knight. that like a mad-nian he furiouſly flung 
up and down ; ſlaughtering infinite numbers of Perſians, and 
deſtroying all that he met, that his Hoꝛſe and Armour was all 
ſtained with Perſtan blond; and would have continued longer 
to the terrour of his Enemies, but that the day was ended: of 
which the Perſians were glad, and ſounded a retreat having 
loſt fo many ot their men, that all the earth was covered with 
dead carkaſſes. 

The Perſians having in heavinels recovered their Tents, 
began to curſe the Black Knight, who had made ſuch a flaugh- 
ter, that all the Army was almoſt diſcomfited with the remem⸗ 
bꝛance of him, Dioniſius becauſe it was night, conteyed his 
Souldiers into the Wod again. The Bohemians, Pungart- 
ans, and Spartans. departed to their Tents; the ZTheſſalians 
to the City; and Ohris back to the place from whence he came: 
where J leave them, to ſpeak of the Nuen and Lavana, Mho 
hating all this whtle been ſpectato2s of the Battel, ſtd amazed 
to ſe the ſlaughter that was made amongſt the Perſians, but 
eſpec ially by the Bleck Knight : They alſo mar velled what that 
fo:ce ſhould be that came from the Mod; but moſt of all, they 
wondzed why the Black Knight concealed himſclf; which made 
BK 3 Lau ana 
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Laurana ſo deſirous to know, that ſhc ſent out a Page to attend 


his going from the Camp, and to certifie him; that ſhe intrea- 
ted him to lodge within the City, that the Queen and ſhe might 


yeld him ſome part of amends ; fo2 his kindnels in comming to 


ayd them, 

The Page diligently attending his buſincſs,cſpted the Black 
Unight haſting from the field ; and calling after him, he made 
a and till the Page had overtaken him; who having delirered 
the Pcflage Laurana had given him in charge, the Black Knight 
willed him to return his moſt datiful and humble reſpcas to his 
divine Piſtreſs ; whoſe reqaeft he would meſt willingly fulfil, 
had he not ben bound to the contraryby a ſolemn row; but in a 
ſho2t time, he would diligently attend her pleaſure ; having de⸗ 
dicated his life tobe ſpent in her defence, which he would not de⸗ 
ſiſt to hazard, whileſt ſhe had an enemy living: Mhereu pon, 
rewarding the Page very bountifully,he departed, By the way, 
bc began to conſider ; that if he ſhould now maniteſt himſelf, all 
men would think that $icanvs had been wꝛongkully accuſed, and 
his own honour called in queſtton : therefo2e yct again, he once 
moꝛe reſolved not to manikeſt himſeif , uutill ſuch time S carus 
had conkeſt the fact that was laid to his charge; and with this 
reſolution went to his Cave. 

Laurana expened the return of her Page with ſuch an earneſt 
deſire, that ſhe received no content till his return; who delivered 
Patiſmus anſwcr accozding as he had willed him; which dꝛore 
her into a thouſand ſund2y imaginations: Dne while ſhe thought 
tt was ſome ſtrange Knigbt, that ſought her love by his valcur ; 
and another while ſhe thought it was Pariſmus ; but that co⸗ 
gitation was ſon ext inguiſhed by a thouſand doubts and fears: 

. being in this extremity of paCions, ſhe burſt fozth into theſe la⸗ 
mentations, That diſtreſs and terrour is this, that J endure 
koꝛ the want of my dear Pariſnvs? who J cannot ſuppoſe to be 
living, becauſe he is thus long abfent : who A know. would not 
— out of my company , if he might enjoy the ſame, But the 
ell inies, ſeek by his abſence to wozk my overth2ow ; yct ne⸗ 
vertheleſs, were J but aſſured he were living, then ſhould my 
heart be at quiet, foz A know he would pꝛeterve his lite foꝛ my 
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fake O2 were J but aCured that he were dead, then would J 
ſ@n reſolve to follow him, that my fainting Ghoſt might enjcy 
his company And knew he but how dearly J love him, then J 
am ſure he would ſon return: But he hath heretofo2e met with 
ſome falſe C eſſida, and theretoꝛe he abſenteth himſeif to make 
trial ok my truth: were J but ſure this were the r ffeaual cauſe 
bl his abſence, then would J reſt in quiet; but my luckleſs ſtars 
dit ine no ſuch god koꝛtune. And to my grief, J kear, he is de⸗ 
ſtroyed by the treachery of that wicke d homicide Sicanus; who 
is not contented with his Tragedy, but aiſoſ&kcth my deftru- 
tion, Wcll, with what patience J may, J will lire in hope 
once again to ſ my love; fo2 J do not doubt but the Palmers 
news was true, o2 elſe how ſhould he come to poſſeſs the Jewel 
that my deareſt Pariſmus ſent me - In theſe and ſuch like com- 
plaints, ſhe ſpent all that night, the chꝛiſtal tears diſtilling a- 


bundantly from her ſtar⸗like eyes; that it would h1ve fo2ccd a 
ſtony heart, to relent at her doleful lamentation.

N @lonifius very early the next mozning, aftcr 
TW the 15:ttel fought againſt the Perſiang . 
tame marching with his Traps, of wh 


9 from whence the Perſians were removed 
\ haife a mile further: and having viewed 
their Fo2ces, found them ſo much weakned 
by the laſt dayes infinite laughter, that they 
thought themſelves unable to withſtand another aſſault ; and 
therefo2e began to entrench themſelves: By which means,thoſe 


of the Tehllal ian party, had tre acceſs to the City; and by the 
appoint -

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appointment of Dionihus, all the Soldiers were conreyed into 
the City; every Band lodged ſeverally by themſeives,all things 
being o2dercd fo2 a ſudden Salley, if need ſhould ſo require. The 
Bohemian King, requeſted the King of Y:ngaria and P2ince cf 
Sparta, to accompany him to the Pallace to viſite the Queen; 
amongſt whom was D:ovifus , not pet known to any bat the 
Bohemian Ring; who all marched in their Armour, with Dꝛums 
beating, and Trumpets ſounding, 

The Queen having knowledge of their comming, came to 
met them in mourning attyze ; and with her Laurana and the 
Theſlalian Ladies, the fair young Queen of Hungaria, the L a- 


dy Iſabella , who had all this while remained in the Thellalian 


Court, and all the TheCalian Lo2ds ; ſhewing by their out ward 
habite their inward ſo2row, fo2 want of him, that was amongſt 
them. Being met, and having courteouſly ſaluted each other, 
the Quten gave them moſt hearty thanks fo2 their friendly ayd 
and ſuccour ; and they jointly pꝛomiſed never to fozſake her in 
time of need. Olivia marteling what that night ſhould be that 
concealed himſelf, whom both Laurana alſo and all the reſt dili⸗ 
gently obſerved ; began to call her loſt Lo2d to remembzance , 
and thereupon ſpake as followeth, 

Moſt woꝛthy King of Bohemia, J am ſo2ry that the King cf 
Thellaly is want ing, to give pour a jeſty entertainment; whole 
abſence is moſt greivous unto us, he being our onely joy and 
comfo2t, by which means we cannot give vou ſo cherful a wel⸗ 
come, as we ſhould if our Sun were net eclipſed ; but now we 
are likely by our ſadncſs to make you partners of our wo: Alſo, 
the untimely death of that Noble P2ince your Son, being un⸗ 
foztunatcly acted in our Court, hath ſo oterwhelmed us with 
griet, that you cannot expect ought from us but ſighes and meur- 
ning; and all the entertainment we can give, is to bid you wel- 
come to afcaſt of ſozrow, Wherewfth ſhe , and the vertuous 

aurana, ſhewing countenances full of milde pitty, ſtod weep- 

"Ing and lamenting; inſomuch, that the whole company were 
-greived to ſe their ſozrow : which tak ſo deep an imp2efſion in 
Dioniſius heart, that with the tears ſtanding in his eyes-, he un- 
dꝛaced his Helmet, and comming ſuddenly to Olivia ſaid: Dear 
Nuecn, 
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Queen, behold one ſalve to cure your ſoꝛrow: The Queen and 
Laura a were ſo amazed, that they could not tell whether they 
might give credit to their eyes 02 not; but at laſt Ol via emb2a- 
ted him with ſuch unſpeakable joy, that it deliohted all to be: 
hold their kinde re joycings. 

Laurana kneeling down, did her humble duty; and Dioniſius 
ſing her kneeliug, and with blubbered cher ks as he thought be 
wailing his ablence, moſt willingly tak her up and killed her. 
which he had never bekoꝛe done, fince ſhe was a chiide ; which 
ſo raviſhed Lau a-aes paſitonate heart, that her joy foz his 
return, and ericf fo2 Pariſmus want, might be compared to 
two mighty Foꝛces ſtriving to over-maſter eech other, The 
L o2ds of Theſſaly were ſo revived with the pꝛeſente of their 
king, that twenty thouſand Yoſts of Perſtans Tould not 
daunt their couraotous ſpirits : ſuch mirth end re joyt ing was 
thꝛoughout the whole City, that fo2 ever after they kept that 
fo: a Holy and Feſtival day: Do exceeding was the Citizens 
joy, that the Wels rung, the Dꝛums and Trumpcts ſounded, 
and they made Bonefires and Triumphs th2ouehout the whole 
City, The notſe whcreef made the Perfians to wonder, and 
were aſtoniſht to ſc them in ſuch mirth, and ſo little regarding 
their koꝛces; Which doubts were ſan ended by the news cf 
Domus return: whom we leave now in his own Court in orcat 
joy, welcomming the ſtrangers, and himſcif welcommed by 
his own ſubicas. 

Pat iſmus the ſame day was tome out of his Cave in Palmers 
Weds, betauſc he knew he ſhould not have cccaſſon to uſe his 
Arms; and comming to the City, he found the Pergans dil⸗ 
lodged, and all the reſt within the Mals; and hearing the joy 
that was made. he mar velled what might be the cauſe, and eaſ⸗ 
ly got into the City,bccauſe under that habit he was not miſiru⸗ 
ſted, and ſon had knowledoc of Dioniſius his return, which he 
had heard of bekoꝛe. He began then to think with himſelf in this 
ſozt : how unkinde am J, that will not manifeſt my ſelf unto my 
dear and vertuous Laurana, whom J know endurcth much ſo?: 
row fo2 my ſake- ſhe will keep my being alite ſecret from men. 
and why then map J not comfozt her and my ſelf, by having 
L ſome 
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ſome pꝛivate conference with her: and with this reſolutton he 
went to the Pallace, and there walked up and down , not ha: 
ving a ſight of Lau: ana oꝛ Leda her Maid all the day, noꝛ poſſi. 
bly knowing how to come to give her knowledge of his being 
there, without ſul pit ion. 

Thus he ſtayed until it began to be dark, and having no other 
meanes , he leapt over a mighty high ſtone wall into the Gar: 
den, where divers times he had en joyed the ſweet preſence of 
bis Beloved; and there hid himſelf in a little G2otc. that was 
by Art made fo2 pleaſure , whereunto any ſel dome centred: in 
which Gꝛove he was conſtrained to ſtay moſt part of the nicht, 
by reaſcn that the King of Bohemta and the reſt, lodged in the 
Pallace, and it was very late betoꝛe all were at reſt. Yet ne. 
vertheleſs, when he ſaw every one had betaken them to their 
quiet Beds, he then began to be out of hope at that time, to ſe& 


his moſt excellent Piſtreſs : But all things being filent, he 


eſpied a light burning in her Chamber window, under which he 
got himſcif as near as he could; and to his comfozt, heard Lau. 
rana ſing this Song to her Lute, |

Manx days continued the Perſians betoꝛe the Walls of the 
City of Thebes, never giving any aſſault, no2 once _—

by the name of the Black Knight ) did fight many bzave com- 
bats with the Perſians, by which means the Court of Dioniſius 
was filled with the reſounding ecchoes of excœ ding Pꝛaiſes 
made in commendation of his pzoweſs and unconquered chival- 
ry, but moſt of all they wondꝛed at his ſtrangeneſs to be known, 
and the rather koꝛ that none could learne where he made his a: 
bode, knowing that it could not be far from the City, 

The Perſian meſſenger made ſuch expedition in perfo2zming 
his meſſage, that in ſho2t ſpace there were gathered toge- 
ther of ſand2y Nations, another mighty Army: firft came the 
King of Natolia being nerly allyed to the Perfian , with 
agreat Army of Matolians, the King of Lybia, with thirty 
thouſand L pbians , and the King of Licia with fozty thouſand 
men at arms, and of Phzyota twenty thouſand ; and to repair 
the decayed Camp of ths King of Perſia came fiftie thouſand, 
This laſt Army ſane landed in Theſſaly, and pitched their 
Tents on the plain of Pharſalia, of whoſe appꝛoach both the 
Perſians and Lheſſalians had knowledge, to the comfo2t of 
the one, and to the diſcomkozt and terrour of the other: by 
meanes wheref, the Thefſalians being becfo2e in mirth, began 
to ware care ul of their eſtate : and theretoꝛc ſent twenty thou. 
ſand Yo2ſemen well armed out ef the City, to this end, that 
at all times they might ſucco2 them with a freſh ſupply , foz 


that they knew they ſhould ned all the help they could poſſible 
make: who being abꝛoad, ſon tak oꝛder that the Perſians in 


their Roads could ſcarcely find any Cattell oꝛ other viguals, 
Theſe new Foꝛces being all jcyned together with the Per⸗ 
ſians, beſet the City anew with double Trenches and Foꝛtit . 
cations round about, fo that there could none paſſe in oz out, 
which cauſed Dioniſus end the Bohemian Bing, having made 
ſarvey of their ſtoze, to conſider that there was not p2oviſion 
enough within the City foz ſach a number of ſoulders foz one 
moneth , making account that it was the onely courſe , either 
valtantly to dive back the enemp, 02 ignomintouſly to abide 
their mercp, and therefoze * the next day to iſſue out 
upon 


— 
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upon them which they in policy did, not with hope to vanquiſh 
ſuch an Army, but to let the Pcrflans know, that they were 
not diſcouraged with their huge multitudes : which purpoſe of 
thcirs was thas furthered by the Black night, who carly cn 
the next mo2ning had buckled on his Armour and was come 
befoze the Tents of the Perſians, and eſpying ſuch a huge and 
mighty multitude of new-come ſouldiers that already united 
their fozccs withthe Perſians and by enquiry he ſan [cerned 
who they were, and therefo2e reſol ved to uſe his wont cd man. 
ner of challenge: which when the Perfian King beheld he 
made relation thereof unto the King of Natolia , as aiſo what 
valiant aas the Black Knight had done, entering ſo karre 
in commendation of him. that the King of Lycia ftanding by, 
being of a pꝛoud and haughty difpoſition , began to diſdain to 
hear him ſo highly commended, thinking himſelf able to con⸗ 
quer and overcome any, toꝛ he was eſteemed to be one of the beſt 
Knights in the Wozld : which made him reply unto the Bing 
of Perſia in this ſoꝛt, that he would ſ@n p2ove that there was no 
Knteht in Theſſaly able to combat the King of L icia: therefo2e 
arming himſelf he went foꝛth to meet the Black Knight , who 
no ſaner ſaw him, but he ſet ſpars to his hozfe , and ran at 
him withſuch foꝛte, that he overthꝛew both hozſe and man to the 
ground: the King of Licta ſeing himſelt thus foyled, ſan cot 
up and dꝛew his \wo2d , but the Black Knight viſdaining to 
tope any further with him, whom he had aircady conqucred, 
turned his ho2ſe , and rode from him, which ſo ve red the King 
of Licia, being enraged to ſæœ his own ſhame, and with an- 
guith of the bzuiſe he received in the fall, that he would hate 
murthered himſelf, but that his Knights hindered him. 
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How Patiſmus met with Pollipus of Phrygia, and knowing the de. 
vice in his Amour, rctuſed to combate with him: And how a 
Peace with certain conditions, was concluded betwirxt che K. ings 
ot Petſia and Theſſaly. 


Ariſmus being ready fo2 the next encounter, 
there was in the Tent of Ph2ygia, two 
q Bnights eſteemed the only men in the woꝛld 
foz valour ; one whercof had befo2e time ſer⸗ 
ved the Perfian King in his Wars againſt 
Bohemia, whole name was Pulirus, the o- 
ther named Zoylus whoſe match o2 equal 
in Arms he had never met withall being 
alſo ſo 1 and tyzannous, that by his treachery in 
fl ght, he had ſubdued many thouſand Knights in his travels. 
This Pollipus deſirous to try his fo:ce àgainſt the Black 
knight , fan mounted himſelf , being a moſt gallant pꝛopoꝛtio⸗ 
ned and comlyKnight, The Black Knight being (till ready foz 
any encounter met Pollipus whith ſuch fo:ce, that both their 


ſtaves were ſhivered in pieces, the Black Knicht not once mo⸗ 


ving in his ſaddle, but Vollipus with the fo2ce of his blow loſt᷑ 
one of his ſtirrups. The Black Knight having dꝛawn his ſwo:d 
ready to combate Polupus, eſpied upon his Armour the device 
of thze Faulcons, and ſuddainly pit vp his woꝛd again, 
which when Po l:pus perceive mar bail ed thereat , and agk- 

ed him the combat , the Black Unight ſaid, pardon me woꝛthy 
Dir, fo2 J am bound not to combate-any ; that wearcth that 
Armour, and without any moꝛe woꝛds devarted. Pol!ipus'wort: 
d2ing thereat, at laſt remembꝛed, that when he was with the 
Perfian King in Bohemia, he made a Covenant with Per mu 
never to combateany, that had the Device of the bzanch of ro. 
ſes upon his Armoz, which was Pariſmus Armour, and Pa 

riimus like wiſe pꝛomiſed him the ike , thetetoꝛe he thought 
thit the Biack night was either ? ani himfelfr, oꝛ ſome 
2 Anight 
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Knioht whom Pariſmus had bound to the like oath, The cccaũi. 
on of which vow paſſed bet wirt Patumus andPollipus was orowy 
thꝛough the exceeding love that had paſſed betwirt them from 
their youth, being b2ought up together in the Uniterſity, 
Wherefoze Poliipus ſtudying what he might be, and re jeyting 
that he had ſo woꝛthy aKnight to his friend, returned back to 
the Perſians Tent, who tad gazing to lo the event ot this 
Combate, but marvatled that they partcd ſo friendly. 

Pollipus being returned told the Rings of Pcriia and Natolia, 
that he refuſed the Combate , the reaſen was, as he thought 
the Black Knight knew him, otherwiſe , he knew not what 
might be tha cauſe, D oniſius the Bing of Bohemia, Olivie, Lay: 
rana, and the reſt, all this while wondzed at the Black 
Lnights behaviour , but moſt of all to ſe him part ſo friendly F 
with the Phrygian knight, Mhileſt they were in this admira: Þ 
tion, they beheld the moft valiant Zoylu ready to encounter the | 
Black Knteht, the Perſians now thinking to ſ& the Black 
Bnights downfall , fo2 that Zoylus had vowed never to depart | 
untill he had deſtroyed him: with whom the Black Knight met 
whith ſuch advantage, maugre the fo2ce of Zoylus , he ober⸗ 
thꝛew him to the ground, and himſelf had loſt both his ſtirrops. 
Zoylus ſen recovercd his Yozſe , ahd with furious rage they 
both met with theire \ſwozds dzawn : when began a moſt ter- 
rible and cruel battel that all that beheld the ſame , were ama: 
3ed at the valour of both, in which cruel manner they continu Þ 
ed foz two hours ſpace , both being gꝛie vou ſly hurt, but neither 
wezry oz wilting to leave off: at laft the Black Knight ſemen Þ 
weary ; and only warded the furious ſtroaks that Zoylus gare 
him, Zoy!us not thinking that he had feigned, laid on his blowes Þ 
with ſuch ſwiftnefſe and koꝛce, that al the whole company cf 
the beholders, demed the Black Knight allmoſt vanquiſhed : 
Zoylus till perſued him with foꝛcible blowes, and the Black 
Knight ſtill warded: ſo long they continued in this manner, 
that the Phrygtan began to ware weary , and alſo to ſufpca | 
the Black Knights policy, therefoze ſtaying his hand, he ſatd: | 
Knight : J give the leave to ask pardon foz thy life , oz elſe be 
Cure thou art but dead. : * 
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The Black night caſting his eyes towards the Tower, 
where his beloved Laurava ſtod beholding the combate, and 
waving his ſ woꝛd moſt couragioufly above his head, anſwered: 
No daſtard Phꝛygian, ( quoth he) I ſcozne thy pꝛoffer: with 
which woꝛds he ſo freſhly aſſaulted the Ph2ygtan, that in ſhoꝛt 
ſpace he dzove him to deviſe howto ſave his life:foz he had man; 
oled and cut his body in many plates, that his ted was all co- 
lonred with the bloud that rarine from his wounds, which cauſed 
the Phꝛygian to thꝛuſt at the Black Knight , with ſuch fo2ce 
and fury, that he wounded him moſt grie vou ſly on the left ſide, 
which wound, and withall the remembzance the Black Knicht 
had who beheld the combate, cauſed him with both his hands 
to ſtrike ſuch a deadly blow at the Ph2ygtan , that lighting 
full on his Bever, the fozce and vioour thereof, both unbuckled 
the lame, and with his [wo2d cut off his right ear, and wounded 
him ſo ſo2e in the face, that he fell en his Yorſe neck ſenceleſle, 
the Black Knight ſtrak another blow at him with ſuch maine 
koʒce, that had not the Phꝛygians Yo2ſe ſtarted with the olim- 
mering ſight of the ſwo2d comming, he had there parted his head 
from his ſhoulders, and his Hoꝛſe ran loſe about the fields; at 
laſt the Phaygtan began to recover himſelfe , and.lakingabout 
him he eſpyed Pariimus with his ſwo2d put up, and himſclfe with⸗ 
out a Weapon , that what with ſhame and fury he was almeſt 
mad, 

Theſe Combatants were no ſaner parted , but the Thefſa-' 
lian Hoꝛſemen by a pꝛiby Natch⸗woꝛd from out the City, ruſh⸗ 
ed ſuddainly upon the Peaſtans at una wares, who expeaed no 
ſuch matter, and had their mind otherwiſe buſied, ſo that be⸗ 
foze they could be in armes to dekend themſelves, the Theſla⸗ 
liars had made a great ſlaughter amongſt them, which the 
Black Knight perceiving, though he was arievouſly wounded, 
made ſach havock among the Perſians, that all men demed 
him rether a Divell then a moꝛtall creature, with whom Pol- 
lieus met, but would not once offer to offend him. 

Dion iſius, the Bohemian King , the King of Hungaria, the 
Prince of Sparta, Lozd Remus, Oſit s and Oriſiu l ikev iſe tf- 
lacd out upon the Perſian fozces in ſeverall Troupes, which ſo 
amaz- 
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amazed the Natolians, Ph2igtans, and the other Nations 
of the Army, that they marvailed whence the Thellaltans couli 
have ſach ayd ; but their comming amongſt them on ſuch a ſud: 
dain, made ſo crael and mighty a ſlaughter, that by that time 
the day was ended, they had ſlaine of the Perſians fifty thou- 
ſand, which cauſed them ever after to be moꝛe circumſpec and 
wary. All the Douldiers beingretired into their places, the 
Black Knight likewiſe withdzewhimſelf towards the Mod, 
Pollipus having all this day very diligently followed him, being 
almoſt come to the Mods ſide, ſet ſpurres to his hozſe and 
overtoke the Black night, who eſpying him, layed his com- 
ming, and knowing him to be the Knight with whom he had 
combated to day by the thze Faulcons on his Armour, moſt 
kindly ſaluted him, and demanded what might be the cauſe of 
his comming unto him, Who replyed thus: Poſt Moꝛthy 
Knight (quoth he) my humble ſuit unto pou is, that you would 
vouchſafe me ſo mach favonr , as to let me underſtand the cauſe 
vou refuſed the Combate with me this day » Gentle Anight 
( quoth Par mus ) pou maſt nds pardon me koꝛ that, untill J 
know whether you are the wozthy Polupus of Phꝛigia, whom J 
judge you to be by thoſe Armes. 

Indeed ( quoth 9e J am the ſafd Pollirus , and the chickeſt 
caaſe of my commimc anto vou, is my earneſt deſire to be ac- 
quainted with you, though unwo:thy , foz that J know you 
could not come tothe knowledge of me, but by the rertuous 
Pariſmus, who is now dead, in whole defence i you bear arms, 
JI will with you do my endeavour to revenge his dcath againſt 
mine own Country, fo2 J amthereunto bound, 

Wozthy knight (quoth he) if you will vouchſafe to take 
ach ſimple entertainment as ny po lodging doth affozd, A 
will make known unto you your Whole defire , Which Poll pus 
willingly accepted, and being come to the Cave, Pollipus mar- 
bailed to ſes ſo wozthy a Knight in ſuch an obſcure place, but 
being come in he was ſon unarmed . and then Pariſmus knew 
him to be his Friend, and taking him by the hand led him aſide, 
and then made himſelfe knowne unto him: whereat Pell pus 
wondzed, and ſs with greceding joy moſt lovingly embꝛates 

him: 
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him: and after Supper was ended (which was p2ovided by the 
Out · laws and cleanly d2eft by the Damo zel) Varumus decla- 
red unto him the whole circumſtance of the Tragedie , where: 
with Polupus was ſo inwardly tered to hear of d canus faiſhed, 
that he vowed foz ever to remain his p2ofcſſed enciny ; they 
continued in the Care all the nigtt, the one recounting to the 
other their foꝛpaſled frendſhip, at laſt it was concluded bet wirt 
them, that Pollipus Mould continue there, and therefo2e pꝛo⸗ 
vided him other armour, that thereby he might not be knowne, 
It was ſome thꝛæ werks ſpace befo2e Pariinws could recover 
his wounds, daring which time p hcflalians had reteived much 
dammage by their enemies, growing into keare of Famine. fo 
that their viauals began to ware ſcant, their courages being 
ſomewhat like wiſe abated, becauſe they ſaw not the Black 
night in all that time coms into the field as his wonted 
manner was: therefoze they concludcd with a general conſent 
to parly with the King of Pcrſia,and appointed Loꝛd Remus to 
be the Meſſenger : who coming to the Perſian Lino, told him 
that Diotuſius King of Lhcti:ly did deſire to parly with his High⸗ 
neſſe, whom he knew not that he had any way cffcnded; whoſe 
eſſage the Perſian Bing kindly accepted, and upon his kinc - 
ly pꝛomiſe pꝛoteſted to continue Truce fo2 that day, appoint⸗ 
ing the place of meting to be on the greene bcfo2e the Ueff 
Gate of the City: whither he came with the Kiiigs that were 
with hin, and S'carvs his Son: Whither alſo Dionhus, and 
the King of Bohemia, with all the reſt cf the Petentates on the 
Thcſlaian party like Wiſe tame: any things being alledged cn 
both ſides, the one in accuſation of õ canue, the other in defence 
of his innocency, at laſt by conſent of al, a peace was concluded 
fo: twenty dayes, and on the twenticth day, it was concluded 
that this contro verſie ſhould be decided by battell, and the con⸗ 
ditions were thele: Thit if Dion ſias could not bzing the 
In ghts to combat with thꝛe of the Þcrſians : that then he 
thould acknowledge himſelfe ſubjea to the Perüan Kino, and 
allo ſhould deliver to Sicanus his faire Daughter Laurana , to be 
at his diſpoſall , and Sicanus to enjoy the Crown after his death: 
and if the Theflalians ſhould conquer the Perſian Knights then 
imme⸗ 
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immediately the Perſian ſhould remove his forces, and Sica- 
nus ſhould acknowledge the truthof the faq, upon which conditi- 
ons the Peace was concluded, and firmelyratified, by the gc- 
nerall Oaths of both the Kings of Perſia and Theſſaly, 

During which time of peace, Parſmus and Pollipus would 
tſaally come ab2oad both armed in white armoꝛ, with plumes 
of white feathers and white Steds gallantly attired, and be- 
held the Perſians and Thefſalians continually cvery day com- 
bating fo2 tryal of their manhod, but fil the Ph2ygian Zoylus 
and the two Perſians : Brandor and Ramon, boze away the 
vigoꝛv, that the TheCalians would no moze encounter with 
them: which d2ove D. oniſius into ſuch a depe Rudp what Knight 
to pꝛobide againſt the appointed day of combate, altogcther de⸗ 
ſpairing of the Black night, fo2 that he had not ben ſen a 
long time amongſt them, and alſo berauſe Ociſtus and Oſiris was 
fo erierouſiy hurt, that it was impoſſible fo2 them to recoter 
their health by the time appointed. Pariimus hearing of this ton. 
tluſton, told Pollipus, that if he would accompany him to be 
one cf Lauranaes Champions, he would be fo2 eter bound to 
requite that cartefie : which gent le requeſt Polirus kindly ac- 
cepted , The third that Paiiſmus had appointed, was one of the 
Outlawes that pꝛeſer ved his lite, Whoſe valour cxceded moſt 
of the knights in Theſſaly , though he cndurcd ſome ſecret dil⸗ 
erates. 

Laurana marbatled that during the time of theſe Wars ( be⸗ 
ing ſo famous, as they could not chuſe but be ſp:cad thꝛeugh 
molt part of the Meld) the could hear no newes of Pariſm.s, 
judging him fo2 a certain truth to be dead, fo2 otherwiſe ſhe 
thought it could not be, fo2 ſhe knew if the leaſt repeat ot thcſe 

_TUars were come to his hearing he would returne ts apd her 
from õ canus, whom ſhe ſo mach abhe2red, that it was a orief 
to her to hear him named: withall remembꝛing in what peril l, 
both her Father, Country, and her ſeife were bꝛought by his 
ty2anny , and that this miſery exceding all the reſt , was now 
faine upon her, that ſhe muſt find Champions to defend her, 02 
elſe ſhe muſt be thꝛall to him; which was moꝛe grievous unto 
her, then ten thouſand deaths: the remembzance ot which ex⸗ 

tremities, 
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tremities, cauſed her to burſt fo2th in theſe exclamat ions: Polk 
unhappy and acturſed wꝛetch that J am; how can A exclaime 
ſafficiently againſt my hard Deſtintes, that have bꝛought me 
in danger of him, whom A mo2tallp hate, whoſe very name is 
odious in my hearing, who by his treachery hath robbed me cf 
my hearts delight and continually wozkes my endleſs tozment: 
had my amlacky ſtazzes alloted me to ſome untimely death oz 
otherwiſe wꝛought my miſcry, then A could have endured thts 
marty2dom with paticnce , and quietly have ſuffered the ex⸗ 
treameſt calamity, but my evill Deſtiny karre exteedcth all mi⸗ 
ſery, end hath ſhut me from all hope of comfozt in this my af- 
fliction, by the death of my vertuous Lo2d, and dear friend Pa- 
riſmus , whoſe Ghoſt ts buſted with Divine contemplations , 
and not tozmented as J am with tempoꝛall ve rat ions. A 
would willingly follow him to Elizium, there to retaine the 
fruition of his Heavenly companie , but my Deſtinies like wie 
hate allotted me a cowards heart, not dar ing to execute my 
will upon my ſelte: my fozward mind like wiſe diſſwadethme 
by many impoſſible perſ waſions, that in this extremity J know 
not whoſe aid to imploꝛe: my Patiſmus is dead, my Fathers 
knights mangled fo2 my ſake, and all things ſo contrary to 
god ſuccefſe,that unleſſe J be delivered from this Tyꝛant Sica - 
nus, by ſome admirable ſtrange means, J mult of neceſſity fall 
into his loathſome power, whoſe Serpentine bꝛeath, doth in- 
fect my heart with deadly fear. With theſe and ſuch like excla⸗ 
mat ions, Laurana to2mented her ſelte continually, 
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How Pariſmus and Pollipus, and one of the Out - laws ſen: Dina 
the Virgin to the Court at Thebes wich a meſſage , ard how they 
fought a Batteil againftthree cf the Perſi aus, accot ding to the peace £d 
cercluded : And how Sicanus refuſed to perferm the condiuon of £0 
the peace, whereupon Pariſmus unknown cballcthged him the [a 
Combate. C

The Damzell being inſtruced of Pariſmus what ſhe ſhould do 
made all haſt unto the pallace, where ſhe was no ſancr come , 
but ſhe was conduced into the great Pall, where was Dioniſius, 
Olvia , the Kingof Bohemia, and the King of Hungaria, with 
bis faire Quien Alauda , the Pꝛinte of Sparta, and the Lady 
Vabcla his Siſter, with a number of other X oꝛds and gallant 
Ladies , who brholding the Damozell , marvajled with what 
meſſage 
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meſſage ſhe came, who being befoze the King, hambly revcr- 
rencing her ſelfe upon her kne, told him that ſhe had a mellage 
to deliver unto the Pꝛinceſte Laurana; who being ſent fo2, the 
Damozel pꝛeſented unto her a Stutchion wherin was p2otrat- 
td a Kntght , wounded by ſlaves, and a deſcription how they 
covered his body as dead with Poſſe, and underneath how the 
ſame Knight was found by another Knight , and caricd to a 
Cave, which was done in moſt exquiſite manner, Lau: ana ha⸗ 
ting a while viewed the ſame, and read the Ucrfes witten 
underneath , delivered the ſame unto the King: who hating 
likewiſe read the Aerſes, moſt kindly thanking the Damozell 
fo2 her paines, retered the anſwer to his Daughter: who wil: 
led the Damo dell to ſicnifie unto the Knight that ſent her, that 
ſhe did molt willingly accept him koꝛ her Champion, willing 
her to deliver unto him a rich embꝛoiedred Scarff which ſhe 
requeſted he would wear foꝛ her ſake, The Damozell hating 
received her r lage and rich reward departed, 

As ſon as the was gone, all the Court was comfozted by 
this meſſage , and p2epared to attire themſelres in there ſtat⸗ 
lieſt Robes the next day, the moze to diſcourage the enemy, 
This Damozeli ſan returned to Pa (mis, and delitered the 
meſſage Laurana had ſcnt him, and the Scarffe which ſhe reguſt⸗ 
ed him to weare as her favour, which he kift and re kiſt, becauſe 
it tame from the moſt vertuous Biſtrefle of his affection, 

The next day the Thellalian King, the King of Bohemta, 
the King of Hungaria, and the reff, ſcated themſelves on the 
Scaffold ; like wiſe Ohvia the Qucene , the Quene of Bunoz- 
ria, and the beautiful! Laurana, whoſe ſplendoꝛ ſo darkned the 
beauty of the reſt, that ſhe appeared like golden o cincb ie, amongſt 
the t winkiling Starres, the trimſon colour ſhining ſo freſh in 
her ch2yftall cheeks, and as Clarct wine and Pilk mixt toge⸗ 
ther, being ſo comely fair, ſo vertuous and chaſte , ſo courte- 
ous and tonſt ant, ſo milde and mecrcifall , as ſhe was no way 
tobe cqualcd, and et bearinga minde ſo farre from pzive , 
that ſhe dildained not the meaneſt perſon in Thefſaly, whcſe 
ropall perſonareſiemed an Ommament to ali the whole Aﬀſem- 
bly, The Ring ol Prerfia , the Natolian King, the Bine cf 
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Licia and Libia , were ſcated on the Scaffold, and next under 
them the Perſian Contributaries , which when the Thellali⸗ 
ans beheld, they ſuppoſed one part of the Wozld was come to 
dellroy them. The Perſian Knights came into the Liſts, the 
firſt being the valiant Zoylus, attyꝛed all in red with moſt rich 
Capariſons of beaten gold; next came the valtant Brardor , 
and Ramon. atty2cd in moſt rich colcurs of tlew, nothing dif, 
kering, becauſc they were bꝛetheꝛen; Who gallantly managed 
their Stœds with ſuch bzatcry, that one would have judged 
thꝛee comelycr Knichts could not have bun found, and ranging 
thꝛe oꝛ four times about the Lifts, but ſe ing no enemy appꝛos⸗ 
thing, they ſtared and gazed as if they thoucht ſcoꝛn to ſtay 
the Theſſalians coming: but ſtare, gaze, and ſtay they might, 
fo the Thcſſalian Champions came nct an hour aftcr that, 
which dzave Dioniſius into luch an agony that he could have toꝛn 
his haire from his head, fearing left the Pcfſage the Damozell 
bꝛought, might be deviſed by thePerfians to delude him withal, 
that he and all the reſt were dꝛiben into ſuch an extaſie, that 
they late like men amazed, not knowing how o2 which way to 
ſave themſclucs from diſhonour. | 

Laurana likewiſe ſ&eing her expedat ion croſſed, and doubting 
now the woꝛſt, waxed faint with in ward erief, and the lirelp 
red began to fade out ot her Chæ ks, that ſhe had fallen from the 
plate where ſhe ſate had ſhe not ben revived. with a ſuddain 
heut the people made, who eſpicd the thaw Champions come 
galloping along the plains, which ſo revited the rebated hearts 
of the Theſlalians, that they ſemed like men newly raiſed 
from death to life, The ſuddain rejoycing ſomewhat danted 
the Perſians, becauſe they were befoze perſwaded they ſhould 
have the Conqueſt without battell , and alſo they feared leſt the 
Black Knight ſhould be oneof them that were the Com: 
bitants, 

By this time Pariſaus, Pol:iruc, and the Dat-law, were come 
to the Liſts, their Armour being filvtercd all over, their Appa⸗ 
rell, Plumes, and Steds all white, their Staves , Capa- 
riſons, and Furniture all alike, nothing differing in all their 
Omaments but that Pariſmus woze the Scarf Lauta na had ſent 
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him, and Pol. ipus in his Creſt, a freſh bzanch of blomed Palm; 
and haveing in moſt gallant manner marched twice oz thzice 
abought the K iſts, they came back to the races end, and there at- 
tended to know Dion ſius pleaſure, 

Parilmus ſtil having his eyes ſeated on the vertuous Lady 
Laurana, at laſt Dioniſius came down from the ſeat of State 
and moſt kindiyſaluted him, telling them, ſince it was their 
pleaſure ſo much to do him honour, as to become his Comba- 
tants, he would (if it pleaſed God to grant them the vigozy) 
not be unmindfull of their tourteſie, no2 ungratekdil foz their 
pains, 

No ſoner was Dionifius ſeated again, but the Trumpet 
(actoꝛding to the wonted mann*x) began to ſommon thele 
Champions to the Battel. Pariſmu: loking back upon Lavraua 
(as from thence he had fetcht his being) waved his Lance above 
his head, and the Champions met with ſuch fury, that thire- 
ring their lances into a thouſand pieces, they pal ed by without 
any harm at all, then drawing their \ſwo2ds, Pariſmus encoun⸗ 
tred Zoylus, Pollipus Brandor, and the Out⸗law Ramon, be⸗ 
tween whom began a moſt fierce , terrible, and cruell battell , 
that in ſhozt time their Armours flew in pieces, and the bloud 
ran down abundantly on either party, in which moſt cruel 
fight, they continaed koꝛ theſpace of twohoures, neither party 
ſeming toyeld, At laſt Parimus being inraged at the valour 
of his enemy, and knowing that it was now no time of dallt- 
ance, becauſe he ſaw the Dut-law begin to faint, aſſauited the 
valtant Zoylus ſo fiercely, that he could ſcarcely withſtand 
his fury. and ſon had dyed by the unconquerimg Arm of Pe- 
riſmus, but that the Out⸗law had received ſuch a wound by 
the hand of Ramon, that he fell down dead under his Yo2ſe, 
which ſomewhat refreſhed Zoylus, fo2 that Ramon taking the 
advantage, alſo aayled Pariſaws , which d2ave him to his 
uttermeſt ſhifts, At laſt he eſpyed apiece of Armour bꝛoken 
from Ramons arm, in which place he gave him ſucha wound, 
that he ict his Yorſe raines fall, and his Std being at liber⸗ 
ty, began to wander diſo2derly about the Lifts, Zoylus in the 
mean time, being well rgfreſhed with the ayd of — 
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his left Arme, and lighted ſo full on his thigh , that he was 
ariedouſly wounded , which blow, turned Paciſmus ſentes into 
that extream fury, that with all his toꝛte ſtriking with both his 
bands at Zoylus, heſmote him on the head with ſuch fury, that 
he fell down from his Yozſe: at which blow all the ficld ſhou- 
ted, and Pariſmus S word burſt. 

During which time the other t wo Champions continued the 
Combat moſt bꝛavelv, and with muth commendatfon,but ercat- 
ly to the diſadbantage of Brander, who was mighty ſtrong, and 
a big boned Knight , and ſtruck his blowes with ſuch koꝛce, that 
had not Pollipus nimbly avofded them, he could not have endurcd 
his fight, At laft Phllipus having cſpyed his aduantage, thꝛuſt 
at Brandor with ſuch force , that the S woꝛd lighting full on a 
bꝛoken place of his Armour, ran quite thozow his body, and he 
fell down ſtark dead: by which time, Ramon had recovered his 
fences : and ſe ing Pariſmus ts have vanquiſhed Zoylus, aſlailed 
him weaponicfle as he was, and wounded him in two oz th: - 
plates, but ſan Pati mus get within him, claſped him in his 
Armes, and with maine fozce thꝛew him fo2th of his ſaddle, 
and in the fall barſt his Weul der wherof he dyed: where with the 
whole ACembly gave ſach another (font that the earth ſtemed 
to ſhake withthe voyces : p2eſcntly the whole States on the 
TheCaitan party convicted the Combatants with all ſolemnity 
anto a moft rich Pavillion erected onely fo2 the ſame purpoſe: 
where they were no ſaner arrived, but Dioniſias moſt lovingly 
embꝛated them in his armes, and with infinite curtifies thank: 
ed them foz their paines, defiring them to unarme themſel bes, 
that the Phyſttians might ſcarch their wounds, which they 
refaſed to do, untill the conditions and covenants of the com: 
bat were perfo2med by the King cf Perfia : Who hraring their 
juſt requeſt could not in that honourable aſſembly ſo much diſ⸗ 
honour himſcife as to break his woꝛd) pꝛeſently gate oꝛder 
that all his fo2ces ſhould be dil miſt. And alſo calling cams 
unto him, commsnded him upon the duty and reverence he 
boze him, to confefſe the certainty indeed, whether he o: any 
by his pꝛocurement, had fiain Panſmus. ꝙ Lozd and Father 
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(quoth he) by thereference J owe your Pajeſty, and the reſt ot 
the Kings in this Alembly, under your honourable coꝛreaions, 
I denounce him koꝛ a villaine and a traitour , that accuſeth. me 
fo2 Pariſmus murther. 

In like reverence to this meſt honourable Allembly (quoth 
Patitus) I refurn that villain and traitour to thy ſelte Sicanus, 
fo2 that thou lieſt, fo2 thou hiredſt thꝛe of thy Tartarians with 
pꝛomiſes of great pꝛeterment, who the ſame dap that Pariſmus 
was miſſing , marthercd him mof treachcroufly in the wad 
hereby, m ſelfe found his body, and here J ſtand to p2ove a- 
cainft thee, that like a villaine and a Traytoz thou didſt this 
ded, in whoſe behalt J dare the to the Combate ; and fozaſ- 
much as thou thinkeſt Pa::1\mus had no friends fo2 to maintain 
his juft quarrel , I charge the as thou art a Knight and honou⸗ 
ret Armes, not to refuſe the Combate : Which challenge 
Sicanus in great rage accepted, and pꝛeſently went to arm him⸗ 
ſelfe, thinking that he might eaſily be overcome, fo; that he 
was already orieveuſiy'wounded - Do what Dioniſius and the 
King of Bohemia could, Paciſmus ſtill demanded the combate , 
whole confancy and reſolution they marvailed at, and the 
whole aſembly were ſo deſirous of his conqueſt, that with ap- 
plauded and extolled his hononrable reſolat ion. 

Laurana ſe ing her Champien ready toundertake a freſh battel. 
came to him with hearty thanks foꝛ his honeꝛable paines taken 
in her behalte, and deſired him to deſiſt the Combat, foz that it 
might much indanger his perſon ; Paciſmus lighting from his 
Hoꝛſe revercntiy kiſt her hand, the very touch whereof revived 
his ſpirits with joy, and told her, that if it were herpleaſure 
Parumus wꝛong ſhould go unrevenged, he would defift : other- 
wiſe , being vowed her pe2 Knight , he would either at that in⸗ 
ſtant make S carus confefſe his treaſon , 02 ſpend his laſtb2:cath 
in pcrſuit of the quarrell ; and theretoꝛe he moſt humbly craved 
her pardon, 

Laur.ra with a curious eye marked him whiift that hee talked 
with her, and though he were much altered, and changed his voice 
as cunningly as might be. vet ſhe deemed it like the voice cf her 
der Pariſmus, which ſhe the was the rather induced unto. — 

; that 
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that ſhe ſaw a Ring on his finger that given to 
Panimus ; which d2ove her into ſuch an agony bet wien hope and 
del pair, that had not her Father and many others ben by, ſhe 
bad there reſolved her leite of that doubt: where with and with 
the ſight of the bloud that iſſued out of his wounds, the endured 
* ſuch inward afligion and to2ment of mind, that her ſences were 
overmaſted with a pittifull regard of his eſtate. But pꝛeſently 
came Sicanus mounted on his Courſer, ſo Paulous humbly taking 
his icave of Lamana , mounted his Sed, and coming towards 
Sicarus began to unbuckle his white Armour , which was ſo 
artificialiy made, that it was bat a caſe to his Armour under. 
neath , which was no ſoner off , bat he was pꝛeſently known to 
be the Black Knight that had fought ſo valiantly in the behalte 
of Theſſaly ; and had flaine in ſeverall combates an incredible 
number of Perſians, which ſo daunted the hearts of the Perſi- 
ans, that they alloted him the congqteſt , befoze ever that he be⸗ 
gan the Combate, 

The Black Knight at the firſt encounter, burft two of the 
Combatants ribs, and in ſhot time with fo2cible blowes, beat 
him from his Yozſe, and alighted to habe parted his head from 
his ſhoulders , bat the King of Per ſla ſeing his Don in that 
perill. ran to the plate, and deſired the Black Knight to ſpere 
his life, which he obtained; And unlacing dis Helmet to oite 
him bꝛeath, found that it was not Sicanus, bat another Knight 
that he had hired in his ſtead, foz that himſelte durſt not meet ſo 
valiant a knight hand to hand: Which Parimus ſ&ing, in 
great rage would have lain him, but he was difſwaided by Pol- 
pus. This cowardly jeſt was ſo odious, that ever after Sicar us 
was accounted the moſt recreant Knight living, but being of a 
ſhamlcCle diſpoſition , he nothing regarded the ſame.

How Pariſmus and Pollipus were conducted to the Court in tti- 
umpnant manner, and how Pariſmus diſcovered himſel'e; and of 
the joy Laut ana made for hiexcturn, And alſo how Oliſtus was 
the occaſion o: his own death, 


Þe Black Knight having ended this Combat to 
his unſpeakable commendxtion , was with Pel- 
hpus in moſt bzave and triumphant manner con- 
duged unto the Pallacc, with the noiſe of D2ums, 
Trumpcts, and ringing of Bels; by the Kings 

of Theſſaly and Bohemia, and by the Perſian Bing, who ſo 

well liked the Black Knights behaviour, that they reſol bed to 

tay ſome days there, as well to be acquainted with this valiant 
night , as alſo to do him all the honoar they could, though by 
his valour they had loft the viao2y. 

Lhe fireets where they paſſed , were by the Citizens ſtrowed 
with flowers, the windowes and dwꝛes, and houſe tops, were 
filled with abundance of people (thit they ſe med like ſtages) 
that came to behold thoſe Tonquerours, Some pꝛeſented them 
with Garlands of Bays , in token of Uico2y, ſome with roſes, 
ſome with gifts,ſome with commendation everyone with erte 
ding pꝛaiſes of their valour, that it were a tedious toyl to re⸗ 
bearſe the manifold honours that were done them as they piſ⸗ 
ſcd along the ſtreetes: and as they paſſed by the Parchants 
bouſe where Pariimus had lately cſcaped the danger cf the dogs, 
be cſpyed Vole ta ſtanding in her Fathers Do2, attended by 
two oꝛ thze aids, very neatly apparelled, who pzcſcnted 
Pariſmus with a moſt rich emv;oivered Scart, fo artificially 
woucht , that it excclled all the moſt curious woꝛkes in Theſ⸗ 
ſaly, wherein ſhe had moſt crquiſitely dzawn ont the whole man- 
ner of-?aciimus adventure in her Fathers houfe , which gift he 
molt kindly accepted,being by that time he had viewed the ſame, 
come to the Palace, where they were welcomed by the 
Quen and her Daughter —— with ſounds of Puũ ck

and exceeding joy: after the Queen had uſed ſome ſpeeches , 
Laurana moſt heartily thanked him, that be vouchſafed to be her 
Champion, but her countenance diſcovered her inward care, 
and herſad behavtour , hefMonrnfull thoughts, her mind bring 
d2:awn to the extreameſt limits of reſpite, and citen ctcr it 
felt to the moſt bitter panes of ſozrowtfull meditation, that 
Pariimus mat vailed toſ& her conſtant reſolution, that could 
not be altered by no means of joy, no? once foꝛget him that had 
been ſo long miſſino, Dioniſius like wiſt weleomey „tber the 
Bing cf Perſia, and the reſt of the Kines in his toni, whoſe 
royall entertainment was marvaileuſy liked, and commemde d 
ok all. , 
The Champions (accoꝛding as the cuſtome was) werefſcated 
at a table oꝛdained fo2 the ſame purpoſe, with creat tate, and 
Dioniſius and the King of Bohemia came unto them (as the 
manner was with them)to difarme them fo2 their mo2e honour: 
able entertainment. But Patiimus ſe ing his Father com: 
ming to do an office of duty to him, roſe from his State, and 
kntel ing down requeſted a ben at his hands: the King of Bo: 
hemia ſe ing him knele, willed him to aske what he would. 
Py Loꝛdſaide, he my ſute is, that vu would foꝛsirt Peri mes 
enemies: the Bing ok Bohemia (little thinking that would 
have been his requeſt ) wondered what reaſon he had to ask par- 
don fo2 his Dons enemies, and ſaid unto him. Dir anigbt: 
J would oladly know why vou ask pardon foꝛ them that habe 
murdered my Son. - Py Lo2d anſwered he, betauſe Pariimvs 
is living , whcrewith he pulled off his Helmet, and the Ring 
his Father knew him, and caught him in his armes with ſich 
- orceeding joy, that the teares ran down his whike (beard in 
abundance, t 
Dioniſius and Oliva likewiſe eſpying him, embꝛeted him 
with a thouſand hearty welcomes , and the whole court was 
filled with exceeding joy fo2 his return. The king of Perſia. 
and all the reſt cf his party likewiſe tame unto him, end de ſired 
him to remit «ll diſcontent, that had paſſedbetwert them, fo2 
that now they did repent them fo2 the in juty they had dene to 
bim: the lite hondur there was done to Pollipus , all 3 
a ring 
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ring tde wonderfall vertaes of Pariſmus: and retount ing the 
famous ns he had done, ſeemed to be raviſhed iu mind with 
joy that it was he, that had ſo honoarably betenden himſelte a- 
gainft all Knights that did combat wth him, Pꝛetentiy they 
were ſeated at a moſt royal Feaſt, Where Paciſmus,befoze the 
Kingof Perſia and all the Kings pꝛeſent, rehearſed the whole 
truth of Sicanns confpiracy againft him, and holo he was pꝛeſer⸗ 
ved, and how that he had lived ever fince in the Cave amonoft 
the Oattawes , and how he came by the Black Armour: which 
dfſcourſe did ſo much dilgrate S caau · and extol his own com- 
mendations, that every one rejoyced at his god foztane, and 
contemned Sicanus falſhod, oy 
Pariſmus having envedhis viſcomſe, marbdiled that he could 
not ſee Lauraha to welteme Him, bit the being nothing delighted 
with any newer, bat or his refurn ; and nothing at all thinking 
he had been her C ton all that while, abfented her ſelfc from 
their comp my, fo2 that their fancies were otherwile buſied: 
and had toftiyd zatone her felke to her Chamber, ont iy accompa- 
nted by Leda her Pride. Donut xcking that Laur ana was not 
there, wied onecofHis Gentlemen in the dev ing of Pariſmus 
to fiqnifte unto her, that her Champion Taytdfoz her welcome, 
Pa ſinus hearing his ſpeches, deſtred him the karo, that he 
might go and viſither himſelf , where with Don nus was wel 
fed, and heandPollpos with him, befriganarmed went 
to Lauranaes lodging, whleh khey found faſt hur; but /Panims 
lenging to ſe her perfectiotrs wherebyhis life was maintained, 
knockt at the do, and Leda came and opened the fame , who 
ſ&fng him was fo ſurpꝛi ed with joy, that the ran in againe 
w fpeakinga woꝛd, and told her Piſtreſſt that Pariſmus 
was at the daz: at which word; Lad aca Yarfed; ſaping; 8 
p2ap thee do not toꝛment me with there news ol joy, fox J know 
they cannot be true, toꝛ tui often thou halt kindly dete ved np 
expedat ion. Dear Piftreffe (ſatd the) vel er ve — it is — 
true, and agatne ran to the dz, telling him that her altre 
would be very glad tofiehim. wh 
Patiſmus entred the Chamder, and with luch fervency- de- 
lighted Himſelfe to behold er + „that his 9

raviſhed with a heaven of joy, and Lau ana having cſpyed him, 
was ſo ſuxpꝛiſed with a vertueus amazement to łehold his per:

ber b2zcaſt. Who being met moſt lovingly kit cach ether: ſo 
muth ſurteting in delight each of others pꝛeſente, that thetr 
ſpeech was turned into a delightfal embzacing of hearty con: 
tent, not to be exp2eficd : which being ended, Lawaca came to 
Poluus and welcommed him with ſo ſ wert a kiſſe, that had fic Þ 
not bern the beloved of Pa iſmus, he would have vowed himſcife | 
her ſervant, At laſt Lau ana being raviſhed with beholding her 
dear Patumus, taking him by the hand, uttercd theſe wo2ds, 
Bolt vertuous P2ince , pour pꝛeſence and pacſcrvation, hath 
d2oaght me that content, that Jam not able to expꝛeſſe: your F 
welcome, is a Paidens humble-and hearty thanks fo2 your þ 
paines taken in my behalf, which is all the reward that A can 
make you ; A acknowledge my ſelf ſo far bound to your tertucs, | 


as I ſhall endeavour daring my life, to requite your kindneſſe 


to my power, A can count my ſelte to haue receitcd. mp life at 
pour hands, the pzeſervation of mp Parents and welfare of my | 
Countrep , and all that map beafcribed unto happinefſe, is 
mine onely by pour vertucus power: that A pꝛoteſt, wherein 
foever A may be in any deore& thankful unto you , I hcre cffcr 
to be ready at your diſpoſition. I had cntertained ſozrow, but F 
you have baniſhed the ſame from my heart, and b2ought me | 
that happy content, that I «ccount my ſeife ſo far indebted un. 
to you fo2 the ſame , as I ſhall nover be able to rcquite : which 
woꝛds ſhe ſealed upon his lips with many kifſes, 
Patiſmus anſwered, my der Lady, whatſoever A hate done 
I account as nothing, in rcſpec of that mp willing heart would 
date attempted fo2 your ſake, and mp deſcrts nothing wo2thy the 
thanks you render to me fo2-the ſame , being ſo far. bound to you 
in the bonds of perfect duty, as A account my lite and all that 
I have unwoꝛthy to be ſpent in recompence of the lcaft cf your 
favours ; humbly thanking pou foz retaining ſo gad opinion ok 
my unwozthinefle, Laut ana knowing that her Father and the 
King of Bohemia, tapedfoz Parumus return, with a joyful 
countenance accompanied them down into the Hall, and being 
come. 
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come to the King, Py Load and Father (quoth ſhe) A deſire 
your Pajeſtic that theſe wo2thy Knights may be commited to 
my charge to have their wounds cured , which they have recei⸗ 
ved in my behalt. 

Daughter laid Dioriſius; A commend the regard thou haſt of 
their health, and commit them into pour hands, being a charge 
of an high account , p2aping the to uſe them in the kindeſt ſozt, 
fo2 they have wozthily deſerved to be eftemed: And my Lo2d 
Parſmws (quoth he) ſinte it is my Daughters requeſt , A hope 
you are contented to be her Gueſt, Py Lo2d, ſaid Pariſimus, 
elſe A Gould ſhew my ſelf much ingratetull. 

Laurana pzeſently conducted them unto two moſt rich ads2nced 
Chambers, which ſhe had moſt ſumptuoaſſy beautificy with 
jewels and coſtly furnitures, wzoucht of the moſt richeſt woꝛk 
in the TUo21d, all of gren and crimſon Sattin, bo2dercd with 
Gold and Azure, his bed was framed moſt cartouſly, ſtanding 
in a manner of a Pavilion , the poſts that bare it were made 
of Jvozp , beſet with Rubies, the Co2ds of oren ſilk, 
the Cover of rich Arian filkbeſet with Pearles, the Cur⸗ 
taines of the ſame, the Chamber adozned. with moſt beautifull 
Pictres to delight the eye: the CatelincCe of this lodging, 
ſemed in richnefſe nothing infcrio2 tothe Monument of Ma 
ſo'us ; being one of the Wozlds Wonders, They had not there 
remained long, admiring the beauty of the place; but there 
cares were delighted with the ſound of moſt pleaſant P.ſick, 
umto which having a while liſtened, Laurana deſired Pat ſmus 
to accept of this foꝛ his lodging, telling him that Pollipus lod⸗ 


ging was likewiſe adjoyning to his, that at their pleaſures thcp 


might enjoy cach others Company , Whither Pollipus was ho- 
nourably dirt ed. 
Patiſmus moſt Rkindly thanked her, whefe heart was excer⸗ 
dingly delighted with beholding her beauty , the Kings Phr⸗ 
ſitians were by this time tome, which cauſed Lawana with kind 
kar well, to bid Par ſnus Adieu foz that night, whoſe heart bc- 
gan to war ſad at her departure the Phyſitians had ſan dꝛeſt 
his s, which were manp, but none moztal, and being wea- 
ried. With this dapes exerciſe , theſe two wozthp IEP — 
ingix 
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[imply gave themſelves to rf, wherefoz that night we lrare 
them, Ociltus hearing that Priſmvs his Lo2d was retarned , 
being then in the bxtreamrft danger of his lift, by reaſon his 
wounds were then or, could by no mranes be perſwaded 
bat that he would go to ſi him, and therefo2e , the nert moz- 
ning bery carly, without he knowtrdg of any, ffole down to 
go to his maſters lodging, deing weak and fibic, but here- 
ccfecda fall , which made a in dis wounds in luch ex. 
tream toꝛt, that they fell agatne to dite ding afrefh, but having 
a ſtrong heart, he againe retovered vis ft, and with much a: 
doe got to Parilizvs lodging by which time the Phyfitians that 
attendrd him, mitt him, and fuſpecing the truth, following 
dim by the trac of bl to he P2incrs Chimber, where mai: 
gre the dett skill of the Kirigs Phyſitians , his diwd could not 
be ſtanched, that there he dyrd in his Lords armes, whoſe dcath 
ſtrak ſuch a paſſionate ſozrow to Parſmus heart, that in many 
dayes he could not bantſh the remembꝛance thereof out of his 
mind. This newes was ſwn come to the knotoſedpe of the Bing 
of Bohemtfa , and all the reſt, who chr Take rd his vcafh, 
fo2 that he was a Knight of god and honourable qualitics. Pa- 
tumus tontinued manp days in this heavenly Paradiſe , where 
he wantedkoz nothing that might b2ing'conifozt to his diſquiet 
heart, being diligently fenvedbythe vertubas Lanrana, Until 
that he had fully recovered his health: During which time he 
often enjoyed the Pꝛintelle pꝛeſente, and recontited unto her 
the whole truth of that which de had paſſed ſince his departure 
from the Court (only leaving out the diſcourſe of the Parchants 
Daughter) rejoycing much the Lady Laur ana to hear the tame 
who vfth kind and loving kifies , blamed him foz that he would 
not make himſelte known in the Palmers werds, with many 
other kind conferences, 
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Ol Sicanus death. How Pari ſmus wedded the Princeſs Laurana; and 
of a general Triumph that was held tor ſeven dayes. 


Any daxes continued the King of Perſia, with the 
d reſt of the Bings in his party, in Dion ſius Court, 
in which time many were intrapped with the 
beauty of Lautara, which was fuch as would 
dazle the eyes of the beholders, and aſtonich the 
hearts of no ſimple judgments with divine conccit , that the 
King of Natolia was determined to require and demand her in 
Marriage of her Father, had he not been kept back by S cauus, 
who cauſed his Father the Perfian Ring earncftiyto ſollicit 
Dioniſius to that effec: whoſe anſwer was, That his pꝛo⸗ 
miſe relied vpon his Daughters choile , though indeed he meant 
ſhe ſhould never marry the Perſian, fo2 that his behaviour and 
treachery had made him hated and odious in all mens ſight, 
Pariſmus now in like ſo2t determined to woꝛzk both his own 
and Lauranaes contentment : and to that purpoſe, on a certain 
time walking very ſolitarily in the Kings Garden, ſtudying 
how to move his Fathers god will to this match, in the midſt of 
his dumps, be was encountered by the P2inces Lamana, who 
only attended by Leca, was come down alſo inte the Garden 
to take the ay2 , who awaking Pariſmuos from his dumps, with 
a courteous greeting, uttered theſe ſpee ches. y deer Parimmus 
(quoth ſhe) may A be ſo bold as beare you company in this your 
ſolitarineſſe, 02 would Your but vonchſafe ta impart the cauſe of 
your ſadnoſĩe unto me, that I might be partaker of yaur ſo2raw, 
then ſhoule you ſon deccire, that whatſoever can pꝛeture Pour 
diſquict, ſhall likewiſe purchaſc my diſtontent. Pariſmus moſt 
reverently taking her by the hand, ſaid: Poſt vertuous Lady, 
I acknowleds my ſelfe ſo far bound unto you , fo2 many woꝛthy 
favo2s undcſervedly beſtowed upeu me, that A know not which 
wap to yesldyou ſufficient thanks fo2 the leaſt of them, much 
lefſe to requite them: and if A ſhould deny to falfiil your _ 
ein 
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herein, unto whom J am perpetually bound, J ſhould ſhew 
my ſelfe altegether void of manners: Theretoꝛe know (moſt 
vertuous Lady) that my ſuppoſed diſcontent , was a pleaſant 
and delightful meditation, And calling to rememb2ance your 
manifold vertues, and undeſertcd favourable aſſurance you 
have given me of your affection , that J was now determining 
toſpeak to my Father the Bing, to requęſt a conſummation of 
our happineſſe at the King your Fathers hands, ſo it ſtand with 
pour god liking. 

My Lo2d (ſatd Laurana) J Wholly zommit the matter to 
pour wildome, whom J am bound to obay, by the choiſe J have 
made of pou to be my Lo2d and Yusband, theretoꝛe J deſite 
pou ta ꝝſe that p2crogative over me, that by right belongcth 
unto you, 

In theſe and ſuch like kind conferences, they continued tal- 
king in the Garden, to both their unſpeakable joyes , being ſo 
rnited in the bonds of ammity, that it was impoſſible to re⸗ 
move there ſetled friendfhip, But Dinner time being tome, they 
departed to their ſeveral wayes, being both highly tontented 
with the others faithful pꝛomiſe. 

pa- ilmus no ſaner found oppo2tunity , but he made his love 
to Lauaua, known to his Father, who was elad of his Sons 
vertuous choiſc , and pzomilcd to motion the ſame to Dior ſiu, 
which he pzeſently did by this orcaſion, As he was walking a- 
lone, he was encountredby Dioniſius and Ol:via the Quen , 
not accompanied by any: and having kindly ſaluted rach other, 
D on ſius began to talk of thr worthineſſe of Pariſmus , and tel. 
ling him that he cftemed him the moſt foꝛtumate man lir ing, to 
be the Father of ſo vertuous a child,cntering ſo far in commen- 
dation of him, that the King of Bohemia thought he could habe 
no fitter time to motion the Marriage then that, and therefo2e 
anſwered : MY Led J thankyou fo2 entering into ſuch cad 
liking of my Son, whom J cannot diſcommend , fo2 that he 
hath wel deler red honour , but J have an humble ſute unto you 
and the Nuen here pꝛeſent, in his behalfe , which if you will 
vouchſafe to grant, both he, and J ſhall be bound unto you foz 
the ſame, D:opifius and Ol via carneſtiy requeſted him to mani⸗

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the ſame, Py Don (lait he) intreated me to requeſt your hos 
nourable favour , to contract a Marriage bet wixt him und your 
moſt vertuous Daughter: unto whom he hath wholly dedicated 
his attedions, that J am now become an humble ſuitoz in his be, 
haife, Diontſius and the Nugn hearing his requeſt, were ſo 
erceding glad thereof (being the onely thing they defired) that 
taking the King of Bohemia by the hand, they told him they 
were highly contented it ſhould be ſo. . 
Thus all things falling out to their contentments, they par- 
te d fo2 that time: Dioniſius the next dap aſſembled all his Count: 
ſel and Noblemen together, and there mentioned the Contract 
unto them, who moſt willingly conſented thereto ; by meanes 
whereof thenewes of this Parriage was ſane publiſhed, that 
it came to the hearing of $:canus, who being inraged with griet 


and wame, abandoned the company of al Knichts, and in ſhoꝛt 


time grew to ſuch a deſperate concrit of his impaired honoꝛ, that 
with griefthereof he dyed, which bzought ſome heavineſſe to 
the King of Pera, any the reſt : But his death was ſan fo2- 
gotten , fo2 that his Father effemed him not woꝛthy the name 
and eſtimatien tt a ing, andhadiately grown into great dif- 
like of him, and altogcther favoured the next Son Leomlus 
who far extelled his bꝛother S:canus in tertacus qualities. 

The ſolemnfzation of Pacriimus Patria ge was appointed to be- 
gin within fozty days, to the unſpeakable joy of Theffaly,bat e. 
ſpectaliy of the two young P2inces,in which time Dion ſius ſent 
to invite thither many Kings and Potentates, by 
means wherof the fame of theſe Kuptials was ſp2ed in molt pla⸗ 
tes of the woꝛld, and many hund2ed Kknichts-determinedto mat 
there to do honour to Dioniſius, whoſe vertues by report had ben” 
made known to them. To this Marriage came the famous Em- 
peroꝛ of Conſtant inople, with mann other woꝛthy Knights, The 
Emperozs Son of Gzeece, named Sichcus, with many valtatit 
Knights: Prolomy theings Don ol Egppt;the King ofFrize,f#: 
mous foz chivalry, andthe moft famous Champion of the woꝛld 


| Guido of Thiace: With many others to tedious toreheatſe ; 
| whoonthe ap; were ropally entertathedby Dionfar. 


Patiſmus aid Laurana were , all ſolemaity- bzoitoht _— 
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the Temple of Dana, where their Rites were perfozmed with 
admirable Pomp, the Bzidegrome being accompanied with a, 
bove cight Kings , and the Bꝛide being led by two Emperours 
and attended by Nuns , and many Ladies of creat account: 
the Rites and ſolemnitics being perfozmed with ſuch dignity, 
that it extelled the ſtatelinefſe of tiecuba Queen ct Troy. 
Thus all things being ended fo2 that day, the night app2oach- 
td. moſt part whereof was ſpent in Pasks, and many other 


Courtly paſtimes neediefe to rehearſe: and at laſt, the B2tdg 


was tonduaed to her Bꝛide Chamber by the Queen cf Pungarta, 
and Queen of Sparta. Where wc leave her to exceding con- 
tent to entertain her beloved Paciſmus: who behaved himſelt᷑ ſo 
kindly that night, that Laucanacs foztriſſe of Uirginity was 
battcred doun, and he had the ſcaling of the ſweet Foꝛt and 
ſpotitſſe purity, and a of tertuous Uirę in ſhe became a chaſte 
Wife , and that night he made her the happy Pot her of a codly 
Boy, as ſhall hereaftcr be declared. 

Dion:ſius fo2 the moze royal entertainment of the States 
there aſſembled, cauſeda moſt ſtately Tilt tobe creaed on a 
cedly Gen befoze the Palace Gate, the Stages being moſt 
cunningiy made by expert wozkmen, and pꝛoclaimed a Try» 
 umphto be made there fo2 ſcven days, againſt all comers, The 
firſt daies triumph, the P2ince of Sparta and his Knights 
beld as chief Chalengers, who appeared befo2e the whole Aſ- 
ſembly of States, who were feated on the Dcaffoids in ſuch 
ropal manner, that the gloꝛy of them ſemed to excel the ſtately 
Pomp of the mighty Ponarch Alexander. 

Amongſt the reſt , Laurana was ſeated in a Chatte of State, 
Crowned with an Imperial Dfavemc, as Lady of the Rexeis: 
who had p:epared ſeveral quifts fo2 the Conqucrours, ſhining 
like golden Pt.abus, and her cyes twinkling like two b2ioht 
ſhining ſtars, that her beauty made the whole Aſſembly cf 
ſtrange Knights admire her excellency, The Pꝛince of Sparta 
had his Tent picht at the firſt entring into the Liſts, being as 
white as milk, ſhewing his ſingle eſtate, on the top whereof , 
was artificially framed a Golden Sun , which with his ſpicn- 
dour beautified the Lifts, Ny

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This days triumph was pertoꝛmed by the P2inre of Spar g 
ta, and his Knihgts, with exceding valour, himſcife havin« 
um hoꝛſed above fozty Kuights of ſtrange Countries, and had gie 
ven to him by the Bꝛide a pair of ſilver Glores, made by th- 
cunningeſt wozkman in the wozld, 

Thus in great royalty, to the exceeding pleaſure et the bee 
holders, was the firſt day ſpent, till the dark evening cauſed th, 
nights give over, and betake themſelves to their nighes repoſe 
Early the next mo2ning, the Knights were ſummoned tothe 
Lifts, by the ſound of Trumpets ; The chief Champion foz that 
day, was the Lo2d Remus of Theſſaly, richly mounted upon a 
Theſſalian Steed of Jron-gray, his Tent pitcht ncar unto the 
other, being of the colour of the Rain-bow : on the top wherecef 
waz artificially framed a ſwift running Yart, whereby the coan: 
try of Theſſaly was famous:Befoze him went four Pages rich: 
ly attyꝛed, carrying four ſeveral Dcatchions ; on the firſt was 
poztrayed his Piltrefs pigure, on the ſccond thꝛæ ſilver Doves 
ſignifying his innocencp, tar from vain oftentatton ; on the third 
a bleeding heart: and on the laſt, a man ſeeming deſperate; 
who behaved himſelf with no leſs valour then the Pꝛince of 
Sparta, to the great joy of his Lady 1ſ.bell, The third day, 
the wozthy Knight Poilip. s was chick Challenger, who had his 
Lent richly pitcht over againſt the Stage, being of the colour 
of bload, on the top whereof ſtod a Lion rampant ; his Sted 
furnifhed with coſtly habiliments of beaten Gold, his Armour 
after the Ph2ygtan manner; whoſe matchleſs Chivalry unhoz- 
ſed that day an hundꝛed Knights, and won the p2tze from all the 
Knights that encountred him. The fourth day Lozd Olitis of 
Theflaly was chief Challenger, whoſe Tent was piteht in man. 
der of a hollow Tre from whence he iflued, ſo artificially over: 
ſpꝛead with Mols, that he ſeemed to be nothing but 2 lamp there: 
of running up and down the field, but ſo honourably behaving 
himſelf, that he was Alletted that days conqueſt, The fifth day 
Pzince Lenailus , Hon to the Kingof Perſia , was chief chal. 
lenger , whole Tent was of the colour of the sky, his àbili. 
ments was of the colour of Azure, beſet with ſtars of Gold, who 
behavedhincelf with great _ part of the dapibat at _ 
e 
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de was encountred by the val iant King of Frize , by whom he 
was unbo:ſed by reaſonthat bis Ste@dflumbled, and ſo the con: 
quck retarned to the adverſe party. The King of F2ize unhoz. 
fcd afterwards many wozthy Knights, to his exceding com: 
mendat ions. 

The ũ rt day, the King of Frize was Challenger over the ad- 
verſe party who had not continued long, but he was unhoxſed 
by the King of Lybia, who moſt part of that day bare away the 
P24i3e ; until he was encountred by Guido of Thace , and by 
him unhozſed : Guido fo2 that day bare away the p2t3c, having 
unhozſed many hundzed Knights , and was 1fkely to atthieve 
the chieteſt honour of the Turnament. The ſeventh day Gui- 
do of Chace cams with great Triumph into the Lifts, having 
bis Tent pitcht in full view of the whole Alembly, being of the 
colour of b2zight Gold, fuppo2ted by four Elephants; bimſcif 
mountedupon a coloured Steed, moft richly behang with ha- 


biliments of beaten Gold, who behaved himſelf moſt part cf 
_ that dap, tothe ſhame of the Thefaiian and Perftan Knights ; 
that the whole ACembly admired at his valiant behaviour, 
Which Polhyus ſeing, notwithſtanding his days triumph mas 
paſt, yet he armed himſelf, and encountred Guido moſt bzave: 
ly. Che firft caricre, they met and bꝛoke their Raves onely, 
ttkewiſe they had ſome five o2 fire courſes moze, in which mau⸗ 


ecunter , when they met with ſuch fury, that they were both 
unhoafed ; vhich Gudo ſeeing fo2getting where de was, and

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reſt to both of them, which Guido in great disdam cefaſcy, 
without hearing what anſwer Polſipus wonly make, 

Laurana by the adviſe of Patiinus, ſent Peſengers to Pollipus, 
to requeſt him fo2 her ſake, to gibe Guido leave to end that dapes 
challenge, fo2 that he himſelf had ſufficientiy ſhown his Knfght- 
ly Chivalry ; withall ſhe ſent him one of her cloves, Wioſe 
command Pollipus paeſently obeyed, being « Rnfeht cf exc&: 
ding courtelle, wheredy he wan nmoze honour then Guics 
could atchieve by the conqueſt, Che reft of that dap Guido 
unhoꝛſed many Ruſohts, and was like to carry away the hes 
nour of the Triumph , mangre all the Knights that aftcriwvards 
encountered dim, which grieved Patiſmus to behold, Uithall 
noting dis p2ive, he fecretly ffole from the ſtage and pzcſently 
armed himſelfe in Armour that he hav canfev to de made of pur: 
pol ſiæ ming to de eld, tom, and ruſty, but yet of as gun pꝛat᷑ as 
might be, being made of the pureſt Kyvian tele, his habili- 
ments and furnitures ſœmed to be ſuch as had been layd up un. 
uſed ſeven winters, and al to be eaten with Poathes, his 
St&v he made fo trot like a Comtrycart-hozce, and his plume 
was of Ruſſet Feathers: And atcompanten with ſomes thirty 
of his Knights attired like rude Country fellows with battes 
and ſtaves on their neckes, and in a manner, in the midſt of 
the Thꝛatians Uiaozies, he entered ſudyainty andruvely into 
the Lifts ſceming indeed to be a very natural Countty peaſant, 
treue by a companie of ride fcllowes to make pallime, and 
deing etpyrd of the people he was welcommev with exceving 
ſhouts and laughters, that now the eyes of all the beholders 
were bent upon him: Being come to the Lifts he offcred to 
run, but Guido disdained to cope with one ſo baſe: To whom 
Patumus Knights came and told him, Their maſter came to 
run with none bat himſelte, and theretoꝛe he ſhould cithcr break 
a Lance, oz elſe they would beat him out of the fleld. 

Wherewtth Guido ( with a ſcoznfull laughter) toke a 
ftaffe and ran at this ruſtick Knight, who not withſtanding his 
oxtward-ſhew, encountered Guido ſo valtantly, that had he not 
ben an app2oved god Knight , he had meaſured his tength on 
the ground, which ſo ve red the Thzactan, that he ran 1 — 

me. 
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time, thinking then verily to overthzow him: But it fell out 
contrary to his cxpeuation, foz he could not with all his power 
move this Country Champion in his ſaddle : But at the third 
courſe he was himſelfe unho2ſed with ſuch violence, that both 
-hozſe and man lay tumbling on the ground. 

Guido having received this exceding fople, in a great rage 
departed the field, and none of the contrary party encountered 
this Knight , but they were all fopled and overthzown , that at 
laſt there was none would run again him any moze, which be 

iving, alighted kram his hoſe , and went up the Scaffold 

the Bꝛide ſate, and rudely offered to habe kiſſed her, 
but ſhe curteouſly rep2oted his boldncfle ; with that all began 
to laugh at his rude behaviour, and ſome began to thzuſt him 
back: At laſt he diſcovered himſelfe, and Laucara knowing him, 
wondzed to ſ& him armed, Thus the whole honour of the 
Triumph redounded to Panſmus, as moſt woꝛthy of the ſame, 
whoſe behavisur was ſo highly commended, that all men much 
applauded this his laſt device, and Guido knowing him, was 
not crealy diſcontented to be fopied by ſo wo2zthy a Knight, By 
this time the Nights black mantle began to otcerſpzed the whole 
earth, that Dioniſſus with the reſt of the Kines, conducting 
Laurana fn triumphant manner, haſted to the Pallace , where 
after Supper was ended, they continned a gad part ef the night 
in Dancing, and other Courtly paſtimes, their entertainnment 
being fo honourable , that they admired the exceeding Royalty 
of Dionifius Court, where they afterwards contimedmany days 
ſpending the time in many Partiall exerciſes, 
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How Patiſmus rewarded the Outlawes that preferyed his liſe. How 
Pollipus fell in love with Violetta: And how Violetta forſook 
het Fathers houſe in the diſguie of a Page, and was cutettained 
by Patiſmus; and the care Pollipus 9 tot her abſence. 


Ong time the Out⸗ laws continued in great 
= * penſiveneſs fo2 the want of their Captain, 
2.55 very much marvailing what ſhould became of 
im, but at laſt they were eaſcd of that care. 
„2 Foz p. nf nus remembꝛing the benefit he had 
tei bed by their means, deſired Diomſius to 
remit their offences, who wfllinolp granted 
his requeſt, and thcrefoze Parilmus ſent fo2 them; who having 
knowledge that he was the man whom they had p2cſerved, wil: 
lingly came, and at his hands received their pardon, with large 
and bountiful rewards, The Damozel like wiſe came amongſt 
them, whom Pa'iſmus cauſed to be wozthfly uſcd , repozting ve- 
ry honourably of her tertues, The Emperours, and Kings cf 
of Perſia and Natolia being pꝛeſent at the coming of the Out. 
laws, greatly commended Pacumus fo2 the hono2ablc care he had 
olthole po people, Among the number of Knights there aſlem⸗ 
bled, the Father of the Damozel chanced to be pzefent ; who 
who dery diligently beheld his Daughter, but knew her not, foz 
that ſhe was mightily altered: but at laft hearing Dion fivs 
make recital of her foze-paſſed mistoꝛtunes, and how that Of: -

D2:i03cl that was that talked with them. Py Lo2d( qucth 
Lau ana) it is a Perthants Daughter, whoſe behaviour ſo well 
pleaſeth me, that J could wiſh her to ſpend her time in ſome 
hono irable place to her pꝛeferment. Quoth he, if you pleaſe, I 
will ſpeak to her Father, that ſhe micht attend your ſclf : 
Ahere with he came to Po.lipus, who tad like one with a flea in 
his car, and defired him to inquire cf them which was the Fa- 
ther of that Damozcl, and tel him he would requeſt him to come 
and ſpeak with him; Poluprs being glad cf ſuch an oppo;tunity, 
ſon found out Violer-a, and creeting her with a kind kiſs, told 
her, that he was ſent by the Pꝛince Pati mus, to intreat her 
Father to come and ſpeake with him. She told him thit her 
Father was hard by, and ſhe would pꝛeſently let him under * 
ſtand his pleaſare : Who h iwing knowledec tercef, imme di⸗ 
ately went unto the P2ince, whouſcd ſach intreaty, that al- 
though very unwtllingly)he yeelded to his requeſf, and commine, 
back, told his Daughter to what c ffea he was ſent koz, which 
ſhe was glad ot, though outwardly ſhe made a ſhcw of unwil⸗

Pollwus having underſtod the cauſe why Pariſmus ſent foꝛ her 
Father, (Patumus loving him ſo dearly that he could not con- 
ccal any thing from him) revealed to Pariſnus the lote 
that he bare to Violetta, who pꝛomiſed to further him what he 
cauld: By this time the banquet was ended, and the King dc: 
part ing to the Palace, with great joy, and exce ding triumph, 
they ſon tok oꝛder to have Volena ſent fo2 , but her Father 
ſzing the eſſengers come, began to make ſuch ſo:row fo? her 
departure, that ft would have melted a heart of ſtœle into 
teares toh:are his complaints, that the Defſengcrs pittving 
the ſozrowez old Andrugio made, returned withoat her: which 
d;ove Pollipus into ſuch an extaũe of — ſoꝛroto, that he 
le med.

was thereby further intrapped in the ſnares of Lore, and pet 
nothing the nearer cf obtaining dis ſuit. 

At las it was concluded betwirt Par.ſmus and him, that Pa: 
ni\mus ſhould accompany him in ſome diſcuiſe , and make him: 
felfe known to none but Vole ta, thereby the foncr to pꝛoture 
her god liking to Polhpus; which he was the mo2e will ing to do. 

koꝛ that he thought upon manifeſting himſeite unto her, we would 
not deny Pollipus requeſt ; and therefoze finding a contcnient 
time, they went to old Andrv2io's hoaſe, where they were kind: 
lv uſed of Andrug'o and his Daughter V:o!ciua , who welcomed 
theſe moze kindly then ever ſhe had done Pollipus comming a: 
lone, being thereunto d2zawne by an inward fozwardnefſe which 
the felt confrary to her fo2mer diſpoſition, where they had net 
long continued, but Pariſmus found oppoꝛtuntty to greet Violec- 
ta in this ſoꝛt: Fair Damozel, quoth he, A am come unto pou 
an hamble petitioner in the behalf of my Friend Pollirus, whoſe 
love is ſach , and ſo ferdent towards pour ſelf , that unleſſe you 
pitty him, and yeld ſome tomt̃oꝛt to his care, you will be the 
death of the woꝛthieſt Knight living: Therefo2e J defire you 
that J map be the happy O2acle to detlare unte him his happy 
fo2t:ne , pꝛoueunted from your ſacred lips. Vi- leua all this 
while ſtod as one amazed. feeling ſuch an ext ding th2sbbing 
at her heart that ſhe could not well tell what to anſwer : at laft, 
being touched with remembꝛing of his love that had reapt the 
fruits of her Uirgtnity,ſhec replied in this ſo:t : Gentle Kniaht, 
guoth ſhe , J would not willinglybe any mans death, if J could 
otherwiſe chaſc. but to grant to his ſait, J cannot , J have al⸗ 
ready placed my affeaions, and likewiſe vowed never to alter 
them while life voth laft in me. 

Which ladden and reſolute reply of hers, Parimws nguch 
commended , vet uſed many perſwaſtons in the behalte of Polli 
pus, ànd began to demand of her to whom the hat vowed her 
Kobe, uſing many intreaties . that at laſt the ſatd, ft was but 
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a folly to ask the queſtion , foz that ſhe was reſolutely deter mi⸗ 
ned not to tell who it was: Datd Patiſmus, what would you ſap 
if J name the man ( wherewith Violetta bluſhed ) and puld out 
of his boſome the Dcarffe , which the befoze had given him. 
Quoth he, behold in this Starte, pour ſelf hath ſet dowwnc a 
deſcription of your loves firſt comming unto you, which was 
the Pzince of Bohemia himſelf, unto whom you pꝛeſented 
this, who leaping doum the Palace wall flew your Fa- 
thers Dogs, and what kindnefle he received at your hands, 
pour ſelf knowes beft : and ſince it is impoſtible to obtain any 
recompence at his hands, (being wedded to the P2inceflc 
Lawana ) let Poliipus who in Chivalry is inferiour to none, 
be the man that ſhall poſſeſſe the ſecond rom in your god li⸗ 
king, 

Voletta hearing him make ſo true a rcherſal of her ad⸗ 
venture, and ſo affirm by many reaſons, that it was Patumus, 
was ſtrucken with ſuch a ſadden fear and ſhame, to ſ& her 
ſecrets diſcloſed, that the was ready to ſound with oriefe . and 
kneling downe with the teares ſtanding in her eyes, began 
to intreat him not to reveal the ſame to any, fo2 ſhe was kul- 
iy reſol ved not to love any but him although it were Pa iſmus; 
and although it were impoſſible to attaine any favour oz re- 
compence at his hands, J will not ( quoth he) reveal to any, 
foz nene bat Pau mo knoweth thercof, who is here pꝛeſent 
with the, wherewith he moſt lovingly tak her in his armes 
and killed her, ſhe yet being in ſome doubt that it was not he, 
until at the laſt Pariſmus made himſelf known unto her, and 
by ſach pꝛivate tokens, as the both certainty and afſurediy 
knew that tt was he, which ſo re joyted her heart, that ſhe moſt 
bhamblyupon her knes intreated him to pardon her boldneſſe, 
and vowed never to love any but himſelf: Which pꝛoteſtation 
lo grieved him, that he began to perſwade her, not to w2ong 
her felt ſo much, fo2 that he was no way to bꝛeak his Medlock 
vows to pleaſuxe her, 

Py Dear Lom ( quoth ſhe ) ff J had a thouſand lives, and 
every life, ten thoufand times dearer then this my life, A 
would moſt willingly ſpend —_— meditation on —_ 
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fruits of your kindneſſe towards me. Ye ſeeing her firme lore , 
could not tell what other mcanes oꝛ perſwaſions to uſe to alter 
ber ſtedlaſt reſolution, but paſſed ſome time v ith her in that pꝛi⸗ 
rate talke , till he ſaw Pollpus expeded with heary fiebes his 
happy 02 unhappy neus; therefo2e be departed, and tame unto 
him, tcliing dim, that there was ſome hope of obtain ing her 
lore, upen which comfoztable ſpeech, Po/lipus till earneſtly p20; 
ſetuted his ſuit unto Violletta, Who hearing that Patimus was 
departing towards his own Country, determined to venture 
her lifc and credit to co with him; and therekoze fitted her ſcif 
in Pages apparell , which ſo well became her, that hc ſa med 
to be the moſt excellenteſt wo:zkmanſhip that erer Nature had 
framed, her ſuite being green ſatten , her buskin of the fineſt 
Spanich leather, faſtened to her dainty leg, with Chziſtal but- 
tens, her haire wicathed with a carnation Ribband, and all 
things ciſc ſo neat and detent upon her delicate body, that ſhe 
was molt comely to vicw and behold: And ſo in this changc-

Laurana and Patumus having received their ble ling, with moſt 
beavie hearts they committed theſetwo P2inces to the Seas, 
who hotſing ſail, with ſped launched into thePain ; where 
they were ſan out of fight, and Dioniſius and the Queen ſadly 
returned to Thebes, 

Te King of Bohemia had not ſafled above two doyes ſpace, 
in great hope ſan to recover the Coaft of Bohemia, but the 
Windes began to blow aloft, and the Scas to rage and ſwell, 
and ſuch an exceeding Tempeſt arcſe , as though the Peatcns 
and Earth had conſpired their utter gverthzow ; ſo that their 
Ships were difſcvered, and their Pariners crpeced nothing 
bat pꝛeſent death: that Pariſmus, Laur no, and Po lipus, were 
ſevered from the reſt of the company, and they all in deſpair tber 
to ſe them again. The erneity of the tempeſt tontinued fo2 the 
ſpace of thꝛer dayts, in ſ ich raging and extreme ſozt, that the 

Mariners were compelled to cut their Satis, and to heave their 
Maſts ober- bed, and by the violente of the Wiinde were dꝛi⸗ 
ven paſt their knowledge: but when the ſtoꝛm cesſed, the Pa- 
ciners e pied a far off an and, and with ſuch pꝛortũon as they 
dad, ſafled thither. 

Pariſmu> being glad that they had fo well eſcaped the fury of 
the Deas, with moſt comfortable ſpe ches he revived the fearful 
ſpirit of the P2incefs Lac; ara from her ſadneſs, in this ſo2t : 
Dear Laura, fince the Deffinies have allotted us this miſ⸗ 
chonce, to be thus diſafterouffy ſevered from cur company, and 
dafven into an unknown place; comfozt pour ſelf in theſe ex⸗ 
tremities, 
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tremit ies, with hope of better ſucceſs, fo J do not doubt but 
we ſhall well recover the company of my L oꝛd and Father, who 
by theſe bitter misfo2tancs is ſevered from us, and J truſt the 
ſeas will net be ſo unmerciful , as to dꝛench his aged years in 
their ſpacious culphs : but ch my dear Laur ana, u tre you ſafely 
on ſhoꝛe, then would my heart be at rcft, 

Many other ſpeeches he uſed to comfo2t her in her ſadneſs, 
who was the mo2e tomtoꝛt able, fo2 that ſhe was in his coinpas« 
ny: They had not long continued in this gad hope ot recovers 
ing Land, but they eſ pied a ſhip making towards them with all 
ſpxd ; whe being come near into them, they p2eſcutiy knew 
him to be a Pyꝛate: who pꝛeſentiy began to board the Ship 
where Pau us was, but were valiantly reſiſted by the Part: 
ners. Patumus being under Patches ſon armed himſclf, and 
made ſuch a ſlauehter among the Pyzates (mc of his own men 
being lain) that he with the help of Pollipus had ſan deſtroycd 
the greateſt part of them, and the reft yeelded to their merey, 

Afterwards bo2ding the Pyzates (who beloneed to Andra- 
mat of Tartaria the Scithian Pyꝛate, that had filled the whole 
woꝛld with the repoꝛt of his Ty2anny) and belceving them up- 
on ſuch pꝛoteſtations and oaths as the Uillains made. they con: 
veved all ſuch riches. jewels, and p2ovifions as they had, abw2d 
the Pyꝛates ſhip ; fo2 that their own was t:ewvly wenther⸗ 
beaten, And like wiſe Having ſhifted Lau ana, Leca , and Ado- 
nius into the ſame, ſank their own, and placed thoſe few Pari- 
ners which they had left alive Gorernours over the Pp2ates. 
making towards the Jfland which they ſaw befo2e them: being 
landed. they found the Country waſte and deſolate, and with- 
out inhabitants; but well repleniſhed with Deer and Weld- 
Fowl, ef which they got ood ſtoꝛe, furniſhing themſel tes like- 
wiſe with freſh watrr and other pꝛot iſions. 

Par ſ vu demanded of the Pyꝛates if they knew thit JAand- 
whe told him, that they gave it the name of the Deſolatc J- 
land, det auſe they never ſawany living man there: But they 
told him, that there was a beautifal Cattle, that ſtad upen the 
tap ot a mighty Rock in the midft of the Jland, inhabited as 
they thought by ſome Divets , foz that many of their _ 
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had oftentimes gone thither , but none of them never returned, 

noꝛ they nc ver ſaw any man in any place cf the J land beſides : 

though there were many godly Towns not inhabited, TUhich 

firance newes made them wondcr : Some two dars they contt- 
nacdupen the Coaſts of this deſolate J land. 

In this time bei mus and Pallipus only attended by Adonius. 
ſtraved krom their ſhip to kill Acniſon, leaving La ana bod. 
little miſtruſting any treacherv, and truſting to much to his 
own men. Bat the Pyꝛates having awaited ſuch a convenient 
time, by policy conveyed moſt of the Bohemian Mariners under 
Matches, ſaving ſome two oꝛ thꝛe whom they cafily overcame, 
and faft bolted down the lame, and befo:c the Bniehts were re- 
turned from killing their Aeniſon, they had Poiſted ſail and 
were lanched quite out of ſight: They under Buches not yet 
knowing that they were ſobetrayed,

Ariſmus and Pollipus had no ſaner ſufficiently 
ſtoꝛed themſcives with freſh viauals . but 
Q they returned towards the Ship. which they 
x found janched and gene: which Pariimus ſæ⸗ 
> | ing, and miſſing his beloved Laurana, now 
to late ſuſpeuing the Pyzates treachery. fcli 
into ſach an crtream rage of ſorrow and 
ve rat ion againſt his own carcieſncls . that 
he toꝛe his hair. ſtamped on the earth. curſed the day and hour of 
bis birth, and was fo far over-maftercd with his paſſiens . that 
be fared like à man extremely mad oꝛ fr-ritick ; oftentimes bc- 
ing in mind to leap into the Sta and down himſelf, and ofter- 
times attempt ing to deſtroy himſelt: all theſe inſappoytable paſ- 
ſions conturrinę, ſo overcame his ſenſes. that he felintoa trance, 
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Poze Adonius ſe ing his Lozd in this extream taſe, uſed all 
the skill there was poſſible to recover him to his ſenſcs, and 
ſe ing nothing availe, he began to make ſach lamentation, as 
wo ild have made the tony Rocks relent at his pitifal erclama- 
tion, where Violetta continued rubbing his pale cheks vvith 
ber ſoft hand, a thouſand times kiſſing his cold ifppes , and 
vvaſhing the ſame vvith her ſalt teares, that Po pus ſte ing his 
friend in that ſo2t raging againſt foztume,and hearing the moan 


the poꝛ Page made, tul little ſuſpcuing who it was: By view- 


ing their infirmitics , moſt pꝛudently governed himſelf, and 
did what he could with poꝛe Adonw-, to recover him, but their 
labo ir was in vaine : Then he began to meditate on this afflf- 
gion: Thinking that it be ſhould rage ſo exce lively as Pariſmus 
did, he ſhould be no whit the nearer of any hope of remedy, but 
ſhould thereby give encouragement and example to him to cen⸗ 
tinae in that ſozrow, which was beyond the compaſs of compare. 

Bat ſe ing Panimus come te himſcif, laking like one otgr- 
maſtered with care, and ſtaring upon him like a mad man, fea⸗ 
ring that his ſudden griete had altered his wits, uttered theſe 
ſpeches: Moſt noble Pꝛince, ſince it is allotted unto you to be 
this croſſed in your happineſſe, I beſœch you brare the ſame p. ⸗ 
ticntly , and remit this cxtream care, which ſo overmaſtreth 
pour vert ies, that their ſplendoꝛ cannot ſhine in ſuch perfen 
ſozt , as wontedlp they have done: What can helpeleſſe oricfe 
avail voi? What can care herein pleaſure vou: ©2 what tan 
this diſtemper ature oz ſoꝛrow helpe vou in the recovery of your 
loft Friend Then do not ſhe w pour ſclf ſs inconſiderate to de. 
ſtroy pour ſences in this ſo2t , but let vs conſult which way to 
recover them, fo theſe loʒrowes and ten thouſand times as a: 
ny, cannot any way pleaſure you, 

It ill beſer ms your honour, in this ſoꝛt to caſt pour ſeif dolon, 
bat rather with quictneſſe bear your affligions, and with wile⸗ 
dome deviſe how to eaſe you of this oricf 

Pol:ipus ſpake theſe woꝛds with ſuch fervency , that it made 
Pariſmus ſomewhat remember himſelt, that rifing from the 
earth, beholding his po Page kneeling by him with blubbered 
tchækes, ſo;rowſall to ſe his 8 uttered theſe 2 
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Pow can J containe my ſeit within the compaſſe of reader, 
when my lofle excæ deth the bounds of reaſcn - Pow can J with 
patience bare this affliction , when my leſſe is ſuch that all the 
Moꝛlds lveaith cannot conntervail » How ſhould wiſdemt bear 
ſway in me, when ſhe was my onely wiſdome , and with her 
pꝛet ious ſelfe , all that was mine is departed from me: Thy 
ſhould J not toꝛment my ſelt, when thꝛough my ſcif the is pe- 
riſhed - Why ſhould J not rage, ſozrowand lament her lcfle, 
p?ocured by my neplicence - Accurſed Traito2 that J was, 
that left my der Laura"va, yca the meft rertuous X ady living 
upon the earth, fo lightly in the cuſtody cf berbaro:s people. 


What wil ſhe ſay of me, but that J regarded her not - Pow 


may ſhe condemn me cf inhumanity that have ſuffred her thas to 
be taken from me: Can there be any limits otren to this my 
fozrow - Can J ever recompence this cxtream wong J have 
dane her Js there any hope that J ſhall ever ſ&@ her again - 
No Polkpus, no. What know J how thoſe Uillaines will uſe 
ber - What can J tell whither then will convay hcr - Oz what 
know the oricfe ſhe will endure - This, this tozments my 
heart that J am paſt all hope ever to ſ& her again. Yow then 
can J aſſwage my ericfe but rather incrcaſc the ſame - What 
ſufficient tozment can A inflict upon my cankered carelcfſe 
heart, that lett her in their cuſtody , and yet by that mcancs 
dave loft the fruition of her Divine pꝛeſence, whereby my life 
was mantafned - No no Polupus, mp ſo2zrowes arc ſuch as can 
no way be ſalted. therefo2e it were but in vain to perſwave my 
felf that there is any hope l ett to tedeem this incomparable loſſe, 
and left friend : Mere you ſ we are left in an tnfrequented 
place, invironed round with the Dea, and no means to eſcape 
a miſerable death by famiſhment upon this accurſed K and, that 
was ozdained to be my G2ave : Then qd. Pollipus, Ict us do the 
beſt we can to get out of this ſolitary plate, which once attai⸗ 
ned, there is no doubt but we might in continnance cf travel, 
meet with ſome that can give us knowledge of whence thoſe Py: 
rates were ; the whirh ( if by happy chance) we can once find 
out , then ſhall weſan heare what is become of Laurana, in the 
megane time with patience let vs indure the ſearch to; ber dili⸗ 


gently: 
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cently : foꝛ J vow, that if ſhe be any where to be found, 3 will 
ne ver deſiſt travel, vnt il J can heare ſome happy tidings of her 
abode : Which ſpeeches of this wo2thy Knight , ſo revived Pa- 
tumus, that he altogether abandoned that effeminate kind of 
griet and lamentation , but with a mind puft fall ot inward 
foꝛrowes, he kindly thanked Pollipus, and with this reſolute 
dctermination-theſe two wozthy Knights unarmed (ſare onip 
their Swozds) having no company but their Page, began to 
tratel along the Coaſt ſide , toſre if happtly they could find out 
any Shipping, that might Iye vpon thoſe Coaſts. 

In which travel we will leave them fo2 a ſpace, to (pcak ef 
the King of Bohemia. 

As lan as theito2m was ended, the King of Bohemia mil⸗ 
ing the Ship wherein Par ſ nus was, began to take the ſame 
moſt gr ie vou lily, fally aſſur ing him that they were periſhed, but 
he himſelf was dꝛiven into the Confines of Phꝛygia, whereas 
he pcaceably ſojourned , bntill he had fraitcd his Ships with all 
things needlull, and within woꝛt ſpace landed in Bohemia, 
where he gabe himſelf to a ſolitaty auſtere lite, and ſach ſoꝛrow 
and lamentatien was generally made fo2 the loſſe of their 

Jzinte, as it is not to be deſcribed. Likewiſe the newes 
thereof was ſan conveyed to Don ſius Court, where the ſoꝛrow 
they made was ſuch, as the like was never heard of in any 
age. | 

The Tartarians rery joxfall of the Batie,made all the haſte 
they could home towards their own Country, not any andcr 
Patches fo2 a nod ſpace miſdondt ing their captivitie, the P2in- 
ceſſe her ſelfe deing fallen intoaſwet add ſilent fleep. Leda 
being with der, martelled why Pariſmas ſfaid ſs long, and ſec- 
ing her Miſtris fa alp, ſtole ont of the Cabbin, and found 
the Pariners all carelefip quaffing , and leaving them, ſhe 
would have gone vp obe Batches, fo2 that her heart could 
not be at quiet; but finding them fat ſhut, ſhe called aloud to 
the Pariners, to tome and open the ſame: but they likewiſe 
finding the ſame faſt bolted, pꝛeſently perceived the Gip was 
under fapt and they all defrayed, and deing vefpcrate , what 
with ſhame and griele there „ very 8 
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menolk them, that moſt cf them were ſlain in this race, nct 
knowing almcſt what they did, and the rift that ſurtixed, dif- 
perately murthered themſeives : Which Leda beholding , e. 
ſarediy perſ waded her ſelt they were betrayed , and with abun: 
dancc cf tears went to her Piftrefſe again, tho till was faf 
allecp, but at laſt ſhc awaked , and ſeeing Leda weeping, her 
heart began to kaile her, and demanding the caufe ct Leda, ſhe 
could not anſwer a word, wherewith Lauara was dziten into 
ſuch an extream pa ſſien of fearc, that all her ſeynts began to 
tremble and ſhake , her colour went and came: Bat at the laft, 
what with intreaties and thꝛeatninęs, ſht cauſcd 1.cca to de: 
tlare the cauſe of thrir woe. Lau: ana no ſaner heard Leda ſap 
they were betrayed to the Tartarians, and that her Pariners 
had in a mut iny ſlain one another, but there ſhe fell down dead, 
that do what Leda could, ſhe was not able to recover her to her 
ſcnſes in a god ſpacc : But at laft her bꝛeath began to make paſ 
fage thozow the wert conduit ot her thꝛoat, and ſbe ſitted tp her 
eres, laking with ſuch a gaſtly and pitifull countenance upon 
Leda, that the was al moſt atraid to behold her: Then Lau ana 
be gan to tear and deſpoile her golden trees, and diſhirelled 
her fairc and pꝛeicous hair, and rent her ceſtiy Garments from 
her comely and delicate body, w2inging her hands, beating 
her bzeafts , and knecking her pꝛecious head againf the ba2d, 
that had not Leda hindered her, ſhe had there deſtroyed her ſelt. 
In this ſozrowtull ſo2t , Che on the one ſide continacd her la⸗ 
mentations, and Leda on the other fide wept her fil, that the 
condaits of their eyes were dꝛied vp, and not able to ſhed ano: 
ther tear, and her heart was foze with th2obbine.and the deſpe⸗ 
ratcly aud with a conſtant reſolution, attended the comming 
of thole villains that had betrayed her, who knowing themſclrs 
to be paſt the reach of the two Knights, becan to lift vp the 
Patches, and caled to thoſe that were bels w., but none made an- 
ler, which cauſed one of them to go down , and found all the 
Bohemians lye murthered, and with that joyful tydings came 
One that was the chief Captain over the reft , glott ing etc: 
ep one his ſereral Offics, went down Where Lauana was, 
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whom he found ( as is ſaid ) makeing ſuch mone , that himſelf 


. ( notwithſtanding his barbarcus diſpoſition ) could net refrain 


from pitying her grief: and in that eſtate without ſpeaking 
a wozd, he lett her, and returned again within two heures, 
thinking by that time ſhe would have ceaſed her complaints: 
But ſhe not giving her thoughts any reſpite cf conſideration, 
but oncly to think of Parumus, till continued in her ſo:rowes, 
altoc ether rcf1fing to be comkozted by any perſwaſions , and 
ko: two days ſpace, vttcriy abſtained from all kind cf ſaſte- 
tance, by meanes wherect, ſhe was bꝛought to extream hazard 
and peril of her like, which cauſed Leda to ttter theſc perſwa⸗ 
ftons. 

Dearc Piſtreſſe, quoth ſhe, if you would vouchſafe to hearc 
me ſpeak, then I ſhould not doubt but to eaſe your heart ot ſome 
of the care you ſo impatiently endure. You know thet my XL 02d 
Pari{wus, Polhpus and Adonius, are pet living, and no doubt 
in god eſtate, but oncly fo2 the loſſe of vou, fo2 wheſe ſake , my 
Lo2d Pariſmus U ill pꝛeſerre his life; TWhy ſhould you then dc - 
ſtroy your (cif, that he ſo much tendereth - And not rather uſe 
all poſſible meanes to p2cſerve pour ſelf, tntil you can by ſome 
meanes hcareof him: fo2 there is no doubt, but that he will 
ſcarch moſt part of the Wozld, but he will find you, and by his 
Ualour make the place where he cometh ſpcak cf his woꝛtht⸗ 
neſſe, ſo that J do not doubt, but it will by ſome accident oz 
other tome to his hearing: Then were it in vain fo2 vou by de⸗ 
ſtroying your felt, to deſtroy him likewiſe, whereas otherwiſe 
you may ppily met . to both your excee ding comtoꝛts: Pour 
vertues have the power to rule ſtrangers affratons, let them 
then reſtrain von from doing your ſelf harm What will Parif- 
mus think And what think you will be his grict, when he hath 
tro velled many ſtrange Countries in ſearch ot you, and in the 
end find you have made away pour ſelf, and were the cauſe of 
his ſo2row - I beſæch you deare Piſtres conſider ot theſe things 
aright and weigh the eſtate we are in, and then J do not yodbf, 
but your wiſedome will allow it better fo2 you to pꝛeſtrre your 
ſelf foz his ſake, then by deſtroping your ſelt, to be guilty both of 
your own death and his to, 

With: 
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Uith theſe toꝛcible perſ waſions, Laurana began ſomewhat to 
pacific her ſelf , and with a ſet led reſolutiom, determined to en⸗ 
dure what miſery ſot ver ſhould light upon her: And therefo2s be- 
gan to confer with Leda about their hard hap, and miſerable 
eſtate , which dꝛore her to her very wits end to think of. But 
in the mid of theſe thoughts came the Captain, who beholding 
Lau a. cs Paieſtical tountenance, and ext ding beauty, was 
ſo amazed therewith, as he condemned himſelt of villany to 
have p2ecured ſo Divine a creature diſcontent. Law ava ſe ing 
him ſtand gazing upon her, began boldly to demand of him what 
be would have - he humbly kneling.told her that he had p;ortt- 
des her Dinner if ſhe plcaſed to taſt thereof, which ſhe willing ly 
conſented unto , and began conſiderately to recal her fozmer 
ſcnccs , but yet ſo inwardly ſozrowfull , as it was a rare vertue 
in her,ſoſuddainly to overmaſter her intemperate grief, and yct 
remain ſo full of griete, that the very ſubſtance of her ſences was 
perten ſoꝛrow. 

By this time the Pyꝛats had ſafely landed their Ships in the 
Aland, where their maſter \ndramar: was, which was intom⸗ 
paſſed with ſuch mighty Rocks of ſtene, that it was impefſibie, 
but onely one wap, in which way, a few were of power ſufficient 
to keep out a whole Armpof men, and ſan they conveyed Lau- 
rana and Leda tothe Caſtic, where they pꝛeſented her (with 
ſuch je wells as they had with her) to aneravar-, who being 
a man of a moſt p2oud and haughty diſpoſition , and Pajeſtical- 
iy ſeated in an imperial ſeat, was ſo raviſhed at the firſt rie w 
of Lauranacs beauty , that he tad adviſcdly beholding her: At 
laſt he came tober, to have imb2aced her tender body, in his 

rough armes, but ſhe abhozing him, tha him from her with 
a d{ſdainfull ſcoꝛn, where with he began to fawn upon her as 
a dog will do on his maſter when he bath ben newly braten, 
and began to make ſhews to them of orcat welcome , and kind⸗ 
ip hzought them to ſtately and goꝛgeous Chambers moſt richly 
furniſhed, and fon all things needfall were there pꝛeſented unto 
ber by ſuch women as were in the Caſtle. 
Laurana ſ ing ber ſcif thus kindly uſed, and not ebili intreat- 
ed, was therswithſome what lcomfozted , and uſed her ſelf ac- 
cozding 
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cozding tdthe condition ol the time and place, and kindiy ac- 
ccpted all their courteſies ; but the love which And: amarc made 
unto her, ſe med ſo hatetall in her eycsthat it was wozſe tnto 
her then ten thouſand deaths, to endare his ſight. The Nicht 
being come and after they had ſupped, (being ſerred in moi 
ſtateip manner, and with moft coſtly and delicate diſhcs ) the 
with Leda her Paid who lodged with her, betak themſelves to 
their reſt, where ſhe could by no means give one minntes rift. 
to her ſo2rows by lep, but uttered moſt heavie plaints and la- 
mentat ions, bewailing the loſs et her dear Lo2d, that tht very 
Walles ſe med to groan fozth the Ecchocs of her complaints ; 
in which ſo2t ſhe continaed molt part of that night. 

Early the next mozning ſhe was ſaluted by Andrawar', who 
could give his minde no reft no2 quiet but in her company, ans 
his love was ſo excæ ding towards her, that he could not do any 
thing offenſive to her. In this miſcrable kind et happy cſtate 
Laut ada continued by the ſpace of a month, in which time ſhe had 
knowledgof a number of pꝛiſoners that this Ty2ent kept vvith- 
in the Caſtle, by the gr ic vous crics they made, ſome fo2 var t 
of fd, ſome vvith pains of toꝛture that he inflicted upon them, 
be ing himſelf hated of all men, and therefo2e he hated all M m⸗ 
kind, except thoſe that acco2ded to his vrickedreſs, + 

Laurana in this time uſed her ſcif fo. that ſhe ſtill deferred his 
impoꝛtunate ſate, and had him ſo tied in theſnarcs of lore, tht 
vvhat ſhe commanded he vvould p:efently crecate : but fo odt⸗ 
dus was his love unto her heavie heart, that ſhe was oftentimes 
rcadp to ſound vvith the rememb2ance thereof , bit ſtill by the 
counſel of Leda, ſhe held it the beſt courſe to kecp themſelbes in 
his favour , until they could by ſome means eſcape out of their 
cruel hands: Where vve vvill leave poꝛ Laurana inthts comfort-- 
leſs place, amongſt rude and unc ivili people both nicht and dar, 
her Paſick being the diſmal noiſe of pitifull cryes ot po:e P3ts- 
ſoners, and clogged with the loathſome lore of Ar dra part,; 
without hope he w to eſcape from that miſerable place of Bott» 
dage , where you may iudge the ſozrow ſhe endured, was fuch, 
as no tongyc is able to erpꝛeſſe. 
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Je miſetable Travel Pa: iſaus enduted in the Deſolate Iſland ; And 
now he was fuccoured by Anticchus: And afterwards, how 
they were impriloned in the Inchanted Caſtic , by the lachantre:s 
B. ona. 


=D Acimus travelling many dares along the 
Coaſts of that deſolate Jland, their chicfcft 
ted being wilde fruit that grew upon tres, 
their d2ink the clear Fountain Mater, and 
their lodging the hard and cold Earth: In 
2 | which travel they beheld many eadly anct- 

ent Towns, but altogether unpeopled ; the 

" Houſes being foz the moſt part ſtozed with 
many rich and coſtly D2znaments, Which cauſed theſe two 
nights greatly to marvail : and deſirous: to know the cauſe 
thereof, they remembꝛed what the Pyꝛates had told them, that 
in a ſtately Caſtle ſcituate in the midſt of the Country, it was 
likely there were ſome that inhabited, thep determined next to 
travel thither; fo2 they ſaw no hope how to get from that J- 
land, being grown very weak by reaſon of their faint fav and 
hard lodging; Vhich travel paz Aduiivs willingly endured, 
thinking all paine a picaſure in his Paſters comyany, unto 
whom he behaved himſelf with ſuch tender care, that Paiires 
would oftentimes extol and commend him to Pobpus Foz when 
Parilmus at any time flept, he would cover his face with his 
thinneſt garment, and made a pillom of the reſt foz his head, 
and oftentimes dꝛibe from his minde many heavie thoughts by 
bis [wet ſongs , that Pariimus thought he could never hare cn: 
dured that tedious journey with pat ience, if Adomus had ben 
abſcnt, 

Theſe wozthy Knights having continued a long time in this 
their ſolitary Malk, tak their journey by cucſs to the middeſt 


of the Country, in which trarel they cont inued ſome * werks; 


in which time they were often in danger of dzowning, by rca- 


ſon 
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ſon of many deceitful quick-ſands, and often like to be famiſbt 
foz want of ſuſtenance , and often in danger to be devoured by 
wilde beafts that were abundantly in that Country; and yet 
nd nevertheleſs they were nothing nearer their wiſhed expectation,

hat theſe complaints, 
vas Yowunfoztunate am J above all men, to be dꝛiben to this 
t to exigence ofmiſcrable calamity , that by my il foztune have be: 
t. traid the moſt thaſt, vertuous, and beautiful Lavy living, into 
and F the hands of Ty2zants to her endleſs grief; and by my means 
red, have b2ought theſe my friends in danger of a lamentable death 
into F byfamiſhment.

Fo2 I the moſt vntoꝛtunate of all men, have deſerved the grea: 
teſt paniſhment that ever was infliged upen man. In that vera: 
tion of mind continued Pariimus , and paze Acomus lay weep 
ing at his ft, almoſt dead fo2 want of fad. Po.l;rus he went up 
and down raging inwardly in his mind, his heart being fo full 
fraught with grief, that his eyes were ſwolne witz cxtreame 
ve ration. 

All the while that thcſe wozthy Unights had continucd in 
this ſympathy of ſoꝛrow, there was an ascd Permit had behsld 
their complaints, and vnderſtand eng by their behaviour , that 
they were fome diftrefſed ſtrangers, pitied their paſſicus , and 
came towards them, being all thꝛæ laid under the Oak toge⸗ 
ther lamenting, and ſaluted them with theſe kind ſpeeches: wo: 
thy Knights ( faid the Hermit \) fo2 that J ſee you are ftrancers 
and diſtreſſed, if my pa2 Cell may any way caſc you, and ſuch 
fi mple viquals., as that velds, refreſh you ; oꝛ my (cif, 02coun- 
ſel may any way picaſureycu, I dcfire you to go with me thi: 
ther, and you ſhall be welcome, 

Patuſmus beholding this aged man utter ſuch kind ſpeches,as 
one raviſned with joy. roſe from the ground, and kindly with 
thanks told him, that he willingly accepted his pzoffered curte: 
fie, fo: curtecus old man ( quoth he vou could never hare | | 
tome in a time of moze need, fozwe are now given over to de⸗ 
ſpair, therefoze we may ſay , happy old man, ron ſhall do us a 
friendly ded, which we will thankfally accept , and willingly 
requite tf it lyeth in our powers: then J p2ap pon ( quoth he) 
go with me, fo2 J'perceive .your bodies are weartcd with 
travel, and your hearts ty2ed with grief: ſo they joyfally 
went to his Cell, being giad of this comfozt, and in littic 
ſpace attained thither . which was in a large Cave under the 
Earth, moſt ſecretly tontrived: where they were fan well re- 
weed with wine and veniſon, which thic old man had al wayes 


After that they hav well ſatiofied thetr hanger with this ond 
cher , the old man requeſted to know of whenca they were, 
and by what diſaftred milchance they wers arrived on that un. 
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happy J land, Pariſmus told him how he was Don to the ing 
of Bohemia , and that his Champion was a Knight of Phzygia, 
rchearſing unto him their whole miſadventure , and the lofſe of 
Laurana, uttering the ſame in ſuch dolefull wiſe , that the old 
Htrmit could not refrain from griet. By that time Patiſmus had 
ended this Tragtal diſcourſe , it wared dark, and therefo2e 
the old Hermit had bꝛought them to their Lodging, which was 
the ſame Bed whereon he lay himſeit (there be ng no other 

on which Pariimus was very vnwilling to lye, thereby to diſplace | 
this cad old man: But by the manifold intreaties of the Per 
mit heyelved, and ſan addzeſſed himſelf thereunto, defiring 
Polipus to be his Bedfellow, and becauſe Adonius was ſome- 
what ſickly, they laid him in the midſt bet wirt them, foz that 
he had done them manp pleaſures in their travatle, Paritmus 
being ſo far in love with him, as he would have ventured his own 
life to do him ged. 

Po Adomus with bluſhing cher ks put off his apparel and ſæ⸗ 
med to be abaſhed when he was in his ſhirt, and tenderly leapt 
into the Bed betwixt thiſe two wozthy Knights , who little 
ſuſpected that it was Voletta, where ſhe pw? ſoul lay cloſe at 
Pati mus back, the very ſweat touch cf whoſe body ſcemed to ra- 
dich her with joy: And on the other ſide not acquainted with 
ſach Bedfcliowes , ſhe ſemed as it were metamoꝛphoſed with 
a kind of delightfull feare 2 But had Pollipus known it had ben 
his dear Viole:ta, he would have mo2e kindly regarded his Bed- 
fclow , who le med to tart if Pollipus did but ſtir. 

Thus they all tak their reſt that Night , the two Knights 
onelybeina glad of this quict repoſe after their long travel : 
And Adonw Having in his heart a thouſand delights of joy, by 
touching Pa mus ſweet body ; and early in the moming, Ado- 
mus was vp, being afrafd to uncover his delicate bedy, but 
with ſpeed ſane araped himſelf, and had fo neatly p20vided all 
things againft theſe t wo Unights ſhould riſe , that both of them 
admired his behaviour. having pꝛobided moſt wholeſome bathes 
foz their feet , which did them much eaſe , being they were lese 
bzuiſed wire travel. 

The god old Hermit, ſe ing * woꝛthy Iichts ready to 

take 
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take their leave ( fo2 that they were unwilling to ſtay to tray: 
ble him) requeſted them that they would tay with him, ſome 
days to refreſh themſcives, Gad Father ( ſaid Parumus) if 
we bc not troubleſome unto you then will we Cay, and bꝛing 
our ſcives further into your debt. Notſo woꝛthy Knights(quoth 
de) fo2 I know you will not go fromout of this Country, un 
le le you will ay ſome time withme , fo2 J aire vcu there is 
no meanes but one which muſt be atchicrcd with much hazard of 
vour lives , which many have attempted, but never cculd cffeg, 
I p2ay you God Father, ſaid he, let us be ſo much beholding, 
to vtu as to know the meanes, fo2 were it never ſo dangerous 
willingly J ſhall undertake the fame, ſ&ing there is no ether 
meaves to eſcape, fo2 I ereatly deſire to know what is become 
of the vertuous Lady Lavrava ; Wherewtrh the Yermit begen 
in this manner, Poſt woꝛthy P2zince( queth he) XA now begin 
to rehearſe a hiſtoꝛy, of the moſt viledeſt Traitoꝛ living on the 
earth , whole name is Drubal, ſometimes a ſubiea of mine, but 
now mp ſuper iour; fo2 know wo:thy Knights , my name is An» 
tiochus, ſomet ime the unhappp ralcr of this J land. This Dru- 
ba'lſometime ſcrved me, unto whom J committed my ſecrets, 
as the man J moſt truſted , who in time crewſo pꝛoud, that un: 
der colour of my favcur , he would commit many bad aqtons, 
whereby he was much hatcd amongſt mp Noeblemen, and mp 
ſubjecns began to accuſe me as accefſary to his tags, ond foꝛ that 
I was ſo blinded with his flatteries, thep be gan flatiy to rebel, 
and being rep2oved foz his miſdemeanour by my cideſt Sen, he 
offered in my pꝛeſence to have ſlain him, which made hin ſo o: 
dfous , that by the impoꝛtunty of my Kobles J banifht him my 
Court, and Country, which he tak in ſich diſdainfull ſo2t , 
that ever after he deviſed to do me miſchfef, and joyned himſelt 
to Bellona, m greateſt enemy, which dwelt on a Heig hbouring 
Aland, the moſt wickedeſt Bag, living upon the whole carth, 
uſing Witch-crafts, Sozceries, and Anchantments, to fur- 
ther their purpole againſt me: And coming into this my'Coun: 
try, having many friends, firſt won many of my ſubjcus hearts, 
and alter that made open wars againſt me, and by their trength 
pat me to tight, 
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Who having gotten mp Crown, they impziſoned my Queen, 
and two Sons, and a Daughter, which J had living, but not 
withſtanding they could never quictly en joy the Government , 
but were oftentimes diſturbed by mp Subjects , who utterly re- 
fuſed to live under his Tyꝛannp, fo2 that he dayly grew mozec 
odious amongſt them, that by continual war his Country was 
almoſt waſted, and by the Counſel of that wicked ag B.llor a, 
he with his confedcrates betak themſelves to a miphty Poun- 
tain aditoyning and fo2tified themſeives, and by Witch-craft 
framed an invincible Caſtle, from whence they contingally 
iCacd fo:th, and vanquithed and lew moſt cf my Noblemen , 
the reſt remaining now in their cuſtody, in moſt miſerabic ſer 
vitude. 

Bat not contented with this ſervitude, they were ſo much gi⸗ 
ven to Divellich kary, that they deſtroycd all this whole Country, 
not ſuffering Pan, Wloman , no2 Child, to live, neither tan 
any creature Land here, but bntheir Soꝛcerics, they will de⸗ 
ſtroy them. In this kind of cruelty they have continued many 
ycares, my ſelt have ben ſecretly hiddden in this plate, from 
wheſe hands J have been p2eſcrved all this time by Divine ope- 
rations, and by the vertue of a Jewel that was given me by an 
old artſ-man of Tartaria, 

The Caſtie wherein they remain, is diſtant from hence the 
miles, being the godlyeſt thing to the outward ſhew, that e- 
ver eye beheld, where Dcuball and Bellona without d2cad live in 
great mirth, continually tozmenting my Queen and pw2 Chil: 
d;en with intollerable tozments, 

Now moſt wozthy Knights{quoth he) unlcfſc you can by ſome 
meanes overcome theſe furies, there is no other hope to eſcape 
from henc? , fo; long you cannot remain, but they will know 
of your being here, foz all Paſſengers do ttterly ſhun this place, 
as a hitefull and ominous Coaſt. They having heard this Yer - 
mits ſtrange diſcourſe, wondzed at the crucity of Bellona, and 
were confounded in their thoughts with the danger they ſhould 
endure to conquer their Jnchantments , that ſuddenly they 
could not tell what to determine of : But craving pardon 
of Azciocin foz their rude behaviour towards him, —— 

ekoze 
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befoze they knew not, molt lovingly ſaluted him. Par:(mns ſat» 
to Pollipus, that de would the next momning without delay tra- 
vel thitherwards : and Polupus returned him this anſwer : that 
were he ſure to ſuffer a rhouſand deaths he would bear his igt 
neſs company, rowing not to loſe his ſight, no2 abſtain any ha- 
ard koꝛ his lake. 

The next mozning they were eariyup , determining to leave 
Adomus with Antiochus in his Cave ; but not withſtanding all 
his perſwaſtons he would not ay, but with tears and humble 
intreatics, he obtained Parimus conſent : who was unwilling 
to have him go, leſt he might be hurt in this attempt. Anto- 
chus condaged them untill they were in ſ ght of the Caſtle, and 
then teturned to his Cell, in vocat ing ans pꝛaying after his man 
ner fo2 their god ſucceſs, 

When they had well viewed the Caſtle, which was beautt- 
kully ſeated upon a ſtrong Rock, encompaſſed vvith a mighty 
bage deep Lake, they ſought round about the ſame but could 
ande no paſſaove thereto, having neither Bꝛidęe no? other way 
to go on fat. At laſt they heard a little Bell ring within the 
Caſtle, which alarm was rung dy the Watchmen, thereby ot- 
ving not ice to the reſt of the ſoldiers to arm themſeires with all 
expedition : upon which noiſe, they preſently diſcovereda Boat 
with fix armed Knights in it making towards them: As ſan 
as they were landed, Par ſmus demanded of them who was K c:d 
of the Caſtle: The Enights anſwered, come along with us and 
pou (hall ſee, and pzeſentiy they began to lay hold on him. Stay 
ſaid Pariimus, let me ask pou one queſtion: Say on, quoth ont 
of them. Is the Load of this Caftie among vou: quothhe. No 
Caid the other. J would he were (fafd Pariſmus) fo2 J vow 
wert he here J would have his Trattoꝛs head betoze he return- 
ed : And thereupon he and Pollipus dzew their ſwoꝛds, being 
other wile unarmed , and ſo vailtantiy aſſailed thoſe fir anięhts 
that ferrfed over from the Caſtle, that in a very ſhozt ſpace 
they were all Cafn upon the place, the vico2s reteiving very lit» 
tte damageo? hurt, - - 

The Ferry-men fe&ing their fire-Champions lyaweltcring 
it their purple goꝛe, ran towards their Boat; but Adomus fee - 
| | ing 
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ing his Paſter and Polupus had lain thetr enemies, was betoze 
gotten down into the ſame, and ſieing the Ferry. men comming 
towards him and Pariſmns and Pollipus purſuing them, thauft 
the Boat out of their reach, and by that means they had ſon 
taken theſe ſtaves, pꝛomtũng them their lives upon condition 
they would diſcover the. ſecret paſſages of the Caſtle, and by 
what means they might obtain it: but they denying to diſcloſe 
any thing that might be pꝛe judicial to their Lo2d they immedi. 
atcly diſpatched them. 

And Ya lms comming to Al-vivs moſt kindely emb2acey 
him, and with cyceding pꝛaiſcs extolled dis Wiſedome in per 
fo2ming this exploit to Pclnzus, who admired to fee ſo great 
policie and diſcrit ion in ont fayoung; but his Mit and Wiſe: 
dome vras fach. thit had they known the party they dvould 
have mo2e admired his vertuc. 4 

By mcans of this Boat the v had paCaoe unto the other fide 
of the Riter, wherc they drere no ſoncr landed, but they heard 
ſach a hidedus noiſe within the Cattle. furh thand:ing and rat- 


ling in the Skies, that it would have amazed the ſteuteſt Chant 


pions in the Woztd; but they were not hing abaſhed thereat, ſa- 
ving Adonws ſtead quaking and haking with ertream fear. Then 
iff1ed out of the Caſtle two mighty huge pꝛopoꝛtioned Mon⸗ 
ſters, ſeeming rat her to he Devils then natacal men, bvho aſ-« 
lail ed thefe t wo wo thy anights withſurhſaey, that had they 
not nimbiy avoided their biowes, they had ut that very inſtant 
periched vvho pꝛoſecutes their blowes with ſarh ficrcencts;, 
that the very earth ſee med to ſhake and tremble thereat, inſo⸗ 
much that with extremity of labour ( and madnefs' that thep 
could not offend theſe Knights! the Sun being then at the high 
eſt) they vvere ſo hot, that their ves da teu with the ſtbeat that 
fell from their bꝛowes; vvhich advantage theſe Champions ſon 
cſpied, and with their woꝛds ( hating gotten within compaſs 
of their mighty Baces ) fur ended their wzetrhev: lives, vvho 
gave ſuch groans that all the Caſtle — — the noilv there. 
of : Which try \d amazed Dtibal and Bella, being then at 

their plieature, that they came haſtily cutdring to behold theſe 
two wo:thy Knfgbts who: were then entring the Caſtle ; and 


no 
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no ſaner came into the inner Court, but they beheld the moſt 
exellent beauty of the Caftle, being the molt gozgeous and ffate- 
ly Buildings that ever they hadſeen: Where they had not long 
ſtayed, but they beheld Bellona comeing towards them, whom 
they thought te have been ſome Queen intleſed in that Caſtle , 
fo2 that ſhe was Crowned with an Imperial Diadem: Who 
with her So2certes ſo bewitched their ſentes, that immediatiy 
they teli into a dead andſeund fleep ; pꝛeſently ſhe commanded 
them to be convayed into a ſtrong P3iſon, and there fettered 
them with Jrons, 

At ſuch time as they awaked , they were ext dinęly ama 
3ed toſee themſelves in that manner impꝛiſoned, and Pariſ- 
mus, was ſo cnraged with extreame ſozrow, that he teze his 
hair, and rent his garments, raplcd on his mtsfoztuncs, cur: 
fed his Deſtinies, and bered his own heart with extream paſ- 
fions of ſozrow, that his ſpeeches was turned into bittet 
ſighes , and his ſences fozgot their vertue, and he was ſo de- 
ſperately ſad, that no griefe might be compared to that he cn: 
dured, 

Po kpus on the other fide continued his wonted manner of en⸗ 
during atũ tation. which was pꝛeſentiy to ſtudy how to rid him- 
ſeif and his friend from the ſame, which might be accounted 
rareft vertue that ever was in a Knight ; he onelp ffudicd 
hisreleaſe , andneverraged no railed againſt himſelf, no: 


other ways diſtempered his ſentes, but overcame his inward ſoꝛ⸗ 


riſmes would highly extol him foz the fame ; and paz Violetta 
weond2ed at his government . as # moſt rare vertue which the nc: 
ber ſaw in any but himſelf: TUbich' made her offentimes ac. 
tuſe her ſeif of unkindnefle : that ſhe hav ſo ungently refuſed ſo 
curteous a Knights love ; which very thoughts touched her ſo 
neare the quick, that ſhe was oftentimes in mind to yeld to

Their fod being b2cad and water, their bed the hard and cold 

earth, in a moſt loathlome ſtinking P2zifon, Which pain they 

patiently endured , bat were bothſo gribed fox pd} Adonis, 

that their hearts were almoſt ready fo burſt with prief, who con- 

tinualip( not withſcanding his weaknefe ) ſiemed to be, of great 
comtoꝛt. | | 

But being all his life time tenderly bꝛought ap, he degan to 

war very ſick with the ill ſavonr,and hard fare, iu fhis loatiſome 

Pꝛifon, that there g of like in him: „

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what with devices and fozce, wzung himſelf from the place 
where he was faſtened, and made ſuch meanes( notwithſtanding 
his heavy Jrons) that he came topaz Adonius and unleſcd ma: 
ny of his bolts and Jrons from his weak body, and tert inually 
made him ſit on his lap, (being all the meancs he had to comfozt 
him withal ) that the paz ſoul be ing aimcft dead with lying cn 
the eronnd, felt creat comfo2t of Pell pus warm body, which 
kindneſſe poꝛ Violetta ſo kindly accepted , that ſte bt ax to lote 
him moſt cntirely, and remembꝛinę an impc ſibility cf cnjoping 
Pa if nus, ſetitd her affeaic ns upen the worthy Polupus , think: 
ing, he that was ſo kind to her be ing taken as a Pare, he 
would be mach moꝛe kind to her it he knew her to be Violent. 
Ever dap they were ſerved by a rnde and unc ivil fare, in ſuch 
ſozt that it would hare made the moſt delicateſt and daintc> 
fare ſeem loathſome to be ſo handled, u hich Be lora did upon 
p2ctence: Firſt to uſe them hardly, and then by uſace to dꝛaw 
them to a god opinion of her centcincfle: Foz on a time ſhe 
came to viſite theſe Pꝛiſoners, being no way dꝛabn thereto by a 
tcrtuous inclination , but of a moſt unchsſt and beaft-itke vil: 
poſition , and coloarably ſœmed to rep2ove the Jayle2, that he 
had uſed them ſo hardly, commanding him to remote them into 
a moꝛe deliębtſome place, whcre they had tery ſoft beddine, cad 
air, and far better diet, which kindnefſe cf hers , they both com: 
mended, 

In which place they remained manp days: During which 
time, Pollus and Adonus were Bed-fcllowes., be fall little 
knowing who it was he ſo tenderly regarded, foz by reaſen that 
he was ſickly, Pollipus being d2awn thereto by a tcrucus intl i. 
nation p2oceding from milde pity , would cften fold him in his 
armes, end lo kindly cheriſh him, that by his mcancs paz Vio- 
letta had recotcred her fozmer health : Which imb2acements of 
Pollipus, at the firſt ſemsd to de ftrange to her, but in continu: 
ance, ſhe ta vcrtuous delight in his [wet company, that his 
pꝛeſente was her whole delight, and theſe kindnefſes did ſo much 
re jeyte her heart (b the knowledge of her own eftate , and re. 
membꝛante that ſhe was unknown ) that ſhe was a thoufand 
times in mind toreveal her ſelf to him, when the —_— 
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his armes ( he having not the leaſt thought that ſhe was a 
woman) and a thouſand times that determination was crcCed 


by contrary thoughts, that her joy ſeemed without compare, 


had it not been fo2 the remembꝛante of the cftate they remained 
in; but heart was ſo chered with theſe deltehts, that by her 
pleaſant devices, ſhe would d2ive many ſad thoughts from the 
unchierfull hearts of theſe impꝛiſoned Champions; Who ſo 
ereatly admired their Pages vertues, that they were both 
d2awn in an exceding love cf his qualities, 

Bellona had all this while (by remembꝛing the tomely pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tions of the ne w tome pꝛiſoners, kindled ſuch ſparkes of im- 
modeſt love in her loathſome bꝛeaſt) that the burden therect was 
intollerable to her to endure , and therefoze arming her ſeit with 
an unſhametaſt countenance,ſhe reſolved either ſpeedily to wozk 
her own content, by en joping ene, oꝛ both ot᷑ their perſons, to 
ſatisũ e her appetite, oꝛ to woꝛł their endlcſſt toꝛment, and her 
own death, which divel ich reſolutton tak ſach deep rat in her 
impure- heart, that ſhe pꝛeſently came unto the place where 
theſe two Knights were, and with afawning countenance ſa⸗ 
luted them: Being att ired as ſhe thoucht moſt co2grouſly to 
delight their eys, but ſo unſtemly ſhee became thoſe rich at- 
tires, that it would hate altered a dp grounded «ffcation to 
extreame diſdaine to behold rich attyʒe on ſo unſeemly a car- 
kalle. 

P zriſmns nothing regarded her: But Polli s adviſedly ob- 

fer ved her behobiour, and his fancy jumpt rightly on her dil⸗ 
caſe, that at the very firft , he rightly conteited this her amo⸗ 
rous paſſion, Allan as ſhe was entered and had ſaluted them, 
ſhe began to enquire of Pollipus ( foz that he ſemed to be the 
cherfulleft ) of what Country they were; and how they arrived 
in that Coaſt . Pollipus told her, that they were Kniphts of 
Phꝛygia that tratelled towards Tartaria , but by a mighty 
tempeſt they were dziven upon that J and, where their Ship 
and men were all caſt away, but themſelves and their little 
Page, being thereby d2iven to travel by land by chance lipht- 
ed on this. Caſtle, intending to try if we could get paſſage in- 
to Tartaria,foz that the Country is no where elſe —

ſery we hate endured, being affliced fo2 no offence that 
we have given to the Lo2dof this Caftie;: therefoze fair Lady, 
tt there be any vert nous pity in pon, grant out roleaſement from 
this bondage, which can no way benefit you: Me art ſuch as 
never intended yon harm any way: Bit by neceCity were com. 
pclled to this place, whichhath pꝛobed ſo miſerable. 

Bellona being tickled with this flattering ſpech of Pollipus , 
( which ſemed ts agree with her diſpoſition ) made him this an. 
ſwer. Wo2thy Knight ( quoth the ) if it lye in my power to re- 
teaſe you, JI will moſt willingly do it, foz ſuch gad will IJ 
bear you, and ſuch pity J take fo2 your hard uſage , that J hate 
caaſed pou tobe removed from the miſerable Pꝛiſon whcrin you 
were befoze , and have both bettred your lodging and your diet, 
and will do all that you wiſh, oꝛ venture my life in perſuit ther: 
of, if you will condiſcend to ftay with me in this Country: Fo? 
woꝛthy Knight , theugh it fi] beſemes my ſere to begin the mo. 
tions of lobe, and ſhew their beloved the depth of their affection, 
yet ( fo2 that peradbenture your inclination is not ſo bent) 3 
her both offer you freedome , and what elſe you will require, fo 
that poa will peeldto lobe me. 

Foꝛ at thefirft view of yoar perfor , my heart ſo ſarfcited , 
withdelight of beholding pour perfection , "that ever fince 3 hate 
cnioyed no quiet, but onely the hope to enjoy my deſired wiſh: 
Cheretoꝛe gentle Knight, refoite me of my donbt, ard grant 
this my ſute, and thereby eaſe your ſelf cffarther pain, and ſet 
theſe your friends at liberty. 

Pollious hearing her ſpeeches thought ft his bett courſe to cloſe 
with her, and therefoze anſwered : Boſt woꝛthy Lady. this re 

act of yours is dangerous fo2 me to perfo2m . fo? if the L oꝛd of 
tdis Caſtle ſhould any way heart thereof , then would he inflfc 
a miſerable death upon me, (as he might well do) and alſo my 
heart is opp2efſed with a heavy paſſion of feare , [caft theſe your 
kind ſpaghes ould p2oced of no gd will, bat onely totry me 
withal, and thercbp baing me in danger, bring already furpꝛi⸗ 
fed with lobe of your vertues. wi chere luth as mige content a 
far detter man then my ſelf,

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| Belopa hearing his kind ſpeeches, and having pzivily recet- 
ved a [wet kiſle of him, neither P animus noz Adot ius feetng the 
ſame, was now indeed fettcred in the ſnares of lobe, where» 
as befoze (he intended nothing but laſt, and theretoꝛe reſoitcy 
to obtain his love, and to wozk the downfal of DO ubal, thereby 
to poſſefſe the ſame without any ict oz impediment . and th re⸗ 
foe with oathes, p2otefiations , teares, andunfained vowes,

kindly ( though farre from any gad intent) he embzaced*Bel. 
loaa in his armes, who was therewithſo greatly pleaſed, that ſhe

abode, At which wo zd, tho Nucen, her Daugbter, and two 
Sons, were ſo revived with exceeding joy (aſaredly beleeving 


- his wozds )that with many thanks and courtifies, they pꝛo⸗ 


ſtrated themſelvs bekoꝛe theſe woꝛthy Hnfghts , that had every 
way b2onght them happy newes: Where many other ſpecches 
paſſed bet wirt them, till bythe nights app2oach, they all betak 
themſelves to their re within thoſe Tents, where all things 
were ozderly p2obfded by Drubals ſervants : And they quietly 
reſted until the next mozning , Adonius ill being Pollipus Bed⸗ 
fellow , who was now grolen into fachavmiratton of the ſplen⸗ 
dour of his ſplendant vertues, that ſhereſolbed rather to die a 
thouſand deaths then to loſe one jot of his love, which by many 
infallible tokens ſhe knew to be ſo {opal , that no thought of 
change could take rat in his conſtant heart: And fo indeed it 
was. Foz Pollipus was ſo fervently afecioned toher love, that 
although he knew not what was becomeof her, and at his being 
at her Fathers houſe , had from her ſelf received a flat denial,

Now is he fallen into the hands of 
ſuch as will ſone ab2idge his dayes, it is impoſſible fo2 him to 
withſtand the force of ſuch a maltitude, but fail into utter rnine, K br 
O that my unwoꝛthy ſeif had ben fn His company, that J mtokt li 
have taken part in the afflictions he is likely to endare,and have it 
comkoꝛted him in his diſtreſs. Acturſed and uncourtcous that w 
I was, in ſo many fit occaſions as J had, that would never ma: ve 
niteſt my ſelt unto him, who cont inually ſoʒrowed fo2 my abſence m 
never mo2e al J cnjop his ſweet company, ne ver mo2e (hall J 
lye folded in his manily Armes, the touch of his emb2accs were m 
mo2e pleaſant, then all the joyes J ſhall hereafter cndure, Þ li! 
What reſtethnowfo2 me, but toſpend the reſt of my accurſed Þ R 
days in continual ſo:row fo2 his abſence, or 
Y wing ended theſe ſpeches, ſhe ſuddenly ſtarted up, and Þ 1a 
with abundanca of tears, came to the place wherg Pariſmus was be 
who ſeeing the ſoꝛrow he made,erceedingly wond2ed whence fuch th 
kinde love and affeaion, and ſo many vertues as he continually K yo 
beheld in him ſhould pꝛocæ d. By this night appꝛoached, and they i ttt 
ſtill made fozwards, till by the counſel ot Pa mus they taſt an. N pe 
choz. determining to ſtay there till the next mo2ning, Pdllipe; 
Itke wile ſeefng the ſhip wherein he was, ſailed ſo faſt from 
company of his friends, with his ſwoꝛd tut all the tackles am 
co2ds, that the ſailes fell over-bo2d , and he all night lay hull 
ing upon the Sea, the Weather being very calm, determi. 
ning next moꝛning to compel ſuch as were under Hatches, th 
conduct him back to the other ſhip whom he knew would net 
ſtray from his company. - 
The momning being come, the Ship was with the tide bzought 
back again, that the Parriners of Ba-zillus ſhip got a fight there: 
of, with which newes they came to the P2ince, who was accom: 
panted by Adoniushis Page ; which newes fo revived him, that 
he pꝛeſently came up, by which time they aſſuredly knew it was re 
the Py2ates ip, and Pollipus ſ&fng them, tod waving hisÞ th 
woꝛd above his head, in ſign of vico2y, and being both met, P- 
riſmus with great joy embꝛated him, commending his valour: 
And Adonius tod by, being affeaed with ſach inward joy, as! 
altogether want the skill to expꝛeſs. _ 
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Then Pollipus declared unto them the manner of his viaoꝛv⸗ 

and calling up ſuch as were in the Ship, who expeaing nothing 
but death, were un willing to ſhew themſelves, but at laſt came 

like men agaſt, being many ofthem ſo grit vouſſy wounded, that 

it pityed Pariimus to ſe the eſtate they were in: Me demanded 

whence they were, who told him that they had ſwozn net to re⸗ 

veale the truth thereof to any. But ſince it was ſo that they 

mult needs, they began in this ſoꝛt. 

We were ſervants unto Q\wald the General cf our compa- 
ny, whom this wozthy Knight hath ain, himſelf a ſervant 
likewiſe to the mighty Andramar, Governour of the Iſle of 
Recks, ſo termed, fo2 that the ſame is not to be entred but 
one way, by reaſon of the mighty Rocks that incompaſs the J- 
land. Py Paſter continualty bzought unto him ſnch riches as 
he could get upon the Sea, and had you faln into his hands, 
thither he would have conveyed you as Pꝛiſoners, from whence 
you ſhould never hate cſcaped, In which we have con⸗ 
tinucda long time, but being kaln into your hands, we intreat 
you to ſave our lives, whole deaths wil nothing at all pꝛofit vou. 

The Pꝛince hearing this repo2t, was wonderfully troublod 
in mind, and began to con jeque that the ſame Pyꝛates that had 
betrayed them in the deſolate J land, and fled with his eſpouſed 
Laurana, were likewile of Andramartics Servants, Which 
cauſed him to conterrt with Polli; us, who was troubled with the 
very ſame thought, and grounding their hopes thercon, they de⸗ 
termined to make trial thereof, but firſt they queſtioned with O1- 
walds ſervants, to ſe if they could gather any comfo2tabic re⸗ 
po2t from them, who told them, that it was a great while ſince 
they were in the J and, and thcrefo2c they could no way inkoꝛm 
them thereof. 

But theſe noble Knichts hearts were ſo revived with this 
repoꝛt of Aniramart, that they aſſaredly perſivaded themſci ves 
that they ſhould hear ſomcnews of Lauran , and with that deter: 
mination, they made choiſe of ſuch cf the Pyꝛates as they 
thought were fi tteſt fo2 their guides, and with all the haſte they 
could haſted chither wards, once again committing their foꝛtune 
to the mercy of the ſeas, _ 
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Not many days after, they by happy ſucceſs fn travel, 
were come near the Jſland of Rocks (the wiſhed placed 
their expectation ) then Pariſmvs and Polhpus began to tenſult 
bet wirt themſelves fo2 their beſt landing, fo2 that it was aſſy: 
red them, that it was impoſſible to enter by fo2ce : Fo? that the 
paſſage was contiuualiy ſtrongly gar did, and all things ſo arti: 
ficially contrived, fo2 the diſadvantage of ſuch as ſhould at. 
tempt any thing, that it was altogether vain to think that way 
to cntcr, 

Theſe diſcomfo2ts d2ave them to the trial of their uttcrmoſ 
wits, fo2 by the perf waſion they had to find Laurara there, they 
determined (though the attempt were nerer ſo dangerous ) ty 
make trial rhercof, oꝛ Parifmus rather determined to be dc: 
tained there as a Pꝛiſoner, then to leave any thing unperfom: 
ed whereby hc was put in any comfo2t of enjoying his long am 
wilhcd expectation, 

Kherefo:c calling to them ſuch as were the ſervants of Of. 
wall they teld them, that the conqueſt of that place wholly refted 
fn their powers: Therefo2e Pariimus ſad, if you will condifceny 
to follow mp direction herein, J do not doubt but eaſily to accom: 
plith the ſame, and fo2 your truth, reward pou ſo kindly, as you 
Mall no wapaed to fear the fury of Andramar:, who maketh ny 
other account of yon, but to kp you as his Uaſſals and Caves, 
in bondage and cruel ſervitude, whereas ff you will be true and 
kaithtull unto me, J will ſet vou at liberty, and reward you te 
your hearts content, Foꝛ J myſelf am Governonr of a Country 
far exceeding this place, whither J will conduct you with me, if 
J happily atchieve my deſire herein, oꝛ if my determination fail: 
eth herein, yon ſhall ſafely return unto your Ships, and be at 
quitted from all fear of his revenge. | 25 

The Pyzates hearing the curteons ſpeches of Patiſwus, 
having alſo in the time they had ben in his company, noted his 
Pꝛincely behaviour, and on the other ſide, weighing the eſtate 
they remained in, being his Pꝛiſoners, on whom he might in- 
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flia a cruel puniſhment it they ſhould refuſe to atd him in the 


requeſt he had made, and alſo conſidering the little account An- 


dramatt had always made of them, and the cruelty he had 2 
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to them: All theſe conſiderations wzought ſuch a change in the 
hearts of theſe po ſla ves, that they frely condiſcended to foitow 
his directions in any thing he ſhould demand, 

Parimus was glad of their conſent, but fearing to truſt 
them, he uttcred theſe ſpeeches, Sirs J thank you fo2 your 
willingneſs to pleaſure me, but pardon - me though J make 
ſome queſtion of your loyalty, fo2 that J have ben already de- 
ceived by men of your p2ofeſſion : And as A fuppoſe of .Aadia- 
mans ſervants, by whoſe unfaithfulnefs theſe miſeries that we 
arc faln into are happened. Mherrupon he toke, occaſi- 
on to repoꝛt unto them the treachery of the Pyzates in the de⸗ 
folate I land, thereby to make unfaithfulneſs feem odious in 
their fights. 8 1. „6e. | 

The Pyzates bowed with ſuch conſtdente to be true imo 
them, that they were fully aCuredof their truth, and being noa 
the place of their landing, admiring} the wondertull ſtrength of 
the ſame, thus they continued in their firatagem, PacifnusPolli. 
pos and Batzilios (who would needs. accompany them Armed 
themſelves with the beſt Armour they had, and putting on Sea 
Gownes (; whereunder they conveyed their woꝛds ſo ſetretly, 
that none could deſern the lame) were condaed as conquered by 
the Pyꝛates, untothe paſſage into the Jfland, and Adonius in 
their company (who by no meanes would leave them.) Which 
the Guardians perceiving, and knowing Olwalds Servants,and 
thinking the reſt to be-Paiſoners., carelefly latd away their 
weapons nothing ſaſpecingtheirintent, kindly welcomed their 
fellowes and conducted them with joy. paſt their places of reſift: 
ance, which the Knights percetving, ſuddeniy ſevered them⸗ 
ſelves,and with their weapons dzawn valtantiy latd about them, 
* they dad lain ſuch as refilted' them. The Py2ates (ing 

his happy ſucceſs, went on with Pariſnus and Pollipus towards 
Andramarts Caſtle, which when they had ſhown them, they de: 
ſired (being terrified with fear of Andramatts cruelty )to return 
unto their ſhips, who laughing at their timoꝛouſneſs gave them 
leave to depart with Ba zillus, who: undertok to kæp the paſſage 
that none might enter to endamage them. 
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Wich what danger Pariſmus " Andr marts Caſtle, and how they 
wcre by him brought i in danger of their lives, and how atteryards 
they ſlew him, and histwo Brethren,

ye riſmus and Poil pus onelpattended by poꝛ Adonius, 

made towards the Caſtile where by reaſon that it 

N was late, they could not enter, but ſecretly con: 

veyed themſelves into a heap of ſhoꝛt ſhzubs, and-buſhes that 
grew by the Caſtle will, ſuicient to hide them in. and there de: 

termined to take their nights repoſe, Thiserplott was ſo ſid, 
dainly pertoꝛmed, that thoſe within the Caſtle had no know: 
ledge thereof , which tell ut well fo> the two Knights, 'who 
quietip reſted in that place, being no way molefted that night, 
but were excedinplyTricved to hear the froanes, cryes, and 
grievious complaints, cf ſgeh/as remained in Pꝛiſon, which 
continaed in ſach cruel Wer; 480 were to heavy to rt: 

poꝛt. 

Early the nert moing theſe, Noble Knivhts hating with 
wiſe confideration, weighed the greateſt portl of this their at⸗ 
tempt, attended their fiolt .oppoztumity,' Which thus fell out, 
Sitting in their ſecret 3oud, theyeſppedſome of the ſervants 
paſs in and out-of the Caſtle gate, whither they pꝛeſently went, 

and tame tothe Poxter with thoſe ſpierhes. Poz2ter( quoth pa- 
rims ) open the Gate and lxt us in. The Poster ſwing them 
was ſo amazed, that he ſtud like one that was ſcnceleſs ; but 
calling his better rememb2ances together: SirKnioht ( quoth 
he) it is perilous to enter here, foz be afſured if vou once come 
within the gates, it is impoſſible fo2 you to return. Go to(quoth 
Parrimus) open me the Gate, With that the Pozter began to 
ring a Bell with al his fozce, but was ſone Hind2ed from pꝛo⸗ 
ceding by Pollipus, who gave him ſo deep a wound on the Arme, 
that he was fnfo2ced to let go, but that little time of ringing, 
was 
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was 4 ſafficient warning to theſe within, who by maitituves 
flocked to the Gate, and opened the ſame, When pꝛeſently 
patumus offered to enter, hut they being ſtronger by reaſon of 
their number, ſhat to the ſame again, and rum unto Audi amar, 
who hearing their repoat, p2eſently commanded twenty of his 
beſt nights to arme themſelves, hee lfkewiſe armed himſcife, 
and went down to the Gate, which he commanded to be open⸗ 
ev, andſcefriono moꝛe but onely two Kninhts, (himſelf not 
vonchſafireg to tpeak to them) commanded hts Servants to car:

Foz Poriſmos began ko lay about him, and Pol!tpys to detend 


| himſclf, that immediately they had gain two of Andramarrs Der: 


varits, which the reſt perteiring, all at once began aſſail. thcſe 
Champiens, who placed themſelves infuch o2der, that they eaſi⸗ 
ty withiked their koꝛte, and by exquifite skill furtheres themſelts 
that kin the aſſailants 'perffhed : And in ſhozt fpace they had 
ftain one Half of them, and the reſt ſeeing their party tilt decreaſe 
began to dꝛaw back, which turned to their deſtruaton, koꝛ theſe 
Rnights percetving them to quaile, ſo furiouſly affau}ted them, 
that they all there ended their ltves: Which others that gad by 
perceiving, fied ts an other Court, and ſhyt a ttrong Gate 
again the Knights that perfacd them, and in the mean time by 
the commandment of Andramar”, they were inctoſed within the 
Court, by fach as while they were in this Court, went out at a 
poltern Gate, and faſtned that Gate at which they enttcd fo fare; 
ly, that it was impoſſible fo2 them to get out, by which meanes 
they were intlelrd fri that Court. ye” 
Whirh when hey beheld, they percetved it to he no other 
then a trong- P2iſon, foz ff was encompaſſed with a mighty 
ſtone wall, and no paſſages but the t wo Gates, by which means 
they were betrayed into the hands of Andr amar, unleſs by ſome 
ſtrange meanes they ſhould be delivered, This dzave thete woꝛ⸗ 
thy Knights into ſuch verat ion that they could not tell what to 
do 
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do, noꝛ how to behave themſelves, Andramar: ſeeing his men 
thus flaughtered onely by two Knights, greatly admired their 
valour, and alſo marbelled what-the occaſion of their quarel 
might be, which he deſited to know, fearing the Treachery of 
his Servants that kept the paſſage, by meanes whereof befoze 
that time, he ever thought himſelf in ſecurity, he ſpake uuto them 
( .laking pter the Wall ) in this ſozt.

Patiſmus thus replyed, Jf thou art the owner and ruler of 
this Caſtle (as J ſuppole,) then know, that we are ſuch as g 
in the ſcarch of a loſt friend, whom we alluredly think thou un. 
N none but thy ſelf would do ſuch a difcurtegus 
deed: as allo hearing the treachery thouuſeſt to trabelcrs,andthe 
continual outrages thou attempteſt by Sea, whereof we have 
bad ſufficignt tryal, we determinatcly,came ag well to find our 
lol Fs . D the diſcourteſie we have kound by 
thy ſervants, ſince-which aur comming, thou knoweft that we 
have be gun, and our. deter mation is to go fozwards, unlcſs 
thou wilt vouchſafe us that curteſie to let us ſee the Pziſoners 
thou det aineſt, which if thou denieſt, aCure thy ſelf we are fully 
bent to purchaſe the thing we came (02, oz in perſuit thereof 
hazard our deareſt blaud: Therefoze wilt theu reſol te us what 
thou wilt do; fo2 we challenge thee, it thou haſt any ſpark of 
honourable Knighth@d to ſhew the lame honourably; and not in 
this treachcrous lozt, which. will make our revenge moze 
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Andramart hearing theſe ſpecches of the valiant P:riſmurgeould 
not tel in what ſo2t to anſwer them, one while purpofing to de⸗ 
tain them in that plate, but not confidently truſting the — 
thercot. 
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therecf they thought was ſan vaniſhed, then he began to con- 
jeaure that Laurana was the Lady, in whoſe ſcarch they came. 
withal remenbzing that if ſhe ſhould be taken from him, it

Pariſmus on the other ſide, had his mind troubled with a 
thouſand cocitations of his belotced Lau ana, whom he thought 
aCarcdiy to be there impꝛiſoned, which dꝛore him inte ſach 
awd hope, that not withſtanding the cxtremity of Audtamatt 
he hewed a countenance of ęreater toy then befoze he had u. 
ſed, which rejorced Polipus and pz Auomus, whoſe heart 
— ↄrieved to ſ the peril his dear Friends were like ts 
erſdure. 

Ancramar: began to conjecture, that if Laurana were the La- 
dy whom they ſought, then it was ahe beſt coarſe to ke pe them 
as Pꝛiſoners ſtill in that place, and not deſtrop them by a. 
miſhment, as betoze he had determined: But to rid himſelf cf 
that doubt, he p2ivily called Lcd unto him, and b2oucht her unto 
aſecret platt, where ſhe might ng behold the two *

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with theſe ſpechcs, Damo zel ( quoth he) there are newly ar. 
rived at my Caſtle two Knights, whom J ſappoſe are come in 
ſearch of your Piſtrefs Lawana : Lherefo:e J deſire you to re: 
foive me, Foꝛ if you know them, J will not uſo ſuch rigour to. 
wards them, as J am determined: But fo2 her ſakc in whole 
ſioht J deſire ſtill to be gracioas J wil remit the offence J hate 
taken againſt them koꝛ the laughter of my ſervants, whom vou 
ſxiye dead at the ir fœt. 

Leda all this while diligently beheld theſe Kniohts, bat knew 
them not, by reaſon of their ſtrange Armour, but at laſt ſhe eſpy⸗ | 
ed Adonus, whom ſhe very wel knew, thereby affuring her ſelf Þ | 
that it was Pauſmus and ollirus that were in Armour, and fea: 
ring that the woꝛds and amart ufcd, rather did p2oced froma 
pol it ie tofit his mind, then otherwiſe to intend their cod, fo) 
that he was full of treachery, ſhe made Him this anſwcr : Sir 
J know not whence thcſe Knivhts are, neither did J ever ſa 
them befoze : Bat J would that J might be ſo happy as to car: 
ry any ſuch god news tomy Lady,o2 wcre he ſo happy to arrivs 
in this place, that he might be at your courteous diſpoſition, who 
IJ am ſure foz my Piſtreſs ſake, would intreat him well, bt hay 
Andramart marked her countenance. it would have betrayed that 
which ſhe concealed. and he deſired: Foz ſhe thought the time 
very long, until ſhe were come to her Lady with theſe joyful 
news : And he being ſatisfied with her anſwer, ict Her depart 
to her Miſtrels Chamber, where the was no ſaner entred, but the 
aeclared unto her the canſe why Andiamait had 'caliedher fo2th F 
and thit ſhe was affured Pariſmus and Pollipus were arrived: Re. 
bearſinghow they had ſlain above 20 of Andtamaris Servants, 
and that they were incloſed in an in ward Court, where they re: 
mained in gad eſtate. 

Laurana was ſo revived with joy to hear her dear Lo2d na- 
med, that her heart leapt within her: Anda thouſand times im- 
hꝛaced Leda, faꝛ banging her that happy ne lus. Then ſhe began | 
to conſtder of the eſtate they remained in, being tuctoſed they 
cola not get out, which thought was moſt grievious unto her, 
but by the comfoztable ſpeeches of Leda, ſhe was in great aſſu: 
Lance of their happy eſcape out of al dangers, in which god hope: 
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ſhe remained, with a mo lon ging defire, to hearcſome news of 
them, Andtamatt determining not to uſe ſuch rage as to Famiſh 
them, koꝛ that he had in ſome fparks of humanity, cauſed ſutti⸗ 
tient meat to be miniſtered unto them, foztifying his Caſtle ſo 
ſtrongly as he could poſſible deviſe, being given to underſtany, 
that the paſſage towards the Sea was ſlrongliy fo2tified, and de⸗ 
fcnded that none could paſs that way, which b2oucht arreat 
terrour to his mind. 

{he imp2iſoned Knights continued in great care, earncf. 
ly ſtudying to rid themſecltes of that thꝛaldome. At lat they 
tencluded in the ſilent time ot᷑ the Night, to ſet Adonius on the 
Wall, who could ect down, and go to Baczilivs, to will him to 
ſend them ſome Coꝛds, where with they could make a Laddcr, 
which was the readieſt meanes to further their intent: which Vi. 


| ok:taundertok moſt will ingly. nothing regarding the dancer ſhe 


ſhould put her ſelt into thereby: And ſo with much adoc they 
got her tothe top of the Wall, whoſe heart began to fail, when 
ſhe ſaw the height ſhe ſhould leap down, being unaccutomed to 
ſuch perils: Bat rememb2ing the parties ez whoſc ſake ſhe

ſently perfozmed, having ſuch gad p2obiſions aboard his Ship, 
ge to ſuch of his company, 
as hc knew to be both couragious and faithfull , he departed and 
went with Adonws unto the Caftle Wall, and with their Lay- 
der mounted the top of the _ De that both of them went 
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over unte the unights, who moſt joyfully welcomed Ba: zillus. 
Who having ſaluted them, and conferred about their cxrployts, 
at their intreaty he departed again unto his charge: Mherten 
depended the chtcfeſt ſtay of their ſafctics,fo2 that they knew di⸗ 
vers of Andramarts ſervants were ab2oad, whoſe arrival might 
much endamagc them. 

To pꝛevent which it bchoved them to have aſpectal regard: 
Being glad that they had cotten this det ice, pꝛeſently put the 
ſame in execution, and got over into the next Court, the ſtateli⸗ 
neſs of which place in their opinion, excelied al the Buildings 
that erer they beheld. In the midſt of the Court od a ftately 
created Fountain, whereon was placed many beaut itul Jmaces 
ol x10& curious ingr aven woꝛke, the plcaſantneſs cf that place 
mach delighted their troubled ſences to behold, under which 
Fountain they ſtayed, to behold the Gallant Buildings, ſtately 
Territs, ſumptuons Walls, that out wardly ado2ned the place, 
expecting the cheerfall licht of the Sun tocomfozt them in their 
ditreſs, which pꝛeſently began to ſhew his ſplendant beames, 
which gliſtered upon the olaſs, that the place ſeemed another 
paradice,and there they attended the concluſion of their attempt 
either to their tomkoꝛts, oꝛ contuſions. 

The firſt that entred the Court, they laid hands on, and by 
compilſion, urged him to declare what foꝛce was in the Caſtle, 
then upon p2omiſe that they would not offer him violence, told 
them, that lately there arived at the Caftle two of Angramaits 
Bꝛethꝛen, being eſtee med men of orcat courage, which inhabit- 
ed the farther parts of that Aland, who were determined to 
make tryal of their ſtrength that day: the eldeſt named Guilmor 
the other Bramon, And that andramart determined, if that his 
.B2others failed, himſelf would make tryal of his Foztune, but 
if all of themfailed, he had a hundzed Servants ready in armeur 
to aid him, 

Pari mus hearing his ſpeches, began greatly to deſpair of 
victo2p, conſidering that ſuch a number were in readneſs onely 
againſt them two, but ſach was the conſtant reſolution of theſe 
two Knights, that chaſing the fitteft place, foz their furtherance 
in Fight, they determined to try the uttermoſt of their Fo2tune, 
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Andramarr the next mozning being early up, and diſcourſing 
with his Bꝛethꝛen about their affaires, by chance laked out cf 
a window, and eſpyed where the Knights (that hee thought 
had been ſare enough ) were walking at liberty, which ftrakſach 
a terrour to his mind, that at the very ſight thereof, his heart 
failed him, which ſo altered his fo2mer puapoſes cf eruelty, that 
he tho aght it his beſt courſe, touſc himſelf towards them, as beit 
agreed with an honourable mind. Foz notwithſtanding thet 
oftentimes in tyꝛanical manner, he perſceuted ſuch as never ok⸗ 
fended him, yct he oftcn ſhe wed many tokens ot a curteous and 
vertuous mind, though altogether darkened by his crueity: 
Which together with the fear he had of theſe niehts valour, 
and ſe ing their reſolution, cauſedhim to come to his Bꝛethꝛen 
with theſe ſperches. 

Behold ( quoth he) vonder are the Knights that hate cſape- 
ed out of the place J had enclcſed them in, and are come to woꝛk 
my further danger, having already by their Ualour flain 20 of 
my beſt ſertants: Two moꝛe codlicr Knights did J nc rer be⸗ 
hold, which maketh me pity the eſtate they arc in, being likely 
now to ſuffer death by your invincicble ſtrenęth, and were it not 
that J hadſent fo2 you to aid me herein, and that it might in 
ſome meaſure touch me in the name cf a Cowars, J would uſe 
them in the kindeſt ſo2t J could deviſe, and remit all further 
cauſs of ſtrife. Foz J ſappole they are come in ſearchofa A ady 
that remaineth in this Castle; whoſe p2cfence is the ont ly pꝛe⸗ 
ſcrver of my life, which being taken from me will ſan end my 
days: Therefoze god Bꝛethzen rcſolve me of the beſt courſe to 
be taken herein. | 

Guilmoi beeing of a pꝛoud and haughty diſpoſition, and 
ſtoꝛning at the lenity of And! amart ( whoſe heart was touched 
with an inſuppo2table fear,) would make him no anſwer, but 
p:eſentiy he went and Armed himfelfe, which they behol ding 
did the like, and altogether went-down into the Court. And 
without any ſpeches, the two Bꝛethꝛen being full of ſcornfull 
pꝛide, tully aſſuring themſelves of the viaozy,. aſtatled Patiſmus 
and Polhpus. 

he ſeing no greater oddes but one to one, entred the 
Combat 
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Combate ſo cherc{ylly, as it had been a ſpozt oꝛ paſtime, which 
continued a gad while bet wirt them Without aup great diſay. 
vantage one either party: The noiſe of whoſe weapons (claſhing 
on their Armour, came to Laut anaes hear ing, who could by no 
meanes take any reſt that night,) fo2 fear and thought taking, 
leaſt Andi amarc ſhould wozk the death of her dear Lo2d and 
friend, that on a ſudden ſtarting to a window that loked into 
the Court, ſhe eſpped the four Knights Combating, aluring her 
ſelf that her friends were t ws of them: Whom the knew not. 
but as ſhe was info2zmed by Leda to be thoſe in the blew Armor, 
whole ſight much revived the afflicted heart of Laurana with joy, 
but on the contrary part, the great danger ſhe ſaw them in, as 
much tozmented her with kear. 

Andtamatt ſtanding by to behold the iCue of this Combate 
(having an eye to the window where Lau ana was) unt̃oꝛtunatly 
eſpyed her loking out ; Whereapon immediately he ſent four of 
his ſcrvants, to remove her into a ſtrong and cloſe Pzilſon, farre 
from their fight, which ſs toꝛmented the mind el L:urara, togc- 
ther with the fear he conceived fo2 Parimvs (having no fricud 
bat Pollipus, tnvirened With a company of enemies) that had not 
Leda labeured the contraty, ſbe had there overcome her vitall 
ſences, with extremity of fozxrow, Still continued the Combate 
het wixt the Champions, but Pollipus ſeing himſelf ſo2e wound- 
ed by B amor, was (6 enraged with fury, that with all his fozce 
and skill he laboured with ſuch puiſſante againſt his aflailing :. 
nen, that he had ſane layd him at his fot dead: Which An- 
d — t percetving, came and d2ew near unto Polipuswith theſe 
ſpeeches, 

Knight (quoth he) thy taske is not yet ended, fo2 here am J 
to revenge the death ot him thou haſt now conquered, thereupon 
he began to aſſail Pollpus with all his fezce: Mhs anſwered 
bis blalus with the like courage, by which time Par ſmus had left 
his enemp bꝛeathleſs, who lay wollo wing at his fœt, ftrauęlid 
with his own bloud, | 

Andraman ſeeing the ſame would have fled, ( fearing his 
own downfal but P--Mipus ſeœing his intent, thought now oz nc- 
ver to ſhew pzate of his valeur: Theretoze to rid —— 
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from further danger, with both his hands irok with ſuch vio⸗ 
[ence upon his creſt, that the wrakneſs of his Armour tel ding 
to the harpneſs of his \wozd, that the fozce of hia law, fo eſten⸗ 
nicht him, that he ſtaggered : Mhrreupen Poll pus cloſing with 
him, overthꝛe w him on the ground, and thzuſft his ſwozd th:ouch 
his body in divers places, 

By this time Andr:marts ſcrvants ſ&ing the diſtreſs their 
Paſter was in, alt at ence affafied Pariſqus and Pollpus, who 
could not wel tel holy torndure any farther aCault, but d2zaw- 
ing back fo the further co2ncr of the Court, placed themſcites 
in luch ſo2t, that their enemies could net greatly endamaęr 
them, but ſtill received the woꝛſt, moſt of them being in mal cen⸗ 
tinuance of fight ſoꝛe wounded, and many of them were lain. 
ſs that they ſemed there with like men that were deſperate. One 
amonęſt the reſt, that Andramart had befoze taken Pꝛiſoner, 
but fo2 his god qualities had again releaſed, as anc of his c his feſt 
ſervants, whole name was Tellamor, fixing Andiamarc lain, and 
marking the bꝛare and valiant courage cf theſe two Bnights, 
uſed all the perſwſrons he tould ta withdꝛaw his fellawes from 
their madneſs: TUho ſtill followed their reverige eagerly, with- 
gut any conſideration of the little gad, they ſbould reap thereby;

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tun offences, and fo2 every diſpleaſure in danger of death am 
impꝛitonment by his fury » What do you think was the cauſe 
of our arrival here : not ( as you ſuppoſe) to make you captives, 
02 to get wealth, oꝛ the ſpoyle that theves and Robbers ſeke 
aftcr, no pct tooffcr violence to Andramar',o2 any of you; bat to 
redem a left Friend your Paſter hath w2onoefully detained, 
Then let that wiſdom rule your mind that ſhould be in men, and 
ſhew what you require at our hands, and we wlll in any reſona. 
ble reſpec ſatisfie you. We are not determined to ſtay among 
you to bear rule over pou, thereby to deſpoyle you of your wealth, 
bat will leave this Caſtle and the riches thereof, as yours to dc. 
ſpoſe of, which you may quictly enjoy now your crucl Maſter is 
dead, whoſe lite would have bern cauſe cf your further ſervitude 
bat by his death you are fredfrom the cruel bondage and flatery 
vh rein you lived and have by the ſame cccaſion, the choiſe of 
elcuing, 02 refuſing quiet centent, and peacable wealth, Pail. 
mus had no ſoner ended theſe ſpeeches, but by a gencral cenſent 
(being perſwaded thereto by Tullamour, whoſe connſel they 
highly eſter med) they caſt down their weapons, and veel ded ther: 
ſelves, which greatly chered the hearts of both the knights, be: 
ing befo2e that in great peril and hazard ct their lives, hating 
taken the faithfull oath of their loyalty, 

Polhpus palling off his Helmet, began creatiy to extoll and 
commend theip wildome, in that they had that god conſideraticn 
to conceive a right of Patiſmus ſp ches: Pꝛomiſing them, that 
by his conſent Pa iſmus ſhould ſo highly content them befoze his 
departure, that they ſhould fo2 cvcr account themſcives happy 
by thetr arrival. | 

And having taken oꝛder fo2 their ſecurify(not truſting them, 
not withſtanding their oathes, becauſe they knew them to be un- 
accoſtomed to vertuous humanity ) they were conducted to very 
fair and ſumptuous Chambers by Tellamor, and there he d their 
wounds carefally dꝛeſt by Adoniue, whoſc tender heart bled dꝛops 
of bloud, to ſæ the purple go2e that iſſucd from their mangol«cd 
bodies, whoſe care and dfligent tendance, was a ercat comfozt 
unto them at all times: by meanes, thercot, they made ſuch an 
account of him, that they would not. have parted from him foz 
any 
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any awd in the woꝛld. Tellamor having ben vertnouſly bꝛought 
np (being alſo a Knight of god account and honourable parts) 
carefully p2ovived all things neflary, and with ſach affectfon 
tendered their ſafety; that there could no miſchief be attempted 
by Andramatts Servants ( whoſe heads ſtill ruminated on trea- 
chcry ) but he would ſtill ſeeke to appeaſe and p2event the ſame, 
whoſe diligence was well marked cf the tro nichts, 
who — ew into god liking of him, and much commended, his

lente, while abfertce wen more bitter unto me then a thouſand 
deaths, B 2 Pany 
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Manx other moſt loving and kind ſpeeches paſt, which their lips 
often interrupted with ſweet kiſſes, and hearty imbꝛacings, 
that in this delight they would have continued a lung time, bat 
that the defire Pa mus had to acquaint Ponipus with this happy 
news, and l.av'a"atoſe her friend, caaſed them to b2eak off L 
and walk out unto him, who had quickly miſſed Parſmu, and

began earneſtly, to enquire toꝛ him: In which time of his abſencc 
he hid ſo1ght in meſt places in the Caſtic, but till miſſed th:

Likewiſe ſpeaking to 
Ado us, ſhe ęrcatly commended, and kindly thanked him fo? his

So with exceeding joy on all ſides, they ſpent the reſt of that 
day in pleaſant communications,havingal things neceſſary rea: 
dily pꝛovided by Tela wo⸗, and diligently miniſtered by ſuch pꝛi 
loners as had received their liberty : Who had now ſo well re: 
kreched themſelves with wholcſome meates, that they were of 
ſufficient ſtrength, both fo2 their own defence, and the ſafety of 
thoſe that had ſet them at liberty, whom they crceedingly ten;

certain Pyꝛates returning from Sea, in his hearing, made g 
poꝛt of their Battles and skirmiſhes, and the huge aug 
they had made,repozting how tragically they had murther d ſome 
of the reſiſtants, and how valtantly ſome withftad them, and 
wilh what travel they endured the fights, 

Making particular rehearſal of one Captain amongf the ref, 
who ſo val tant iy withtod them, that betoꝛe they could vanquith 
him, he had ſlain above twenty of them, but in the end, ſ@ing 
that by reaſon of their multi.ude, he muſt needs either be taken 
Pꝛiſoner, 02 die, he rather choſe an honourable death, then to 
become their Captive, and endured the fight, until with faint- 
yeſs he fell down dead, even as he was advancing his (woꝛd to 
reſiſt them, Which repoꝛt of theirs kindled ſuch honourable 
ſparks in Pariſmenos heaſt, that he extreamly thirſted to ſœ thoſe

manned and victualled, hoiſing ap their Satles with a merry 
gale, committing themſe]ves to the mercy of the Seas, They

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Pauume so foz his mind longed to pertoꝛm ſome exployt. At las 
y kenned a ſail a far off, and towards it they ſtæ red amain, 
comming nigh the hip, laid her abo2d, which was of Bar⸗ 
baria well manned with tout Po2s, who ſe ing the Pyzates, 
and knowing that cither they muſt reſolutely fi ght it cut o2 be: 
come captives, valiantiy reſiſted them: Between whom bean 
a moſt fierce and cruel battle, where Parſmencs had means e. 
nouch to crerciſe his valour, who behaved himſeife with ſuch 
courage, that many Poꝛs that day loft their lives by his Anfant 
blowes. Eg adam Captain of the Ma2s, being a man ofercev- 
ing courage, ſc ing the cruel laughter Pareimenos made, came 
to him and uttered theſe ſpeeches: P2oud Ppy2ate, thou halt 
dearly buy theſe Pa2s lives, foꝛ J am determined to b2ing thy 
tcurſed life to an end. that thinkeſt by Robbcry to inrich thy ſelf, 
A TUhcrewithhe allailed him lo ficreely, that he wounded him in 
many places: Not withſtanding ſuch was his valour, that with 
creat fo2ce he likewiſe ſo valiant ly defended himſelf, and offen⸗ aſe 
ded Egradam,that it was doirbtfull which cf them would have 


the conqueſt, in the midſt of this cruel fight, a mighty ſtoꝛme be- — 
gan ſuddenly to ariſe, the winds began to blow with ſuch vio⸗ fret 


lence that the cables burſt, and both light of day and Sun was d20 
{avowed by thick Clouds, the Seas began to rage and ſwell abo 
that they were enfo2ced to give over their fight, the Thunders 

roared, and the Lighning flaſht about their ears, and their ip 

with violence of the ſurging Seas, was ſo toſt, that there was 

none but expected pꝛeſent death. The Nozthern blaft rent the ir Hox 
Satles, one way goes their Belm, another way ſwims their 1 
Maſt, with violence toꝛn from the ſhip, and wave upon wave } 
ruſht in, ready to overturn the ſhip, who now tolling upon the 
Seas at liberty, was d2tven upon a flinty Rock, and ſplit. in 
ſunder..

tedious, Here might you ſ@ one ſeated upon @ plank, ober 
thzown wtth a wave: And there another tumbling with his 
heles upward, Pariimenos (by god foztune ) was gotten up ts 
the maſt, whoſe length had ſome power to endure the waves, 
is ſwo2d d2awn in his hand, Tyrews he was gotten on a 
» wherewith a while be applied himſelf from d2ownine, 
bat in the end, the raging waves dꝛenched him dep in their ſp3- 
tious gul phes. Within a while the raging ſeas began to ceaſe, 
and wax calm, the Sun began to ſhine, and the clouds to vanifh 
that darkned the skfes, and the at whereon Patiſmenos fate, 
began to flidealong with the calm tide: When he |eked about 
him, and eſpied his fellowes downed, an exceding ſo2row o- 
ver whelmed vis heart, eſpecially fo2 his loving Friend Tyre!us, 
that had not the fear he was in revived his ſences, he would 
have wart carecicſs of his owne like.

ded on him, reſe from the ground, and with great man. , 


ed his body, making this anſwer, J am a miſerable man, : 
elty of the Seas caſt on this ſhoꝛe, having loſt my faithful d, 
dꝛenched in the ſpacious gulphes, being my ſelf reſerved to fur: 
ther mileries; my name is hidden from my ſelf,ncither know J 
certainly, in what Country J was bon, no2 where my Parents 
remain, and now am J caft into an unknown place, and miſe: 
rably left to the wide woꝛld, to endure ſuch hard fo2tune, as my 
unlucky ſtars hare allotted me. 

Amaſenus hearing his an wer, and withal noting his tall and 
tomely p2opoztien, and beautifull countenance, thought by his 
ſpeech that his ſences were altered with fear of them, the tem- 
peſt, and care fo2 the loſs of his friends, that he thus replicd, J 
verceive fcar of dꝛowning hath made you fo2gct both your ſelf, 
your name, and your Country, which fear now ſhake off. fince 
all the peril is pat, and leave to grieve fo2 their loſs that are tr- 
recoverable, and go with me to my Caſtle, and to ſach enter: 
tainment as the ſame pteldeth, vou thall be welcome: J moſt 
bumbly thank you ( quoth he) fo2 this kin bat whereas 
vou think that fear hath made me koꝛget my you altogether 
aim amiſs, fo2 J have repozted of my ſelf nothing but truth. 
Then ſtept fozth Corus, a ſuſpicions and envious Knight, Py 
Load ( quoth he) it is ſome Pyꝛate that liveth by ſpoilc of pat: 
ſcngers, and hath heretofoze done pon ſome miſchicf, which ma⸗ 
keth him thus cunningly diCemble, 

Pariſmengshyaring his ſpeches, could not contain himſelf, 
but made this. anſwer, Polt diſcourteous Knight, neither thy 
ſelf noꝛ any of this Country whatfoever, ſhall make me difſem- 
ble oz once kale my wozd ; and were it not that the ſtrange⸗ 
neſs of this place, and the reverence J beare to this cour- 
teous Lo2d with-holdeth mee, J would even pꝛeſently make 
the cate that woꝛd, and tarne it back into thy diſhonourable 
thꝛoat. Corus being a Knight of a pzoud courage, was ſs ver- 

en 
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ed with that reply, that he intreated Amaſcnus to give him leave 
to revenge thole injurious wozds. Stay ( quoth Amaſenus,) 
and leave off this diſcourteogg behaviour to ſtrangers. here is 
neither plate noꝛ time, toꝛ you ſe he is wearied with ſhipwꝛack, 
and faint with effuſion of bloud: Thy pꝛide and diſcourteons 
behaviour, will one day be thy death: Had he done me w2ong, 
yet he hath not offended the, Then he ſaid to Pariſmenos Sit 
Knight, J v2ay ceaſe this diſcontent, and go to my Caſtle, foz 
ſs well do J eſteem of pox, and ſo far am J from the leaſt ſup⸗ 
poſe of any ſuch thought, as my ſelf will undertake his accuſa- 
tion is falſe. So they departed together, Patiſmenos by the way, 
fo well as he could, declared his birth, which made Amaſcnus 
make great eſtimat ion of him, fo2 by all tokens he thought he 
ſhould be ſpzung of Ringly race, that Amaſenus entertained him 
moſt honourably and kindly, and welcomed him in the beft ſo2t 
he could deviſe, which made him be dildained amongſt many of

Corus having received this reply, p2eſcntly went and armed 
himſelt, and came to the appointed place, where he found the 
night of Fame gallantly mounted Caying fo2 him, whom he 
ſo little eſteemed, as that he afſured himſelf the tonqueſt befozc 
be begun: Fo2 Pariſmenos was young, and of tender years, and 
nothing comparable to him in growth noꝛ skil, yet not withſtan⸗ 
ding of ſuch undaunted reſolve, that be would not have refuſed 
to cope with him, had he bin another Hercules. Corus ſ ing him 
in that readineſs, came to him uttering theſe ſpeches: night, 
I like well thy fozwardneſs, and commend thy reſolution, but 
by that time thou departeft hence, thou wilt dearly repent thy 
folly.

again redoubled their blowes with krech courage; that Corus 
fretting at his enemies valour, and calling to mind his koꝛmer 
ſpeches, ſtrakł ſo mighty a blow at him, that with the force 
thereof he made him ſtagger, which turn d Potiſteres ſentes in⸗ 
to ſuch fury, that adbancing himſelf in his ſtirrops, he ſtrak Co- 
rus ſo kull and ſo valiantly on the Creſt that he was aſtoniſht 
therewith : Yet net withſtanding, with quiok courage he ſan 
recovered 
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recovered his memoꝛy again: Pzoſecuting his blows with great 
foztitude, until that both their Armours and St&ds began to 
be coloured with the purple bloud that iſſued from their wounds: 
Both of them waxing faint, yet neither of them willing to 
eld. | 

l Sometimes the one d2iving his enemy to retire, and he a. 
gain returning with new courage, But Pariſmenos bgjng the 
nimbler of body, warded many cf Corus blows, and in the end 
wounded him ſo ſoꝛe, that he began to ſtagger to and fro to ſave 
himſelt from his fury, who Kill perſued him with ſuch violence. 
that Ccr 1s with faintneſs fell on his hozſe neek: Which he el 
pying, was lifting up his S wo tofetch a freſh blow ts end 
his life, but that he heard one calling him to, Gay, and laking 
back, ſaw that it was Amalcnus: Who miſſing him, being told 
that he departed from the Caftle in Armour, followed him to the 
place, and all that while taped covertly and beheld the Combat, 
and ſ&@fng the danger Corus was tn, deſired Pa iſa:cnos to ſpare 
his life, who accozding to his requeſt deũſted. 

Amaſenus then cauſed ights to take up Corus faln from 
his Yorſe in a trance, tving freſh aire, came to himſelt 
again: But when he ke pꝛeſent, and his enemy ſtill 
mounted and in aged £ s heart was ready to burſt with in- 
ward arief, which malictous rancour filled up all his ſcnces, 
that curſing himſelt and his ill foztune, he yelded up his faint- 
ing Ghoſt, Farewel ( quoth Awaſcnus) the moſt Pound and 
diſcourteous night that ever lived in CThꝛace, thy inſolent,ma- 
lic ious, and diſcontented en vie hath w2ought thy own downfat, 
And mo Noble Knight ( quoth he) to Pariſmenos, J both ho⸗ 
nour your valour and applaud pour vigo2y, wherein you hate bc- 
haved your ſelf ſo veitantly, as J ſhall foz ever love you ; and 
Unte you remain victo2, I pꝛay return with me to have your 
wounds cured, Pa i menos hambly thanking him, departed: And 
the reſt of Amaſcnus Knights tok; pp Corus body, which aftcr- 
wards they buried with great ſolemuity. 

After Cor us death, the Knights that envied Pariſme ros, now 
began to imagine aſuredly, that this knicht- would derken all 
their glozics, and the moze account there was made oc him, the

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lycured, betak himſelf again to his wonted exertiles, which 
was ſometime to manage the ſturdy ſte d, and ſometimes to dif. 
poꝛt himſelf in company of his unknown enemies, amongft the 
Ladieg and Gentlewomen, who liked his behaLigur and cour⸗ 
tefic ſo well, beſides his comely p2opoztton, that the ſwet 
youth ſo greatly pleaſed their fancies, that they accounted the 
Thꝛacian Knights rude,in reſpec of him, alt both liking, loving, 
and commending him, and that ſo openly, that his enemies 
might hear their ſpeches, which wꝛought ſuch a violent effec of 
rancour, that no thought could harbour in their bzeaſts but tragt⸗ 
cal devices to mk his downfal. 

One among the reff, near kinſman to Cotu-, named Arg-lus 
was koꝛwardeſt in thts explopt, who to further his intent, with 
one Tnemides, difſembling a friendly countenance infinuatey 
themſcives into his familtarity, ufing ſuch kind behaviour to- 
wards him, and entertaining his ny with ſuch courteſe, 
that he having no ſight into their ation, began to make 
account of their friendſhip, and taht in their company, 
oftentimes imparting his ſccrets and without ſuſpj- 
cion making them p2ivy to molt oł his adions. 

Argalus upon a time came to Pariſmeno+, telling him that a 
Squire of his had found a mighty wild Boꝛe, and could bzing 
them to his Denne; defiring his company to go with them to 
hunt him, 

Pariine os hearing that, was as fo2ward as any of them, and 
the next moꝛning appointed to meet them in the midft of the Foꝛ⸗ 
reſt, at the Pwls fide, And early the next mo2ning, he got up 
acco2ding to his appointment: being ready to depart his Cham- 
ber, ſome five oz ſrxe dꝛops of bloud ſuddenly fell from his noſe, 
with which he Tarted, and ſtraight felt a ſudden dꝛouſie heart. 
neſs, and thꝛobbing polleſs his heart, which d2ove him into a 
der p ſtudy what ſhoald be the cauſe of that unwonted paCion: 
At laſt he began to think with himſelf, moy not theſe few dꝛops 
of blad Divine ſome badſucceſs to my ontcrp2ize this day, J am 
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here in a ftrange Country, amongſt ſuch as J know not how to 
truſt, fo2 I ſ& apparently many of them tocnvy me, which they 
maniteſt by there frowning countenanccs, and Corus behart- 
our may be a pattern of their diſpoſitions : Therefoze J were 
beſt net to go at all, Then again he began tothink, Argalus and 
Themid. s are mp Friends, then what ned J fear any miſhap - 
All theſe doubts would not ſtay him, but arming himſcif, reſcl⸗ 
red to endure all miſchances, he departed towards the Pale. 
By the way as he rode, he met a Damzel poſting towards him 
with great ſped, wzinging her hands and making great la⸗ 
mentation, Patumenos mar veling at her ſowow. asked her the 
cauſe of her complaint. Sir Knight ( quoth ſhe) J was going to 
Dake Amaicnus Court, carrying a p2cſent, and a letter from 
my Miſtreſs, unto a ſtrange Knight, that lately arrived there: 
Bat bythe way, J met with two Knights in green Armor, 
who diſpotled me thereof, and moft difloyally offered to abuſe 
me, had J not fled, Damzel ( quoth he) bzing me if you can 
where they are, and J will do my beſt to cauſe them to make you 
reſtitution. Mhere with the Damzel turn'd her Yozſe, and 
rode back again. Sir Knight (quoth ſhe ) they tak down this 
narrow lane. Patiſmenos ſet ſpurs to his Yozſe, and with great 
ſped rode that way, he was not far entred, but eſpycd the two 
Knights in green Armour, ready mounted ſtaying in a pleaſant 
Ualey, encompaſſed round with Mods, unto whom he ſatd : 
Is it the manner of you Thꝛacians, to offer violence to filly 
Damzels Render me thoſe things you have taken from her, 
02 J p2oteſt J will not leave you until J have compelled you to 
do ft by fozce, Uinto whom one of them replicd, if thy ſcif art 
no Thꝛacian, what doeſt thou here, oꝛ what interc haſt thou in 
that Dam3els quarrel, that maketh the to control our doings- 
That intereſt J have ( quoth he) as all Knights ſhould have, 
which is to ſuccour diſtreſled Damzels. Mherewith turning 
back to take ſcope fo2 his race, he ran at one of them, and at the 
encounter, overthzew him back-wards, who by miſchance in 
the fall bꝛake one of his arms, The other ſ ing his fellowes 
milchance, aſſailed Patiſmenos with his [wozd d2zawn, Whom 


Pariſmenos ſo overlaid with fierce blows, and weunded him fo 
D erievouſly, 
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grievouſly, that he fearing his death, and ſæ ing no other come 
to his reſcue, was ready ts yeeld, Even at that inſtant another 
Knight came, whoſe ing one of them dead, and the other in 
great danger, ran at P. riſme nos una wares to pierte his ſpear 
thꝛoagh his body: But he hearing the nciſe of his Yozſe feet 
behinde him, nimbly ſpurred his Moꝛſe fo2ward by which 
nicanes the nicht loft his courſe, piſſing by without doing 
any harm. Par nos [okfng about him, and cſpyfno twoenc: 
mies mo2e, and miſſing the Damzel that had bꝛought him thi⸗ 
ther, began to mildoubt ſome treachery : Which thoughts, 
and the remembꝛance of the d2ops cf bloud that kel from him 
that moꝛning, added new courage to his valour, that reach: 
ing a kurious blow at the wounded Bnight, the ſwo2d lighting 
on a bꝛoken placc in his Armour, entred into his body and ends 
ed his lite. 

By which time, the two Knights lately come aſſailed him 
both at once, between whom began a moſt cruel and dangerous 
fi ght, that all the earth was coloured with the bloud that iſſued 
from their wounds: And not withſtanding Pariſmenos was be: 
toꝛe grie vou y wounded, yet he defended himſeit ſo couragtoul: 
iv, that his new come enemies could not endanger him, but 
with their own diſadvantage, who ſe ing his valour, and cal: 
ling to mind Corus death, fozſok Knightly Chivalry, and uſed 
all villanous and cowardly fight, the one ſometimcs behind 
him offering him a th2uft, and when he turned te revenge that 
injurtous deed, the other did the like, that he pcrceived they 
intended to murthcr him, which ſo enraged that gallant Uunight. 
that putting his ſparres to his truſty Steeds des, he ruſhed 
with ſuch violence againſt one of them, that he bare him quite 
out of his Saddle, whoſe fot ſtill hung in his ſtirrop, and his 
Hoꝛſe dꝛagged him with ſuch violence up and down the field, 
unt ii the ſtirrop burſt, and he lay dead and dilmembꝛed. The 
other Knight ſe ing his Friends miſkoꝛtune would have fled, 
but Pariſmenosfiirek ſuch a violent blow upon his head, that be 
loſt his ſences, but ſon recovering himſelt again, and thinking 
tt better to die by his enemies fwo2d then to yeld to his mercy.

This Knight indeed was Argalu-, who 
hear ing his wo2ds, was ſo overcome with rage, that marking 
where his Armour was moft bzoken, he gare him ſach a vie⸗ 
lent thzuſt, that the purple bloud followed his ken word: 
Which wound was moze deadly then all he had befoze recet- 
ved, that bending all his fo2ces to revenge the ſame, he (mote 
ſofiercely and nimbly at Arg:lus, that in the end with many 
grisbous wounds, he beat him from his Poſe, and lighting 
palled off his Helmet, and knew him: With that heſaid, At- 
zalus what effence have J done the that thou ſhould it ſek my 
death - Oz wherein did J merit other then kriendchip at thy 
hands Moſt unkind diſembler, thou ſhalt rceeefve a fit re- 
ward fo2 thy viltany: Wherewith feting the ſmart of the 
wound he had lately given him oppzeſs his heart, he thꝛuſt his 
ſwo2d into his body, which ended his life, and fitting down 
weary with travel, and faint with effufion of bloud, his eyes 
began to dazel, and he fell down upon the Earth as one bereft 

of ſence, | 
Amaſenus all that day miſſing the Knicht of Fame, began 
toſuſpec that ſome other Challenge had cauſed him to depart 
ſoſecretly but hearing that Arg los and Themides were in his 
company, whom he thought loved him yearly, his care was 
fomewhat diminiſhed: but when it grew towards night, and 
none of them yet returned, he then began vehemently to feare 
the wozſt, that calling foz his Sted, he pꝛeſently rode fozth 
well accompanied, commanding one to Poff this way, and 
D2 another 
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another that way, Abeut the Foꝛreſt to ſ&k the Knight of 
Fame, himſelf rode which way his fancy beſt perſwaded him 
unto, and by chance ( direged by gad Foztune ) he tak dirca⸗ 
iy towards the place where the Combate was fought, and as 
he paſſed by the narrow Lane. that went down the Ualley, 
he eſpyed one of the Steds all beſtained with bloud, wander:

Me Bohemian Knights by the commandement of 
DS Parimus, and the Theſſalian Knights fo2 the af- 
Is feccion they bare to Violette, having Poſted 
tough molt part of Bohemia, and made all di- 

6 ligent ſearch, leaving no place unſought, no 
means unattempted, noꝛ labour unper fozmed to find her: Pet 
not withſtanding all their faithfull diligence, at laſt returned 
without any news at ali, Which renewed Pollipus fozrowes 
afreſh, that but then had entertained a little quiet, by Parumus 
perſwaſions. But when he ſaw by no means Violetta was by 
no means to be heard of, noꝛ any likelyhod oꝛ comfo2t left foz 
him ever to ſe her again: Neither knowing, 02 any way ſup- 
poſing what ſhould become of her, his heart was ſo inward]y 
overcome with troubleſome cogitations, and doubtfull cares, 
that he could not reſolve to ſek her, noꝛ take any courſe to caſe 
his mind: But reſted like one utterly given over to fo2l 0212 
and careleſs miſery, daily frequent ing thoſe ſolitary walkes 
where he icft her, and hoticely reviving his ſoꝛrows, by the ſad 
rememb2ance of her abſence, uttering ſuch mournfull plaints 
and lamemtations, that the Birds that haunted theſe imfre- 
quented places, ſem'd to mourn and lament with him. Some⸗ 
times accuſing himſelf of negligence, to leave her to perſue 
the Wear, blaming her that would not ſtay his return: And 
then again fretting his heart foz accuſing her. Sometimes 
thinking ſhe was dead, and then again perſwading himſelt ſhe 
was alive; then mnufing why ſhe did not return to him again it 
the were alive, that by contrarieties and doubts he could adde

paſſion ſomewhat calmed, ſhe deſired that Archas would con- 
vey her ts the Bohemian Cart, if not to find Pollipus, pet to 
enjoy the comfoztable pꝛeſence of Pariſmus and Laurana ; but 
not withtandingher manifold intreat ies, they uſedſome excuſe 
oꝛ other, to fruſtrate her expenatton, telling her, that it was 
d ingerous fo? her to travel yet, by reaſon of her late ſickneſs. 
and that ſince it was certain that Pollipus was ne moꝛe to be cn- 
joyed, ſhe might Cap with them ſome few days, until ſhe were 
better able to endure ſs long a journey: Foz that the Bohe- 
mian Court was not fo near as ſhe thought.

pected manner of his fadden app2oach, and by the ſtrange faſhion 
of his Armour, (as fo2tane would) was not generally noted ; 
And in that ſozt he entred the Lifts, reverencing himſefe to- 
wards the Dcaffold whercon the King was ſeated, and ſetting 
ſpares to his hoſe, encountered Annulus, and (as fo2ztune tn:

nulus with great violence, and overth:ew him with his hels 
upwards: whereat the whole company gave an exceeding ſhout 
again, every one thinking he had purpoſely loft his firft tourſe; 
by which means all were deũrous to ſee him run again, which 
the diſcontented Knight perkozmed ſo gallantly, that he anho?: 
ſed another Knight of K pbta, that thought to revenge Annulus 
overth2ow. 

Guido dfſdafning thereat, and ſeing how the beholders were 
affected, noted him moꝛe ſpectally: Thinking by his ſpoyl to win 
ſome ſpecial honour, and with the moꝛe bꝛavery to continue the 
reſt of the Triumph, and attain the P2ize,taking a ſtrong ftaffe, 
p2epared to met the Knight of Fame, who by that time had vir. 
mounted thꝛe o2 four other Knights, 

The people ſ&ing the valiant Guido come to the & iff, who 
was well known to all, thonoht then ſfarely to ſœ the diſtonten⸗ 
ted Knights honour at an end, foz on dim and O rio, did the chiek⸗ 
eſt ſuppole of Conqueſt depend. 

Guido entoumtred the Anight of Fame the firff time. with; 
out offering oꝛ ſuſtaining any diſadvantage, which inwardly 
vt red him to the heart, that charging him again the ſccond time, 
not withſtanding all his fo:ce, he could not once move him in his 
ſaddle, The diſtontented night likewiſe feeling the paiſſance 
of his enemy, was cxrceviney enraged, that taking another 
courſe they met with ſuch fury, that the carth ſhak with the 
fo2ce of their encounter, and their Launces ſhirexed into a thou- 
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ſand picces, paſſing by without any ſhew oz ſign of oddes, 

The King of Thaace ſeing the day ſs farre ſpent, ſent a 
Pellenger to rntreat them to leave the further trial of their 
doubtkull Conqueſt until the next day, which they both conſcn- 
ted unto, 

The next mo2ning theſe two Champions came again, with 
deſirous minds to be revenged each of other, and met two cour⸗ 
ſes, with ſuch bzavery, that the people with great ſhouts ap- 
plauded their Chivilry, the Knight of Fame chuſing the ſtrong⸗ 
eit ſtatte that he could find, meant now oꝛ never to give oꝛ take 
the foil, and ruſhing koꝛcibly to encounter Guido, he met him 
ſo val iantly, that Gu:dos hozſe pelded to the fozce of their en. 
counter, and falling down burſt his leg, the people ſ&ing Guido 
— dziven into wonderful amazement, what thisknight 
ſhould be, 

Phylena likewiſe as muchtozmented in mind, in her fancy 
allotting him the chicfeft honour, and ſe ing that he was ſome 
unight of a firange Country, fearing lcaſt he obtaining her by 
Conqueſt, ſhould carry her far from her fathcrs Court, and ſo 
quite from the fight, and company of her dear friend Remulu⸗, 
that ſhe was dzawn into fuch a ſad conceit, that her heart ſ@- 
med to melt thereat, Trudamor ſeging Guido fo foiled, with great 
b:avery entred the Lifts, and fiercely encountred the Knight 
of Fame, who likewiſe charged him with as many b2ave cn: 
counters, that in the end Conqueſt remained in great doubt 
bet wirt them, ill continuing their courſes with erte ding cou- 
rage, that Trudamor with all his trength could not diſadvantage 
the Knight of Fame, noz he by his fozce get any oddes of Tu- 
damor:; Pet in the end Irudamor thirfting fo2 the honour of 
1 Title, and longing to enjoy Phy!ena fo2 his B2ide, tracing 

p to 


s races end, went towards the Kniaht of Fame. 
who with the like behaviour met him, to whom Trudzmor ſaid 
as followeth. 

Knight, I [@ we have no advantage againſt each other, by 
this exerciſe. let us therefoze ſiniſ the doubttulneſs of this ſtrite 
with our \wo2ds, which is the readieſt means to make one of us 
Conquerer. With all my heart ( anſwered he again) = 
p2offer 
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with p2offer ſo well agreeth;my fancy, as J nefther can noz win 
deny theſame: whereupon dꝛa wing their \wo2ds, they charged 
each other with furious blows, whoſe courages each beholder 
creatiy commended, 

The King of Thzace bcholding the Noble valour of the 
Unight of Fame, was ercxdinaly well affeacd towards him: 
Inſomuch, that he deüred none might enjoyhis Daughter but 
he, between whom and ud. mo: continued a moſt bꝛave Com: 
bate: Till in the end, the Lnight of Fame had ſo orievouſiy 
wounded bim and in ſo many places, that all the beholders ac: 
counted Trudamot as half vanquiſhed : And what with effiſton 
of bloud, and orermaſtred by the Knight of Fames ſtrength, his 
Acmour giving way to every blow, he was ready to fall from his 
Yo2ſc: Which the Knight of Fame perceiving, ſtayed, utter⸗ 
ing theſe ſpeeches. Moſt Boble Knicht ( quoth he) A ſe the 
danger you are in, therekoze J with you to yeld your ſclfe, fo 
it is not your death that J ſeek, and rather then J will be quil- 
ty thercof, J will yceld up the pꝛaiſe A hall winne by your 
conqueſt, 

Trudamor hearing his ſpecches, exceedingly admired his cour- 
teſie, and being ready to ſprake, his ſences by weakneſs began 
to kaile, and he was taken from his Yozſe, to hate his gaping 
wounds ſtanched. The whole multitude of beholders noting the 
ſingular valeur of the Knight of Fame, and hom conrtcouſly he 
had abſtained from killing Irudamor, whoſe lite was in his pow⸗ 
er, were fo well affected towards him, that they ſhouted and re⸗ 
jorted ercerdingly at his vidoꝛp. 

The King fecing the day grown to an end, came from the 
Scaffold, and with great intreatics got the Knight of Fame to 
goe with him tothe Court, where he was moſt hoynurably cn; 
tertained, and had his wounds carcfully ſearched by his Phy⸗ 
fitians, who found none of them dangerous, Amaſcnus ſeeing 
the night of Fame had won the chicfeſt honour of the Triumph 
fo2 that day, came ts the King, and re poꝛted to him how long 
he had been with him. andthe manner of his firſt arrival in that 
Country, ſecking to encreaſe the Kings affection towards him, 
by entring into many exceeding commendations of his valeur,

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vertue, and courteſie : Chat the King did him all the honour thet 
might de foz that night, intending after the Triumph ended ro 

exp2eſs his love to him in a higher nature. | 
Early the next mozning being the laſt day ofthe Triumph 
the King was ſummoned to the field by the mill ſound cf toe 
Lnight of Fames Trumpets, who was gallantly mounted, at- 
tended by an infinit number of people, that came to olut their 
tys with beholding him: There was now no talk but of the 
Knight of Fame, whoſ fame had ted the cars ef al, inſomuch, that 
ſach a n. imber of people thꝛonged to ſee the laſt days Triumph, 
that the place could not contain their multitude, Thzace mar- 
velled what he ſhould be, + fo2 that he was unknown, the ſtrange 
knights ſomewhat rejoyced, that the P2ize ſhould be carried 
from Th:ace, Amongſt the reſt, R:mulus noting his excœding 
coartefte,- and pꝛxing moze narrowly then any cf the reſt into 
his behartour, rcjoyced in his mind that ſo henourable, valiant, 
and courteous a Knight, ſhould poſſeſs his dear Pnylene, and 
above all the knights ofthe Court be was moſt ready to enter⸗ 
taine the Knight cf Fame with all courteſie, and wicht that 
none but he might bear away the chicfcft honour of the Triumph, 
The King having again in moſt ſumptuous and royal ſozt ſea⸗ 
ted his daughter upon the Scaffold, attended the firſt enconnter 
that Gould be given to the Knight of Fame, which was perkoz⸗ 
med by Purtus a night of Sicil with ercat bzatery, but in the 
ſecond courſe he meaſured his length upon the ground as others 
had done befoze him. Next him came a night of Lybia who had 
like koꝛtune to Purrus, Guido being not ſatisfied with deſire cf 
bigo2y, but patting the cauſe of his laſt overthzow to his Baze, 
and not himſelt, changed his Armour. and came into the Lifts 
again, intending to revenge his foil: Bit bekoze he came, Dao 
n vi dzoken t wo ſkaves with the Knight of Fame, and in 
taking the third courſe. Su do inſtigated by rage, ran againft the 
Knight ot Fame, and intcrcepicd him, Dro diſdaining thereat, 
trat Guido ſuch à toꝛt ible blow on the head, with the truncheon 
of a ſtaffe. that he made him ſtagger. Guido pdzew ont his ( woꝛd 
and aſſailed Dno with great fury, betiven whom began a moſt 
bzave Combat gs until the night of 9 ſept bet wien them

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and parted them, attering theſe ſpeches, Knights ( quotd he) 
what mennveth this outrane - Why contend you between your 
ſelves, and leave me with whom you would pꝛint pal deal, un. 
anſwered - think you J am not of ſufficiency to deale with pou 
both, bat that voi muſt thus vdiſhonourably ſk with p2ibate qua. 
rels, to'difturdec our trial - But not withianding dis ſpeeches, 
they began to aCail-each other afreſh, which ſo enraged him, that

terim to Combate with them doth, that the iCac of this Combat 
ſee med to be moſt intricate. Sometimes the Knight of Fam 
aan ed Guido, and he refiſtino, when as Dri» ent his blows to 
doth; and then the Knight of Fame intending to revenge him on

The King perreiting the danger this tripartite fight might 
d:ded, comfhMmded the Champions to be parted, which being 
done, the judges gave oder, chu the Knight of Fame ſhould 
kent inte His e with Drio.

Pe herring her ſpechcs, was amazed in his thouchts to 
think of then, entring into maay-cogitations what ſhould be 
the ca1'e of his lepincls; Which he perceived was the peticn 
which he h:d token, whereat he wagexrcedinalyenraged with 
bimſcif, that he wasthcrebptiſappeinted of Pariimus-company,

ſpake, though little thinking what p:Ctons had po ſleſt her ten⸗ 
der heart: Mhoin ſhe wſed lo kindly, and entertained With 
ruch loving glances, that he begen greatly to commend her couy- 
teſie. | 

And again he mar velled mach, why ſhe uſed him with ſuch 
kindneſs as that it would have pierced the heart of any other 
Knight bat onely himſelf; Whoſe affeaions was ſo ſetled on his 
devoted Lady, that Vn acs kindneſs was beffowed in vain, 
and the ſpent her ſighs, and god will in a barten ſoy!, where

we are tired with theſe troubles, and weuld willingly wozk any | | 
means to caſe cur ſel ves, and cſpcctally Angclica hath ben mew: | 
ed up ſo cloſelv, that ſhe J am ſure would undertake any thing 
to enjoy her liberty, were it in never fo poꝛ eſtate, where in in 
my opinion, is mon thouſand of ſweet contents to be found; ras 
ther then in this troubicſome Pomp, which is repleat with inf 
nite cares. 

Therhkoꝛe this is my advice, that peu ſhall this nicht ( as 
I will direc von depart from hence, and go to Saint Auſt res 
Chappel, not far hence, and there ſtay fo2 me until to mozrov 
mo2tne, where remaineth an old religious Pꝛieſt, named ebe, 
who if you ſay yon come from me, will aſſuredly etve vou enter: 
tainment: Which when you have done, J will ſo wozk with

The Knight ol 
Fame hearing his ſpe ches, vvhich onely tended to vvozk the 
content he above all things in the Wozld ſought, could _ 
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tain himſeif from expꝛelling immeaſureoble joy, bnt yelding 
many humble and hearty thanks to Marcellus, both commended - 
his device, and alſo intreated him to goe foꝛward with the ſame, 

Then Mercellus called the keeper, asking his councel if he 
kne w any way whereby theüntght of Fame might get cut cf the

4 by a rope ict the Leflcl doun, 
which did ſwim moſt currantly. 

Then kaſtning a rope about the knight ok Fames middle, and 
after that with many fatr pꝛomiſes and pꝛoteſtat ions of perpetu⸗ 
al friend ſhip, they had taken their leaves. the ker per and Marccilus 
let him down; who was ſo heavy, by reaſon of the weiht of his 
own body and his armour, that they had much ado from letting 
him fall, and being in the veſſel was like to ſink in the lame. 
Bat with much ado and great danger of dꝛowning, by reaſon of 
the unſtedfaſtneſs of the veſſel; which with every little weight 
moe on one ſide then on the other, was ready to overturn. he got 
on to the bank, which was ſo ſteep upwards, that he had much a⸗ 
do toclimb up the ſame, but was oftentimes ready to fall down 

backwards into the lake under him, which was of an exceeding 

great depth; but having thus happtly eſcoped both thole dangers, 
he departed towards Saint *uſtin«s Chappel, accoading toſach 
directions Marcellu, had given him to find the ſame, Marcellus 
and the ke per dꝛew up the veſſel, and betok themlel ves to their 
reſt. 

The Knight of Fame, had not had well remembꝛed Marcellus 
ſpeches, and thcrefo2e having gone ſome half a mile from the 
Golden Tower fear ing to wander out of the wap, he * up his 
odging 
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lodging under a Cipꝛels Tre, ſpending the whole night in ma: 
nifold meditat ions, of the ſucceſs of his baſinaſs : Being often 
in creat doubt, and delpairing of never leing Angelica again; 
d2awn to that fear by reaſon of Maximus jealouſie,. and the dflt- 
gent watch he had ſet in every co2ner of the laid Tower; but c: 
ſpecially at the entrance: Where none went oat and in, but 
the Gaardians ſearched them. that his mind was ſometimes 
w2ackt with diſpatr,. and ſometimes animated to comfozt, by 
the allured truſt he had in Marcellus. The night being by him in 
this ſo2t ſpent, in the mo2ning he betok himſelf to his journey 
again, and with eaſe found out Saint Auſtincs Chappel : And 
knocking at the Chappel do, it was long befoze any came, but 
at laſt he beheld old J abin ſtanding behind him; who had been as 
bꝛoad very early, and then returned, whom the night of Fame 
kindly ſal ited; |:bin mar velling to ſee one in armoar, demandcd: 
whit he would have.

Whoſe craelty y ſz is ſ:1ch, that he will if he ſhould find out our 
dukt, punich us with ſcverity : Beides, if it ſhould come to 
paſs, what excuſe could you find to pacifie his ire: Therekoze 
Ithink it beſt, that we never hazard our ſclves,but rather be con- 
tented with our quiet eſtat e, leaſt a wozſe miſchancelight u pon 
us thereby. 
Siſter (queth Marcelius ) pour counſel is gad, but yet hear 
what JA ſhall ſay: The life you lead is but miſcrable, being 
kept like a P2iſoner ; whereas if you could but win this liber- 
ty, you ſhouid enjoy your fill of hearts content, and be a means 
to rid my father and us from all the doubts we may now endure, 
Beſides, if you loved that wozthy Knight, whoſe conſtancy to- 
wards you fs without compare, you would fo2 his ſake reftiſc no 
peril. Whp B2other ( quoth ſhe ) what need you make any 
ſuch doubt, when J have ſaid ſufficient already, unleſs you think 
me to diCemble ; fo2 ſuch is my love and god will, that J will 
moꝛe willingly undertake any means to attain his company, 
then he can deſire ; not dzawn by your perſwafion, but of mp own

Which 
ſaid, they began to ſtudy and conſult how to bꝛing their b uſineſs 
about but were ſo confuſed in their thoughts, that they thought 
it altogether impollible. | 
Now Maximus being rid of Camillus company, and aſſured of 
the Knight cf Fames death, gate his mind to mo2e qutet, then 
daring the time of their being there he had done; and being wea: 
ricd withcarc, thought to recreate himſelf by ſome exerciſe : 
Therctoze he appointed the very ſame day to ride on hunting; 
and to that intent he was early up, ſending fo2 Angelica to goe 
with the Nacen, even at that inſtant ſhe was deviſing with 
Mucellus: TWhich oppo2tunity fell out moſt convenient to fur: 
ther their intent, which Marcecllus told her he would determine 
of. 
angelica immediately went down with the Pellenger; and 
with the King and Queen Marcellus and divers others, depart: 
ed the Tower, Me cellus all that day kept company with Ar ge- 
lica, until the King being very earneſt in purſait of the Game 
ſtraied from them: The Queen likewiſe was abſcnt and moſt of 
Angelicacs Guardians, ſaving ſome ſir, being indeed ſuch as di 
Mu cellus had befo2e made p2ivy to his intent, who had firmly 
pzotcſted to keep his councel ; which oppoꝛtunity Marcellus tak, ak 
and p2cſently conveyed Ange ic. towards Saint Aaſtires Chap, - 
pel : Being without the park, when they thought themſel ves far - 
enough fcom the King, they were unawares ſet upon by a com: te 
pany of range Knights, who offered by fozce to carry away te 
Angelica. 5 
Marcellus being ſomewhat aſton icht thereat, dꝛew his ſwo2d, B. 
and being bekoꝛe well pꝛovided withſtod them, A gel cacs Guar⸗ — 
dians did the like; that on a ſudden there began a cruel Com 10 
bate bet wirt them, until Marcellus was aricvouſly woun ded, W 
one of his company flain, and the reft in as great danger as ted 
might be: But being a Knight of exceding courage, he defend: to 
ed himſelf moſt valiantly, So long continued the fight, that the 
in the mean time ſome of the Kings company, having the charge 
of Ang lica miſt her, which they ſon declared to the King, who 


commanded his Knights to Poſt every way, by ſeveral — - 
| c 
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himlelt and the Queen well guarded tak the readieſt way out cf 
the park; which was the way Marcellus 1 Angelica had taken; and 
and haſting came to the place where they were in the hotteſt of 
their skirmiſh. 

The ſtrange Knights cſpying the King, p2cfently fied away 
with all poſſible ſpxd, whom many of the Natoltans purſued ſo 
far, until they might deſcry a band of Souldfcrs ; whercwith 
they returned with an expedition poſible, and certified the King 
thereof, who pzeſently haſted to the Golden Tower, with the 
Quen, Marcellus and Angelica in his company: And by reaſon 
of the ſtrangers he ſaw in fight with Marcellus, he had not the 
leaſt ſuſ pit ion of Angelicaes intended flight;and marvelling what 
that Army ſhould mean, he ſent oat ſpies to view of what fo2ce 
they were, who having done in all points accoadiugly, they went

Maximus fearing the wozſt, pꝛefentiy [cnt Letters to the Nos 
bles of his land, with all expedition to muſter up their Foꝛcts, 
and to convey them to the Golden Tower ; and alſo cauſed me 
diligent watch and ward to be kept, 

Marcellus being moſt orievouſly wounded, was likewiſe with 
all care attended by the Kings Phyſitfans, to whom Angelic. re. 
paired, and being with him alone, ſhe katd as followeth, What 
miſery awaitcth my hard deſtiny, that am thus diſaſtrouſly de tat⸗ 
ned krom my wiſbed content ⸗ Pyetil pꝛeſaging mind did fo2e- 
tel this misfo2ztune, which hath thus fruſtrated our defire, and 
which is moze miſerable, bꝛought you to this intoꝛtunate eſtate: 
But moſt of all withhe / d me from the ſight of my beloved, and 
canſethhim both to augment his cares, and ſuſpect our loyalty, 

hat will he think, when He ſeth no perfo2manee of that which 
as pꝛomiſed, but Kill Kaicth fo2 our coming, and is fruſtra- 
ted? Fo2 the knowledge of our miſchance can by no means come 
to his hearing. Would to God that J had ended my like under 
the hands of theſe enemies, rather then to have ſurvited to en: 
dure this extream care, No hard foꝛtune can be compared to that 
J endure, noꝛ no care comparable to my cxief, Firſt, ſe to you 
thts grievonſiy wounded, next, to be diſappointed cf our deſire :

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And laſtly, to fruftrate the knight of Fame of his £xpecation, 
What ſhall we now do - Yow ſhall we recover this miſhap - 
Oz what means ts there left, that may adde the teaſtcomfozt to 
our hearts in this extreamity - Inſtead of the content J expec: 
ed by enjoyinghis pacſence, J am returned to my wonted bon: 
dage: Andſce my friends all marthered and invironcd with 
fees. 

Peace peace (qusth Matcel'us) gd Angelica ceaſe theſe com: 
plaints, and in this extreamity, fmitate the old Phzafe, make 
a vertue of neceſſi y, and with pattente give attendance foz better 
ſacceſs ; fo2 now in theſe perplexittes, there is ſmall hope of 
pꝛeſent amendment; koꝛ that wozthy Knight no doubt is of ſach 
wiſdome, and pzadent government that he will judge the bei 
of our eſtate, and carefully p2ovide foz his own ſafety, With 
that Angelic: burſt fozth into abundance of tears, ſaying. Ape 
me po wꝛetch J ſhall never \@ him again. With that ſhe de: 
parted w2ingingher hands and making creat lamentat ion, that 
Marcellus ſœ ing her ſszrow, was ready to wozk his own decay by 
his veration. 

Now thoſe bands of Souldiers, belonged to Camillus, who 
p2eſently after his departure from the Golden Tower, enduring 
many reftleſs palitons fo2 the want of Angeucacs pꝛeſence, with 
whom he was greatly in love, with all ſped muſtered up thoſe I |; 
Foꝛcts, andſent them by ſhipping towards the Tower, with pl 
intent to beũege the ſame, and ſuddenly to ſurpztze Maximus at eg 
unawares, and ſo to get the poſſeſſion of angelica; and coming to. I 5a 
wards the Golden Tower with a few in his company, whilſt the N n. 
reſt marched after him, he met Marcellus and Angelica, and knew 
ing them, thought wit hont any mo2c trouble to take her a wap, but

The Knight of Fame being with old J bin, ſpent moſt part 5a 
of the day in conference with him, mar velling that he heard noi 
from Marcellus; bat when it was dark, his mind was poſſeſt » 
exceeding care and veration, and being without any hope of JJ d 
coming, he was as much grieved how to ſatisſte old Jab", 
whom he thought would now ſul peu him of kal ſhod, and might 
ſappoſfe that he came not (rom Marcellus. @herefoze he ſaid is 
followeth, Father, 
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Father, Þ marvel I have not heard from Marc. llus at coding 
to his pzamiſe, which maketh me think fome croſs mifchance 
hath hindzed him, that may bꝛeed in you ſome miſconceit of me. 
that have in his name come unto you, which if you de, your ſhall 
much in jure me;fo2 it was he that ſent me hither, as 3 could aſſure 
you by divers p2obable reaſons, 

Sir Knight (quoth he) J pꝛay be not treubled with any ſuch 
thought,fo2 you are welcome to me, though Marcellus had net ſent 
you, which J make no doubt of; but ſo well do J love him, as that 
whoſocver commeth in his name, ſhall by the irig obſervance J 
owe to that name, command me any ſervice, 

Afterwards they went to their repaſt, with ſuch ſparing dit t 
as the Pꝛieſt uſed, and after ſupper to Wed: Where the Knight 
of Fame could take no reſt at all, but pet lay very quiet, be- 
cauſe he was iath to trouble his Hoſt; ſo that with riftraint of 
liberty of ſpeech. and other paſſions that oppꝛeſt his ſences, 
he endured that tedious night in great miſcry and toꝛment, vihich 
ſemed longer then many nights would have done, ik he might 
have had liberty to utter his lamentations, which boyled in his 
bꝛeſt like the violence of a mighty flame, pen's within a ſmall 
compaſs, 

Early the next moꝛning J abin went fo2th to p2ovide fad, and 
Icft the Knight of Fame alone, who then utt ered many com: 
plaints, but at laſt finding kault with himſelf, koz uſing that 
feminate kind of lamentation, he Urove to over-maſter his 
paſſions, which the moꝛe he laboured to all wage, the moze they 
encreaſed, 

In this ſoꝛt he continued all that day and the next, and many 
Nys after, ſtill being in god hope ot Marcellus appzoach: But 

en he law ſo long time paſt, and he could hear no news from 
him, he began to accuſe him ef diſcourtcſie and diſlopalty fo2 
neaking his pzomiſe : And withal grew intoa ſetled perl waſt⸗ 
m, that both he and Angelica hid quite fozſaken him: Which 
added arief to grief, and mo2e care and berxation to his mind, 
not knowing what ts do, no2 which way to ſhape his coutfe': 
That ar ming himſelf one day, he mounted himſelf and wandzed 
in a melancholly&udy towards the 2 Tower, + by chance 

2 met 
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met with two of Maximus Knights, who were cxcedingly a; 
ſtonicht at his light. takinghim to be a Ghoſt, but he d2awing 
nigh to them they began to flie, which he perceiving, thought 
to ſtay the one ot them, to have ſome farther ſpeech with him, that 
charging his Lance at him, and hitting him full, overthzow him 
to the ground; the other aiſo being excedingly tcrrified fled, 
The Knight of Fame alfohting;comingto-htm that he had otcr. 
th:own.,ſaid as followeth, 

Lnicht thou neved net to have fed from me, fo2 J intended 
the no harm, but vvas defirous to know ſome ne bus ot thee, vthich 
if thou vvilt tell me J vill let thee depart, other wffcthou ſhalt 
ne ver eſcape my hanzs, The Knight mar velling to hear him 
ſpeak, vbrhom he thought had bien a Ghoſt, made this reply, 
Pardon me vd Sir, fo2 J tak you to be anotherthen J ſ you 
Are, but if N may know vvhat peu vvill command me, J till 
do it, (Quoth he) tell me howfareth At rc Vvs? Str(quoth 
hc) at this inſtant he lieth very vreak, by reaſon of many eret- 
ous bbounds he hath retcived not long ſince ; Vthere he decla: 
red the whole truth cf that which had hapned byCamillus means, 
ſince which time {( quoth he) the King hath ſet ſuch ric and 
fccret watch about the Tower, that none eccth in oz out without 
his pꝛivity, 

The Knight of Fame having heard his ſpeches, departed 
back to Jibin, to whom he declared the truth of all that he had 
heard, being very ſo2ry fo2 Marcellus his hurt: and conſidering 
ererytirtumſtante of that repozt, thought that when Mac: tu; 
was gotten with Angel ca out of the Park ſo ſlightly attended, it 
was to tome to him; which addedToms comfozt to his heart, 
being-fully aCured thereby that Angelic had not forſaken him 

By this time the Natolian that eſcaped from the Knfoht« 
Fame, was come to the Golden Tower, and coming befozethe 
King;told him that he had met the Knight of Fame, whereat the 
King began to laugh: but pꝛeſently came the other, who juftifi- 
ed the fame wozds, alledging that it was theKnight of Fame, 
and that he had both talked with him, and knew him, affirming 
che lame moft tonſt antly. Maximus marvelling thereat, was 
almolt aſtoniſhed at their wozds, and determined to ſend all is 
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Knights toſearchfoz him; and the occaſion now moſt fitly ſer: 
ved, fo2 his Kobles had (aceo2ding to his command) gathered a 
number of Foꝛces together; which Camillusſceing,beingunp2o- 
vided to withftand ſuchtoꝛce, his comming being fo2 another in: 
tent, he immediately returned with his ſouldicrs towards his 
own Countrey ; and Max mus ſ&ing the coaft clear of enemies, 
— ſent out Knichts every wap to find out the Knight of 
ame. 

This news was fan come to Marcellus and Angel cacs hear: 
ing, which filled their hearts with exceding care and fear left 
he ſhoald be app;chended; This bzed new ſozrows in their 
troubled thoughts, but pꝛincipally in Argelicaes, whoſeJove was 
grown to ſuch perkeaton, that it was4mpoſſible to remote the 
ſame ; that getting to her Chamber, che entred into many hea⸗ 
vy complaints, able to have rent the ſtonieſt heart of the cruel⸗ 
let Tyꝛant, whom Anra comfozted by all poffihle means ſhe 

tould deviſe: To whom Argelica ſaid, Dh 4rna (quoth ſhe) lit. 
tie doeſt thda know the tozments my heart doth endure; fo2 
wert thou fo much enthzalled as J am, and to ſo woꝛthy a Knight 
as he is, thou mighteſt then have ſome ini ght into my ſozrows; 
but being ignozant therein, how canſt thou give me:counſel - 
Pave J not cauſe toſozrow, nay. rather to run mad with ſoꝛ⸗ 
row, to ſee the danger that woꝛthy Knight is now in, having ſo 
lately cfcaped a moſt miſerable death by my Fathers cenſure. 
and without cauſe » Whonot contented thexewith, noz2 ſatisfi- 
ed in his mind, hath now ſent out many Kntohts to frcarch foz 
him; who if they find him, will bzing him back, o2 by viclenee 
deſtroy him, whoſe death ſhall be the end of my like; fo2 J hate 
zowed,if my Father pꝛocure his ruine, he ſhall alſo fee my death; 

fo2 J will not live an hour after him, In theſecomplaints ſhe 

till continued without intermiſſion, 

At foztuned moſt happfly, that Jab was gone fo2th of St 
Auſtins Chappel, and left the knight of Fame in his Cell;met- 
ing with many sf the Natolian Knights, who demanded ik he 
ſaw not ſuch a Knfcht, deſcribing the ianight of Fame ſo well 
as they could + Whom he anſw:rcd all after one ſozt, that he 
Had not ſ&@n any ſuch. But marvelling at their — 


— 
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he demanded what the Knight might be One of them told him, 
that he was called the Knieht of Fame, who lately arrived in 
thit Country, and was kindly entertained by Maximus, bat eſpe⸗ 
ctally of Marcellus; and having in ſomc ſs2t offended the King, 
was by him afterwards thzown into the Lyons Den, by reaſon 
of a Letter the King of Lybia ſcent, wherein he accuſed him to 
have diſhonourcd V<nola his onely Daughter; and that that day 
he was ſen and ſpoken withal. 

Jabia hearing this, marvelled thereat ; vet not withſtanding 
was carefall left the Knight of Fame fhould bc found abzoad, 
whom he now began greatly to eſteem, both that he deemed him 
to be ſpzung of Royal bloud, and aiſo fo2 that Macellus made t. 
ſtimation of him, who he thought knew him clear of thoſe acca- 
ſat ions, 62 elſe he would not have favoured him ſo much. And 
ſpedily haſting unto his Cell, he found the knight of Fame re- 
ry ſad; and faft bolting the Chappel doꝛ, he came to him, ſay- 
ing, Mozthy Knight, J am glad that J hate found you hcre ; 
fo2 were you abzoad, there are ſo many Knights abꝛoad in ſcarch 
of you, that it were tmpeſſible foꝛ veu to cſcape. Fo2 me (queth 
he :) I think you are deteived. Yea ( quoth he) if you be called 
the Knight of Fame, and lately eſcaped out of the Lyons Den, 
With that his colour changed. Nay (quoth I abi) fear not, you 
hail be here as ſafe as vour heart can with ; fo2 this place is no 
way ſuſpeged, theretoꝛe think your ſelf ſccure. 

Then Jabin declared unto him all that had happcncd, and 
what he had heard, The Bnicht of Fame alſo finding him ſe⸗ 
cret and faithfull, declared unto him the whole diſcourſe of his 
travels, onely leaving out the Uiſion that appeared to him in 
Thꝛace, asking his counſel what to do; and entred into many, 
ſad difcourfes how he was ill-crofled in his expectation : And 
withal he told him, that he knew not which wap to travel in 
[zarch of his Parents, whole know cdge t he ceuld attain, then 
he deubtes not but to revenge the in jurtous wꝛengs done him. 
Dir u night quoth Jabin)J think it bott that you travel in ſearch 
of them, and that pꝛeſently: in the mean time theſe troables by 
koꝛgettulneſs will be well over-blown, and then you map have 
the better oppoztunity to go fozwards with any intent you _ 
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afterwards put in pzaciſe : Foꝛ it you tay here, you may untoꝛ⸗ 
tunatelx be diſcovered ; fo2 the Kings jealoufie is ſo vehement, 
that he will not leave any means unattempted to pzocure your 
death. 

Father ( quoth he) your counſel ts god, which J will put in 
p2aciſe, not voluntary, but fozced thereto in regardof mine own 
p2eſervation ; requeſting this onefavour at your hands, that you 
would by ſome means remember my humble duty to that henou⸗ 
rable night Marcellus, and tell him that it hall not he long be⸗ 
foze J return; deſiring him in the mean time (acco2ding to his 
fo2mer courteſie, which hath ben extended far beyond my de- 
fert) to remain my friend, and remember me to Angelica. J will 
(quoth Jabin) fulfil your requeſt in every r2ſpect : Sut firſt (ſaid 
he) J think it moſt convenient you change your Armeur, fo2 in 
that vou have you are eaſily known, and J have one within that 
is every way of as god pꝛat. 

The Knight of Fame liked his device excæ ding well, and 
armed himſelf in that Armour, which was very rich and coſtly, 
guil ded all over with Gold and Amel, without any Device to 
be known by: And in that Armour the next night he departed. 
taking his leave of old Jabin with many courteũies being moſt 
uftwilling to leave his company: And parting with a heavy 
heart, foz that he had undertok a new travel which might detain 

him long from returning to Angelica, by god foztune that night 
he got out of the Countrey,and paſt the ſearch of the Ratolians, 
whom he did not care to met withal, but that he would not hin: 
der theſped of his journey thereby, 
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How the Kweght of Fame arrived in the Countrey of Bohemia, and re. 
dcemed Violetta from Arches, How Archas was put to death, 
How the Knight of Fame came to the knowledge of his Parents, 
and after that departed again cowards Natolia, 


Ir Fter that the Knight of Fame was paft the 

ANG 5 | bounds of Natolta, he arrived in an exceed. 

ing great Plain, where he ſaw many ready 

l paths, but knew not which of them to take: 

At laſt a ſudden thought and remembzance 

of Pariſmus entred his fancy, which ſo fully 

poſCeſt his minde that ths thought thereof 

would by no means remove, which was (9 

effecually w2onght in him by a natural inſting that hee fully 

and reſolutely determined to travel thither : Nature it ſelf woz: 

king iu him this determination, his Parents being there and no 
where elſe. 

Whither afterwards with long travel he attained, having 
great deſire to fe Potiſmus agatn, to whom his heart had vowed 
everlaſting kriendſhip. And now d2alving nigh the Court, in 
the afternaon when the Dun with his ſco2ching beams made the 
ſeaſon hot, he heard a grievo is complaint, as it ſemed to his 
hearing ol ſome diſtreſſed Lady, which made him ſtay to liſten 
which way that cry came, and by the rotce dꝛawing nigh unts 
the place, he eſpied under the ſhadow of a heap of Elms, a Knight 
in Armour, and a Lady at his fet, who was the ſame that 
made the hearty moan, The Knight of Fame comming nta 
them, they both eſpted him, to the Ladtes comfozt, but the 
lanſeht pzeſently tek up his ſhield, and addzefſed himſelf fo2 his 
defence. 

The Knight of Fame well not ing the pe — 
remembꝛed that he had ſeen her, but he could not tmaginꝭ where, 
which cauſed him the moꝛe willingly to help her; being other» 
wiſe of his own vertuotis inclination, ready to ſuct out A — 
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freed Lady: that comming to her, demanded her cauſe o 
her ſozrow ; but ſhe being ready to make him anſwer, and hold. 
ing up her hands to crave his pitty, the other knight ſcfting his 
ſwozd againſt her bꝛeſt, vowed that if ſhe ſpske one wozd, he 


would thꝛuſt the ſame though her body: Which the Unight ot 
Fame ſecing,thinking he went about to lap her, with his ſwozy 
dzawn ran violently againf him, and overthzew him, but gi. 
ning him leave to recover himſelf, he ſaid, Treacherous villain, 
why ofkereſt thou this Lady this diſcourteſie, being aſhamed 
ſhc ſhould declare thy treachery, which maugre thy heart, 3 
will know bcfoze we two part; with that he lent him ſuch a 
blow that he made him ſtagger: The Knight not withſtanding 
that reſiſted thelnight ol Fame moſt couragiouſly fo2 aſpace;but 
he being the moſt gallant eſt Knight in the wozld, ſan bꝛought 
him in great danger of his life: Which when the Knight ſaw 
and felt, heſtaicd himſcif, and laid. Knight "cfoze the Com⸗ 
kate continue any longer, let me know your name:? J will not 
gew the that favour ( quoth the Knight of Fame) but wiſh 
the yeldthyſclf; Neither will J ſhew thee that favour (quoth 
he) with that he began the Combate again, being ſcarce able 
tolift up his [wo2d, by reaſon of his faintncſs by effuſion, of 
bloud, intending to end his life: Which the Unight of Fame 
perceiving, claſpedhim in his arms, and with violence waung 
his [02d oat of his hands, and by fo2ce made him pceld, having 
io weapon to dekend himſelf no2 offend his adverſary, 

The Lady ſing her ſelf thus foztanately detivercd, coming 
to the night of Fame, deſired him to pitty her cate, and not 
to fozſake her, until he were come to the Bohemian Court, 
With that the knight of Fame was crceding glad, ſaying Las 
„ J will not fo2ſake vou but ſx you there in ſafery, fo thither 
a J bound, But J pꝛay ( quoth he) let me know your name, 
fo2 that J am ſure J have ſœn you about the Foreſt of Arde-- 
Violutea with that was dzawn into a great admiration what he 
ſheuld be, at laſt ſhe ſaid, my name is Wolcite, that am ozdain⸗ 
to perpetual miſery, and was by the treachery of a diſloy⸗ 
al Knight named A7chas, dziven to wander thither wards, The 
knioht of Fame then immediately —— her, but being 

. no 
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not willing to diſcover himſelf, queſtioned no mo2e with her, but 
onely asked her what that Knight was, Str Knight (quoth ſhe) 
I know him not, no2 why he hath offered me this outrage, 
Which ſatd, the Knight of Fame koꝛced him to go along with 
them, and ſo they departed towards the Bohemian Court, where 
very ſan they arrived, Now it happened that Parumus at that 
very inſtant was in the Court, who eſpying Violetta accompant, 
ed by t wo Knights, the one of them being erievouſly worinded, 
and as it were by his countenance and manner of fo2c'd coming, 
ſeming captive to the other, and not knowing cf any miſadven, 
tare had betaln her, marvelled thcreat, and coming to her, not 
knowing fn what ſoꝛt to ſalute the Knights, being icnozant of

ry done me, by this wicked and odfous homtcide, who bath hi 


offered me abominable eutrace ; fo2 this ałternan attended by 
my Damzel, J went fo2th of the Court into a Gꝛore adjoyn: 
ing to the Garden to recreate myſcif in the toll hade: Mhen 


I had not long ſtated, but this diſcourteeus Uillain ſurpꝛiu 


me, and caught hol d ot my Damzel, who made creat cxclanfſ; 
tion, fearing my harm, whom he bound hand and fat, then 
ning if ſhe made any noiſe to murther her. Which done, . 
tek me by violence, and halling and pulling me moſt rudely am 
diſtourt eouſſy, would have conbeied me J know not whither 
until this valtant Knight by gad foꝛtune hearing my complaint 
redeemed me from his tiranny. The King hearing ber ſper che 
Lommanded the Knight to diſcover himſelf, but he being ert 
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pingly aſhamed and loth to be known. refuſed the ſame ; but at 
lui by ſome cf the Bohemian Knights was unarmed, t hen pzc- 
ſently Vioietta knew him, thereupen the gave an exceding fart, 
as if ſhe has been affrighted at his fight, Patumus and Pollipus 
likewiſe knew him,certifytng the King that it was Aichas ; that 
had befo2e offered the like villatny to Violetta, which the King 
well rememb2ed, | 

Then he ſaid, Cruel tirant, what excuſe cant thou intent 
to ſhelter thy villan. What canſt thou alledge in thy defence. 
bat that thou deſerveft to ſuffer the moſt repzoachfull death that 
can be invented: But this cenſure will J give of ther, not to fa- 
bour ther, bat to deal jaſtiy with that Knight, whoſs Pziſoner 
thou art, and therefo2e as he by right hath conquered thce, ſo we 
vill that he be thy judge. 

The Knight of Fame had all this while diligently noted Lzu- 
ranacs beauty, her countenance and every part cf her behaviour, 
that he tok great delight in vie wing her; bat hearing the Kings 
ſpxches he unarmed his head, whom Pariſmus ſon knew and moſt 
lovingly emb2aced likewiſe Pollipus and Violeua knowing him, 
lalutedhim with many courteſies then pzeſently Paciſmus vgcla- 
red unto his father, that it was the famous Knight, that was cal- 
led the Knight of Fame, 

The King hearing that it was he, of whom he had heard ſo 
many honourable repozts,roſe fromhisKingly ſcat, and embzac'd 
him moft lovingly, and every one in general ſe med tobe moſt ex. 
cedinoly delighted with his pꝛeſence. 

Laurana beholding his countenance felt an exceeding thꝛobbing 
luddenly peſſeſs her heart; withal ſach violtnt bluſhes flaſht 
n her tate, that ſhe marvell'd whence ſuch ſudden motions ſhould 
noted, and was conſtrained to turn aſide, leaſt any ſhoald per: 
Rive her bluſhing countenance, and went to a window, This 

uteratton being wꝛought in her by a natural inſtins, which ſhe 

The Knight of Fame not unmindkull to ſatisfie Violettaes 

Wong, by ſome revenge againſt Archas, moſt humby thankt the 
v8 King foz hanouring him ſo much, by giving him authozity to 

Live his dom: But (quoth he) J 3 intreat pour High: 
W 9. 2 neis 
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-neſs to pardon me, and deſire your wiſedome to whom he hath 
been offenſve, to uſe him as yon pleaſe ; koꝛ it were great pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption fo2 me in this ſtrange place, to cenſure of him in your 
Ma jeſties pꝛeſence. 

Then the King called Archas, commanding him to declare 
what moved him to commit that outrage to Vio eta, but he aſſu⸗ 
ring himſelf of no leſs then death, would make him no anſwer, 
Whereupon the King commanded him to be had P2iſon, and 
appointed that the next day he ſhould loſe his head: Which was 
acco2dingly perfoꝛmed; who might peradventure have ben par: 
dotted, but that his conſcience accuſed him moꝛe then thoſe that 
he had offended, and ſo accoꝛding to his own folly, which had 
bought him to commit all thoſe wicked ads, even ſo he was his 
own judge, Fo? that his guilty Conſcicnce vbould not ſuffer 
ſuffer him to ask pardon;after this judgement atven,cvery mans 
mind vvas at quiet, having ſufficientiyſcanned the cirtumſtante 
of Violcuaes miskoztune. 

The Knight of Fame vvas royally entertained and honou: 
rably feaſtcd by the King of Bohemia, eſpcetaily Par iſmus and 
Laurana uſed him vvith exceeding kindneſs, being fo2 that night

bisremembzance ont of mp mind; which hath ſofally poCcſt ni 
fancy, that 3 could take no reſt this night. 

My ſelt ( quoth Pariſmus) have felt the ſelt ſame paſſion, not 
onely nov, bat alſo at my firſt mating with him in the Foꝛrel 
of Arde, whichwaketh me partly of the ſcif lame spfnion with 
you, and alſo defirous to know of whence he is.

apon him with ſwift. crawling, fo2 that he was not able to ſtand 
by reaſon of: his bolts, and having him under him, neber left 
ſtrugiingand ſtriving with him until he had angle d him. 

Then taking the bunch of keys np, he unlocked all the bolts 
that were faſtened to his legs, neck, and other parts of his body, 
Which when he had done, pꝛoſtrat ing himſcif upon his knees, he 
pzaiſey God fox thathappy ſuccefs. Then pꝛeſently witheut 
delay he ſtript off all the Japlbzs apparel, and cloathedhimfei# 
therewith, caſting his body into the further end of the Dungeon, 
and ſo went out, and{ocked the Dungton de after him. 
By thts time it began to bo dark, which was a means to fur- 
ther him in his eſcape, inſomach that in the Aaplo2s apparel he

Parilmenos coming to ITheoretus, demanded which 
was the neareft courſe ts Germany, fo2 that he was bound thi:

Pany days they continued on their courſe with p2oſperous 
ſuccefs, till Theorerus told them he was within thꝛeæ days ſailing 


of Italy, where attoꝛding being arrived, Pariſmenòs and Angch- J 


ca refreſht themſeves, until Thc are:us had ended all his buſineſs, 
and as he was making compoſitien with Pariſmenos foz their 


tranſpoztation, it hapned that there was in the place here 


they arrived, a Knight of Þlavonia, named Arenus, who had fag 
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cretly beheld Angelicacs beauty, was ſo ſurp2t3ed therewith, that 
be began to veviſe what means to ufe to poſſeſs her, and hear. 
ing that they were bound fozGermany,and ſuppoſing Parilmer 05 
had been her husbend, he uſed the mo2e expedition, his deſire be- 
ing grown to that extremity, in the ſmall time of their abode, that 
he thought it inrpoſſtble fo2 him to live without the fruit ſon ther 
of. Andortentimes growing into conference with Theorctus, he 
underſtood the truth of all by his repozt, and Atenus ſ@ing ſome 
hope to b2ing him ts condiſcend to his pꝛadiſe, upon a time be- 
gan to commune with him, ꝛ in the end concluded withhim foz a 
ſum of money, to convey them foz him in what place he would, 
With whom Arenvs dealt ſo cunning!y, that he bound him by 
many oaths to perfo2m the ſame ; which he foz gree dinels of the 
mony, was reſolutely determined to do, Nowthe time cf de⸗ 
parture being come, I heorctus (with a diſembling countenance) 
came to Pariſmenos, and told him that his bufincſs was ended, 
and ths wind ft ly ſerved foz their departure, Pariſmenos being 
glad thereof, and having betoꝛe agred with him koꝛ the pzice of 
bis paſCage, b2ought the Pꝛinceſs abozd, with Icorius and the 
reſt, where they found Arcnus, whom Theorctus ſafd, was one. 
likewiſe travelling to ſome part of Germany, Pai menos little 
ſuſpeging their vzifk accepted of his company anduſed him very 
kindly, Aterus put on ſuch an outward ſhew of vertue, and fra- 
med himſelf to ſuch a kind behaviour, that Pariſmenos grew inte 
great god itking of him, and into ſuch familtarity, that he told 
him what he was, Arenus hearing that he was Don to Pariſmus, 
then grew into pꝛoteſtattons of reverence and duty that he bare 
to him, and into many ſuch othcrltke vowes of butifull regard, 
that Pariſmeno; related to him the whole ſu.n of his eftate, and 
what the Lady Angelica was. Andſome two days they paſt in 
this ſo2t, Pariſmenos and Angelica going towards their miſery, 


and nothing miſdoubting Theoretus treachery, thought themſei'vs 


ſafling towards Germany, when inved they were a quite con- 
trary way, Then ſuddenly a great tempeft aroſe, and the winds 
began to blow exciedingly, the rain began to fall in ſuch aboun- 
„that the chip was ready to be dzenched with the ſame. 
ch tonpeſt continued the ſpace of _ days and two 2 
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in that moſt raging and extream ſoꝛt, that there was none but 
expected pꝛeſent death: Then began Par:!menos to curſe him: 
(clf fo2 leaving the Country of Natolia, and committing himſelf 
to the mercy of the Seas, of whote fury he had befo2e taſted. An. 
gelica was in great fear of her life. Theotetus Conſcience began 
to accuſe him of treachery, and Arenus of villany : And whileſt 
they were in this extremity of fear, the ſhip wherein they were, 
was by violence d2iven upon a Rotk, and ſplit in ſunder, that 
they were all dꝛiven to ſhift fo2 their lives. Pari menos being a⸗ 
mazed at this misfo2tunc, yet had a ſpecial regard to the P2in- 
ceſs, whom he caught in his arms, and with her got on to a piece 
of the ſhip, that with the violence of the Sea was parted from 
the reſt, which was not likely long to ſuppoꝛt them. And the reſt 
were ſome dꝛowned, + ſome by other admiral means pꝛeſerved. 
Then pꝛeſently the ſtoꝛm began to ceaſe, and the Sea ſuddenly 
did grow calm, it chanced that a Fiſher-man was net far eff in 
Harbour, who beheld this ſhipwꝛack, and with all ſpxd ſeing 
the ſtoꝛm ceaſed, haſted with his Boat thitherwards, and firſt 
came to Pariſmenos and Avgc.ica, who even then was ready to
